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GENERAL 


The Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 empowers the Central Govern¬ 
ment to prohibit, restrict or otherwise control imports and exports. The Exports 
(Control) Order 1977 regulates export of commodities subject to export 
licensing. Most of the items are de-controlled and allowed freely. In respect 
of some items, the export is allowed subject to ceilings having regards to 
domestic requirements. 


The Import and Export Policy, this time, has been announced for a period 
of 3 years from the date of announcement till 31st March, 1988. This is in 
consonance with the Government's objective of bringing in continuity and 
stability of import and export promtion policies. 


For any country which depends upon imports to meet various domestic 
requirements, the obvious alternative is to promote exports so as to at least 
match foreign exchange outgo as the trade imbalance otherwise would result 
into a continuous drain on the foreign exchange resources of the country. 
India has to cover a long way in meeting this objective because right from 
^dependence the trade balance of the country has tended to remain negative. 
The table on page 2 should give further credence to this statement.

In the coming years, therefore, if India has to remedy the situation in her 
own future, the country will be required to put up a series of efforts for 
promoting the exports by following the maxim ' export to survive " do every¬ 
thing that helps the exporters in this country to achieve the maximum per¬ 
formance. And yet. one should not forget that India Is a country which does 
not still follow an aggressive export policy aiming at motivating our exporters 
to claim more and more share in the export market. It is the general belief 
that what we have are "export regulations" which quite often than not are 
so much over ladden with the procedures that at times they tend to serve 
as a negative incentive for the exporters, especially new or small scale 
companies. It is here the concept of "Sogososha" which has put Japan today 
at the top perhaps can be thought of for induction in our policy. This concept 
of trading co-operations functioning in the world market dealing in quite a 
few of the areas with their offices spread over the market centres can be 
thought of. Such export houses also co-ordinate the loan syndication and 
provide the market intelligence to the manufacturers back home. They are 
the national flag carriers like Mitsubishi, Hitachy, Idemitsu or Mitsui who 
keep the flag of the country flying with their aggressive strategies. The time 


is becoming right perhaps when India also will have to think of a national 
policy for the exports. Permitting such flag carriers to operate in this ever 
increasing competitive environment and back them up with the facilities 
they need to complete such companies from other countries, the country 
would have then taken a turn from today's "regulatory" approach to the real 
export development role and such role, I would hasten to add, can not be 
a monopoly of few public sector undertakings like STC or EIL or MMTC or 
TDA. However, till such time, the exporters will be governed by the regulatory 
role of the export policy going through the maze of documents and formalities 

which do consume time in lot of paper work. It is here the understanding 
of the policy can help cutting short the possible delays and to this major

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IMPORT-EXPORT POLICY 1985-88 

— SALIENT FEATURES 


The Import Export Policy declared by the Government of India in April. 1985 
is again as a deviation from the established procedures so far for declaring 
import export policy only for one year. The major highlights of the new 
policy include the following : 

(i) New Export Import policy will have validity for three years though 
the licensing will continue to be on an annual basis. 

(li) Import of 53 items has been decanalised. 

(ill) The category of automatic licensing related to import inputs is abolished 

and these items have been shifted either to the OGL or the limit 
permissible list.

A new import export passbook scheme introduced to provide duty free 
access to imported raw materials for manufacturers/exporters. 

As many as 201 items of industrial machinery have been placed on 
OGL under the import policy. This will benefit the industries in the areas 
of leather, autmobiles, electronics, jute, garments and oil field services. 

It has been announced that now permission can be granted for approval 
of materials manufactured by a 100% EOU or a unit in Free Trade

(x) Import of machinery listed in restricted list of capital goods will also 
be allowed to the non-residents of Indian origin provided the machinery 
in question has been in their continuous use abroad for at least two 
years. 

These are some of the amendments/liberalisations promised through the 
import export policy declared recently. The major one is the long term policy 
declaration releaving the users for the first time from the normal uncertain- 
ities and wagories of a short term one year policy. In this, the Government 
have fulfilled a long felt need of simplifying the procedures and declaring 
the policy guidelines for a period of reasonably long for anybody to plan 
and execute a specific scheme. 

The major points covering the objectives and important changes are summ¬ 
arised below : 

MAJOR OBJECTIVES 

The Policy seeks ; 

(i) To impart continuity and stability in Import Export Policy; 

(ii) To facilitate increased production through easier and quicker access to 
inputs that need to be imported; 

(iii) To strengthen the base for export production and strive for a major 
thrust in exports; 

(iv) To make all possible savings in imports to support indigenous produc¬ 
tion and to promote efficient import substitution; 

(v) To facilitate technological upgradation and modernisation in production; 
and 

(vi) To reduce licensing, to streamline procedures and to decentralise 
decision making, which should reduce costs in terms of time and 
resources. 

HIGHLIGHTS 

1. The Import and Export Policy has been announced this time for a period 
of three years ending March 1988. The licensing shall however, continue 
to be on annual basis. 

2. (a) Licensing has been reduced by abolishing the category of automatic 

licences and most of the items of the automatic permissible list have 
been shifted to OGL. 
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(b) Government Departments shall be allowed to import their require¬ 
ments under OGL subject to conditions laid down, instead of having 
to obtain an import libence. 

3. A new scheme known as the Import-Export Pass Book Scheme has been 
introduced for manufacturer-exporters to provide duty free access to 
imported inputs for export production. This scheme, which is wider in 
its scope than the present advance licensing scheme, shall come into 
effect from October, 1, 1985. 

4. The canalisation policy and procedures of imports have been reviewed 
and a large number of items have been taken out of the canalisation 
list. For steel items, MMTC has been designated as the canalising agency. 

5. The per unit value limit for import of equipment having impact on 
quality and/or quantity of output, technical know-how, foreign consult¬ 
ancy etc. under the Technical Development Fund has been enhanced 
from US S 5 lakhs to US S equivalent of Rs. 100 lakhs. 

6. Trading houses and export houses with a minimum exports of Rs. 1 crore 
in the previous year have been allowed to Import technical designs 
drawings and other documentation required for their supporting manu- 
fcturers to the extent of Rs. 25 lakhs and Rs. 10 lakhs respectively 
against their own REP/additional licences. 

7. The Import policy for computer systems has been liberalised. Import of 
computer systems costing less than Rs. 10 lakhs (GIF) has been allowed 
under OGL by all persons for their own use. 



(a) The actual users and the Computer Maintenance Corporation can now 
import permissible computer spares, tools and test equipment upto 
a value of five per cent (as against three per cent allowed hitherto) 
per annum of the CIF value of the imported computer systems under 
Open General Licence. 

(b) In respect of indigenously manufactured computer systems main- 
tained by CMC or in-house by the users or by the indigenous manufa¬ 
cturers as a part of their services to the users, the existing limit of 

one per cent for import of permissible computer spares under OGL 
has been raised to two per cent. 


(C) In addition to CMC Limited, it is proposed to allow import of 
computer spares to other designated public sector agencies. 

(d) The facility for import of spares for after-sales service has also 
been extended to the consumer electronic industry. 

ha! warranty spares for after-sales service 

has been raised from one per cent of the last three years sale value 
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of production to 1.5% of the ex-factory value of production for the 
last three years or two per cent of the value of the imported com¬ 
ponents whichever is more. 

(f) In the case of earthmoving equipment, the existing initial limit for 
import of spares for after-saled service has been raised from Rs. 25 
lakhs to Rs.50 lakhs. 

(g) Restaurants (independent of hotels) approved by Department of 
Tourism have been allowed the facility for import of permissible 
spares under Open General Licence. 

(h) In the case of Government departments, banks, public sector enter¬ 
prise etc., the value limit of machine paper rolls, toner and dispersant 
for photocopying purposes, spares for specified machines has been 
abolished and the regional licensing authorities have been empowered 

to consider applications for import of these items a value not 
exceeding Rs. 5000

9. The list of office equipment which can be imported has been enlarged. 

10. Three-Star Hotels have also been allowed to import one vehicle under 

10% incentive quota on the recommendation of Director General, Tourism. 

11. Ad-hoc licences for a GIF value upto 10% of the foreign exchange earned 

have been allowed to the printing presses for the supplies and services 

rendered by them to Indian parties on behalf of foreign customers. 

12. (a) Registered exporters whose exports of select products in any of the 

two previous years are less than the minimum prescribed 10% of 
their production, but are more than one crore in value have been 
allowed the facility of import of capital goods against REP licences 
upto a value of Rs.5 lakhs In the case of SSI units and Rs. 20 lakhs 
in the case of non-SSi units. 

(b) In the case of registered exporters irrespective of their level of export 
performance, the value limit for import of capital goods against REP 
licences has been enhanced from Rs.1 lakh to Rs. 2 lakhs. 

(c) Manufacturer-exporters of moulded wooden products have also been 
allowed the facility of import of machinery on the lines of the facility 
hitherto allowed to manufacturer-exporters of wooden furniture. 

13. (a) Where the import replenishment rate is 20% or less, flexibility for 

import of limited permissible items against REP licences has been 
enhanced from 25% to 30% of the face value of the non-transferable 
part of the licence. Similarly, where the REP rate is more than 20% 
of the flexibility of Import of limited permissible items has been 
enhanced from 20% to 25%. 

(b) In the case of an exporter who is exporting 50% or more of his 
production of select products and where the REP rate Is more than 
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20%. tho flexibility of import of limited permissible items against REP 
licences has been raised from Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 4 lakhs Similarly, in 
cases where the import replenishment rate is 20®o or less, single item 
value limit has been raised from Rs 4 lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs. 

14. The maximum limits on allocation of foreign exchange under the ITC 
permit scheme for export/trading houses have been raised from Rs. 2.5 to 
Rs. 10 lakhs from Rs. 1 5 to Rs. 20 lakhs and from Rs. 50 to Rs. 60 lakhs. 

15. Trading houses and export houses with a minimum export of Rs. 5 crores 
for select products and Rs. 10 crores for non-select products have been 
allowed the facility of import of an electronic telephone exchange for 
their own use against their REP/additional licences 

16. In the case of SSI units and the consortia of SSI units, the minimum 
threshold of qualifying exports for recognition as export houses has been 
raised from Rs. 50 lakhs for select products and Rs. 2 crores for non-select 
products to Rs. 75 lakhs and Rs. 3 crores respectively. 

17. The concept of eligibility for additional licences based on the net realis¬ 
ation of foreign exchange, which was first introduced in the last year's 
policy, has been extended to the growth rate prescribed for the renewal 
of export/trading house certificate. This provision shall particularly benefit 
those export/trading houses which are diversifying and progressively 
exporting products with higher net foreign exchange earnings. 

18. To ensure continued utilisation of infrastructural facilities created by 
export/trading houses, provisions have been introduced enabling renewal 
of export/trading house certificate in the event of shortfalls in the pres¬ 
cribed performance subject to the specified cuts in facilities otherwise 
admissible.

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24. The facility of sale of gold ornaments and article at approved exhibitions 
arranged by organisers other than HHEC and Associates has been allowed 

25 Turn-key project exporters'project contractors have been allowed to import 
on OGL construction equipment, machinery, spares, tools and accessories 
and office equipment which were in use for their projects abroad. 

26. The validity of licences for emergency spares has been enhanced from 
six months to one year The validity of customs clearance permit has 
also been raised from six months to nine months. 

27. (a) Regional licensing authorities have now been authorised to decide 

an application for supplementary licence for items in Appendix 3 
Part-A of the limited permissible list for Rs. 5 lakhs in the case of 
SSI units and Rs. 50 lakhs in the case of large-scale units. 

(b) In other cases, where the decision regarding grant of supplementary 
licence is to be taken by the headquarters Supplementary Licensing 
Committee, sponsoring authorities have been advised to forward the 
application directly to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi instead of through the Regional Licensing Authorities. 
This would enable quicker disposal. 

(c) Regional advance licensing committees are proposed to be constituted 
in the office of the Ji. Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Calcutta, 
New Delhi (CLA). Madras and Bombay in order to expedite issuing 
of licences under advance licensing scheme. 

(d) The import-export pass books under the new scheme announced In 
this policy would be issued at the regional level. 

(e) Indian Trade Classification second revision (ITC-R-2) and the Customs 
Co-operation Council Nomenclature (CCCN) codes have now been 
provided in six more appendices. 

(f) To enable an easier understanding of the provisions of the policy 
and the procedure an effort has been made to make import as self- 
contained as possible. Similarly, the corresponding provisions in the 
hand book of import and export procedures have also been sought 
to be presented in a more cogent manner. 

Summary of the other main provisions of the policy are : 

1. For meeting the requirement of machinery for modernisation and export 
production 201 items of industrial machinery have been included in the list 
of capital goods allowed for import under OGL. The major sectors to benefit 
from this liberalisation are automobiles, oilfield services, leather, electronics, 
jute manufactures, garments/hosiery made-ups, pen manufacturing, canning 
etc. Four items of capital goods have been taken out of OGL. These 
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include magnetic rotameters, machines and systems and ancillaries such 
as key boards, editing terminals, film/paper processors, line printers and 
gear hopper for watch industry. 

2 The empowered committee procedure for allowing imports of capital goods 
on global tender basis in respect of key industries continues 

3. For consideration of the capital goods applications, the powers of the 
regional licensing authorities and the CG ad-hoc licensing committee in 
the office of the CCI&E have been raised from Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs 
and from above Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 1 crore respectively. 

4 Facility of import of second-hand capital goods, not more than seven 
years old and with a minimum residual life of five years, will continue. 

5. A two-tier policy has been adopted for import of computer/computer 
based systems. Those costing below Rs. 10 lakhs (GIF) will be allowed 
for import by all persons for their own use. If import is made after obtain¬ 
ing prior clearance of the Department of Electronics, lower rate of 
Import duty would be payable whilst import of computer/computer based 
systems costing leess than Rs. 10 lakhs (GIF) by all persons under OGL 
would attract a higher rate of import duty. For import under OGL, it 
would be necessary to import minimum specified configuration. 

6. The facility for import of agricultural machinery and spares through State 
agro-industries corporations for sale to eligible actual users continues. 

7. Import of gibberelic acid and grape guard paper will continue to be 
allowed for the benefit of grape growers. Facility for import of machinery 
for green houses and other items required for agricultural development not 
indigenously available, will continue to have special consideration. 

8. The facility regarding re-import of items after repairs abroad has been 
further extended to cover cases involving payment. 

9. The procedure for import of machinery by actual users financed by leas¬ 
ing companies has been laid down in the hand book of procedures. 

10. The existing facilities for import of diesel generating sets have been

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13. Requirements of actual users for imported raw materials, components and 
consumables etc. would continue to be met through Imports on OGL, 
system of supplementary licensing supplied by canalising agencies, 
replenishment licenses etc. 

14 The category of automatic licensing has been abolished and the majority 
of the items in the automatic permissible list have been brought under 
OGL. Out of the items in that list, 467 have been shifted to the OGL 
list and 60 items have been shifted to the limited permissible list. This 
would do away with the need to obtain certificates of past consumption 
and to apply for an import licence, for most of the items, which should 
particularly benefit the small scale sector. 

15. Tha facility of grant of supplementary licences continues with procedural 
simplification. The regional licensing authorities have now been empo¬ 
wered to deal with the applications for supplementary licences for items 
appearing in appendix 3 Part-A upto a value limit of Rs. 5 lakhs in the 
case of small scale units and Rs. 50 lakhs in the case of large scale units 

16. Repeat Operation facility for supplementary licences issued to actual 
users (industrial), who have exported a certain level of their production 
of select products will continue. In the case of units exporting 50% and 
above of their production of select products, the value limit for direct 
import of canalised items has been raised from Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 2 lakhs. 

17. Under the policy for 1984-85, new,proposed units could get a licence 
for import of automatic permissible items for a GIF value of Rs. 5 lakhs 
against which they could import limited permissible items for Rs. 50,000. 
As a result of abolition of automatic licence (the need now will be only 
for limited permissible Items for Rs. 50,000), this limit has accordingly 
now been reduced to Rs. 50,000. Such units are entitled to import their 
requirements on OGL also. 

18. Similarly, In the case of industries set up in backward area or by 
graduates/diploma holders in professional subjects or by ex-servicemen/ 
persons belonging to scheduled castes scheduled tribes, the maximum 
value limit of the licence has been reduced from Rs. 7.5 lakhs to 
Rs. 75,000. 

19. The policy for items which were canalised for Import has been reviewed, 
and the procedure for supply of material by the canalising agencies has 
been further streamlined. Fifty three Items have been de-canalised of 
which 17 have been shifted to the OGL list, 20 items to the limited 
permissible list, and 16 to the restricted list. The items which have been 
shifted to OGL include some iron and steel Items, colour TV picture 
tubes with prescribed specifications, viscose filament yarn below 600 
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denier excluding first quality, calculator chips, winchester drives, speci¬ 
fied components/modules of electronic watches etc. The items shifted to 
the limited permissible list include iron and steel items, namely, tin plate 
prime OTS quality, tin plate waste, all seconds all second grades/defec¬ 
tives etc. black and white TV picture tubes, caprolactum etc. The items 
which have been shifted to restricted list include a few iron and steel 
items, vinyl accetate monomer, vinyl accetate, flint buttons (Rl 1,625 Rl 
1.654 and Rl 1,700) etc. 

20. In the case of newly canalised items the canalising agency should 
indicate within 60 days from the date of ^registration the arrangements 
made for supply of materials. Where such arrangements cannot be made, 
for supplies within the stipulated period, the canalising agency should 
issue a no objection certificate for allowing direct import. In the case 
of on-going canalised items, the ‘canalising agencies should scrutinise 
the applications, register demand and ask for earnest money within 30 
days. In case they are not able to make supplies, 'no objection' certi¬ 
ficate should be given at the time of registration of demand. 

21. Keeping in view the general principle that manufacturing company shold 
not be the canalising agency for the product it produces, import of 
“methanol, all types" has now been canalised through State Trading 
Corporation instead of Rashtriya Chemicals and Fertilisers Ltd. Similarly, 
in the case of iron and steel Items, Minerals and Metals Trading Cor¬ 
poration of India Limited has been designated as the canalising agency 
instead of Steel Authority of India Ltd. 

22. The other facilities regarding import of spares continues. However, import 
of capital goods as emergency spares is not permitted. 

23. List attestation procedure for regulating import of components for DGTD 
units/textile machinery manufacturing units continues. 

24. Having regard to the indigenous availability, seven items of raw materials 
and components have been shifted from the limited permissible list to 
restricted list and 67 items have been shifted from OGL/automatic permi¬ 
ssible list to limited permissible list. These include marble, formic acid, 
thiothiamine, melathion, halogen lamps and infra-red lamps, zinc dust/ 
granulations, zinc callots, steel and iron castings including rough/proofed 
machined, video cassette without tape (C-O). 

25. Animal rennent has also been put in Part-A of Appendix 2 (banned 
items) and is not allowed to be imported. 

26. Import of (i) one slide projector, (ii) one 8/16 mm projector, (iii) one 
word processor, (iv) one paper shredding machine and (v) teleprinters 
without any restriction on number but within overall value of Rs. 1 lakh. 
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will also be allowed to exporters. Govt. Departments, banks, pulbiic 
sector undertakings etc. 

27 Special facilities for import to non-resident Indians'persons of Indian origin 
who are returning to India for permanent settlement for setting up 
industries in India will continue 

28. Import of machinery listed in restricted list of capital goods will also be 
allowed to them provided the machinery in question has been in their 
continuous use abroad for at least two years 

29. The existing facility for grant of CCP for items otherwise importable 
under OGL for full concessional rate of duty as project Imports continues. 

30 Non-Resident Indlans/persons of Indian origin not returning to India 
for permanent settlement will be allowed import facilities as pe the 
normal import policy in force 

31 Non-Resident Indlans/persons of Indian origin who are returning to 
India for permanent settlement have also been allowed the facility of 
setting up amusement parks. 

32. Import of fresh fruits will continue to be allowed through NAFED. 
However, imports will be within the limits of foreign exchange to be 
allotted by the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, for 
this purpose. 

33. The entitlement for grant of Import licence for dry fruits has been reduced 
from 25% of the GIF value of best year's imports of the applicant dur¬ 
ing any of the financial years from 1972-73 to 1984-85 to 20% subject 
to a minimum of Rs. 5,000. 

34. Import of firearms as gift will now be allowed only from those close 
relations, who are Indian nationals holding Indian Passports. Only one 
foreign-made firearm of non-prohibited category will be allowed as gift. 

No sale' period will be 10 years instead of five years. 

35. The scope of computer softv»^are export scheme has been extended to cover 
satellite communication also. 

36. "Small Scale Units " have now been redefined as "small scale industrial 
undertakings" and the limit of capital investment for such a unit has 
been raised from Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 35 lakhs. Similarly, the limit for 
ancillary units has been raised from Rs. 25 lakhs to Rs. 45 lakhs. 

37. Import policy will continue to allow import under OGL of certain essen¬ 
tial consumer items, such as life-saving drugs and medicines, dental 
items, life saving equipment, medical X-ray films, books and teaching 
aids, certain spices etc. 
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38. The special facility for import of restricted and canalised items available 
to manufacturer-exporters who have been in production during the last 
three years and have exported 100'’;, of their production of select 
products during the preceding one year, but are not approved as such 
under the scheme of 100% export-oriented units, has been continued. 

39. The duty exemption scheme for the grant of advance licences for import 
of inputs required for manufacture and export of finished products as 
well as for manufacture of 'intermediates' for export production, has been 
continued alongwith the schame for grant of special imprest licences 
for import of inputs required for manufacture and supply of goods in 
India to IDA/IBRD projects and projects financed by multilateral/bilate¬ 
ral external assistance. 

40. Registered manufacturer-exporters, who have been regularly exporting 
for a minimum period of three years may now avail of a new facility 
known as "Import-export pass book scheme" being made available in 
the new policy, for duty free import of the inputs required for export 
production subject to actual user condition. This would eliminate the 
need to apply repeatedly for advance/imprest and REP licences. The pass 
book shall serve as a single all purpose duty-free import licence. A 
suitable export obligation will be imposed on each such licence. Nor¬ 
mally, a period of nine months shall be allowed for completion of exports. 
The pass book shall be valid for a period of 18 months for effecting 
Imports and 27 months for exports. Normal benefits under the policy 
would, however, continue to be available in the case of exporters not 
availing the benefits of pass book scheme. 

41. Supplies at international prices of raw materials, components, machinery, 
equipment, instruments, accesssories, tools and spares to Oil 8- Natural 
Gas Commission, Oil India Umited and Gas Authority of India Limited, 
both for their off-shore and on-shore explorations, drilling and produc¬ 
tion operations would qualify as deemed exports. 

The existing thresholds for the purposes of grant of recognition as 
export houses other than SSI and as trading houses continue. 

43. The annual average growth rate for export houses and trading houses 

to become eligible for renewal continues to be 20%. This shall, however, 

be calculated on the basis of the net foreign exchange realisation in the 

prescribed base period as compared to the preceding three years of the 
pre-base period. 

44. At present, renewal of export house/trading house certificate is subject 
to fulfilment of conditions prescribed therefor. With a view to preventing 
a sudden disruption in their export activities due to non-renewal. 
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requests for renewal can now be considered in cases where the short¬ 
fall in performance is within the areas and the limits prescribed. But in 
such cases the facilities otherwise admissible vv/i!l be subject to minimum 
specified cuts 

45. Additional licences to export/trading houses shall be granted on the basis 
of (i) net foreign exchange earned on eligible exports and (ii) percentage 
of the FOB value of exports of select products of SSI and cottage sector 
units 

PROCEDURAL MATTERS 

46. Export/trading houses having different branches spread over the country 
have been allowed to submit applications for replenishment licences to 
the concerned licensing authorities under whose jurisdiction these bran¬ 
ches fall and through which exports take place 

47 The procedure relating to bond with bank guarantee in cases where 
export obligation is involved has been streamlined. Manufacturer-expor¬ 
ters having past export performance of one or two years have now been 
given the facility of executing bond with bank guarantee for lesser 
amount than what was prescribed earlier. 

48. The procedure relating to export of products other than gem and jewel¬ 
lery and cinematographic films by VPP or registered post has been 
streamlined. 

49. The provisions relating to imprest licensing scheme have been stream¬ 
lined and the DTC licences have been brought within the ambit of 
imprest licensing scheme. 

IMPORTANT CHANGES IN EXPORT LICENSING POLICY 

50. Exports to Pakistan have now been brought on par with exports to other 
permissible destinations. 

51 . Export of silk wastes, other than no-mulberry silk waste will now be 
considered on merits. However, export of non-mulberry silk waste viz. 
tassar erl and muga and mulberry pierced cocoons will not be allowed. 

52. Export of acetone, phenol and acetic anhydride will now be considered 
on merits. 

53. Export of rayon filament yarn will now be allowed within a limited 
ceiling. 

54. Export of sodium chloride IP/BP/GR/EPC grade will be allowed under 
OGL-3. 
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55. Export of wollastonite will be allowed within a limited ceiling. 

56. Export of monochloro acetic acid and acetic acid will be considered on 
merits. 

57. Export of camels for breeding purposes only will be considered on merits. 

58. Some equinine breeds have been brought under export trade control and 
export will be considered on merits. Katiwari, Marwari and Manipur breeds 
of horses will, however, not be allowed for export. 

59. (1) Manufactured products of common fox skins, hill fox skins, desert 

cat skins, red fox skins, civet cat skins; 

(2) Paddy (rice in husk): 

(3) Seeds of all oilseeds and pulses; 

(4) Charcoal of all types other than activated charcoal/activated carbon 
will normally not be allowed for export. 

60. The minimum export price for table eggs has been raised from Rs. 40 to 
Rs. 45 per 100 nos (FOB) while for hatching eggs, it has been raised 
from Rs. 125 to Rs. 150 per 100 nos (FOB). 

61. The minimum export prices for roasted grams (whole) has been raised 
from Rs.7 to Rs. 10 per kg. (FOB) and from Rs. 10 to Rs. 12 per kg. 
(FOB) in respect of fried and salted channa dal, moong dal etc. 

62. For export of basmati rice, the mininimum export price has been raised 
from Rs.6,000 to Rs. 6.500 MT FOB. 

63. Minimum export price for woollen knitwear has been reduced from Rs. 165 
to Rs. 155 per kg. (FOB). 


In the above paragraphs, the major points covering various deicarations of 

the new Import-Export Policy have been described. These points, however, 

are in general terms and for exact provisions and conditions related thereto. 

It should be useful to refer the Import Export Policy hand-book published 

by the Ministry of Commerce, Import and Export Policy Volume I, Volume 

II and the Hand Book of Import and Export Procedures. An attempt will be 

made to discuss various issues related with policy and procedures pertaining 
to the export policy. 
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DEFINITIONS 


To understand various provisions of the policy in a proper perspective, it 
should be useful to know to the exact meaning attached to some of the terms 
frequently referred in the policy as per the Import and Export Policy Volume I- 
Imports and Export Promotion published by the Ministry of Commerce, Govern¬ 
ment of India, the following words shall have the meaning attached to them. 

(1) "Actual User" means a person, who applies for/secures a licence for 
the import of any item or an allotment of an imported item required for 
his own use, and not for business or trade in it. Thus, In the case of 
an industrial undertaking, the item concerned shall be utilised for the 
manufactuing processes or operations conducted within its authorised 
premises (or made available to jobbing units or other units outside for 
intermediate processing only as part of such production effort). In the 
non-industrial category, such as hospitals, research and development 
units or any other institutions, commercial establishments and individuals, 
the concerned item shall be utilised for its/his own use. i. e., for the 
purpose for which the item was sought for import. 

(2) Actual User Condition" shall be construed accordingly. 

(3) Actual User (Industrial)" shall mean an industrial undertaking, be it in 
the large scale, small scale or cottage industries sector, engaged in the 
manufacture of any goods for which it holds a licence or Registration 
Certificate from the appropriate Government authority, wherever applicable. 

(4) "Actual User (Non-industrai)" means 

a) any commercial establishment which has been registered or holds a 
certificate for at least 3 years under the local law applicable to 





Shops and Establishments generally and which carries on any busi¬ 
ness. trade or profession, whether tor the purpose of gain or not, 
but does not include a shop, factory, residential hotel, restaurant or 
eating house; or 

b) any establishment holding a licence for at least 3 years under the 
local law relating to the exhibition of cinematographic films to the 
public at the authorised premises; or 

c) any person who. not being an employee or wage earner, is himself 
engaged in any profession or calling and has been assessed to 
income-tax as such; or 

d) any laboratory, scientific or research and development institution, 
university or other educational Institution or hospital; or 

e) any service industry in existence and holds a licence for the purpose 
under the local law for at least three years; or 

f) public sector (non-industrial) undertaking not run departmentally; 
this will not Include a residential hotel restaurant or eating house; or 

g) any local authority. 

(5) "Small Scale Industrial Undertaking" means ail industrial units with a 
capital investment of not exceeding Rs. 35 lakhs irrespective of the 
number of persons employed. Capital investment for the purpose of this 
definition will be investment in fixed assets in plant and machinery, 
whether held on ownership term or by lease or by hire purchase, while 
calculating the value of plant and machinery the original price paid by 
the owner, irrespective of whether the plant and machinery are new or 
second-hand will be taken into account. Such a small scale industrial 
undertaking shall not be a subsidiary of or owned or controlled by 
another undertaking. Similarly 'Ancillary Industrial Undertakings' having 
investment in fixed assets in plant and machinery, whether held on 
ownership term or by lease or by hire purchase not exceeding Rs. 45 
lakhs are exempted from the licensing provisions of the Industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951, subject to the condition that such an 
undertaking shall not be a subsidiary of or owned or controlled by any 
other undertaking. Notification S. O. 202(E) dated March 18, 1985 

issued by Ministry of Industry and Company Affairs, Department of 
Industrial Development, and published In Part II Section 3 Sub-Section 
(il) of Gazette of India Extra-ordinary of the same date read with Press 
Note No. 9 (1985 series) issued on March 19, 1985 by the above 
Department may be referred to. 

NOTE Wherever the term 'Small Scale Unit' appears in this policy, it will 

mean "Small Scale Industrial Undertaking" as defined above. 
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/6^ "Registered Exporter " means a person holding a valid Registration Certifi¬ 
cate issued by an Export Promotion Council, Commodity Board or other 
registering authority designated by Government for the purpose of export 

promotion. 

(7) "Export House/Trading House " means a Registered Exporter holding a 
valid Export House/Trading House Certificate issued by the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi. 

(8) "Capital Goods" means any plant, machinery, equipment or accessories 
required by an investor for production of goods or for rendering services, 
including those required for replacement or expansion. 

(9) "Computer System " means all types of electronic data/information pro¬ 
cessing equipment, their peripheral equipment, their interface equipment, 
their data communication equipment, terminals, models, electronic data 
collection and data preparation equipment and connected on line conrol 
systems; it also covers alt system software, application software and 
firmware to work on existing hardware or that proposed to be imported. 

(10) "Component" means one of the parts of sub-assemblies or assemblies 
of which a manufactured product is made up and into which it may 
be resolved and includes an accessory (or attachment). 

(11) "Spare" means a part or sub-assembly or assembly for substitution, 
i.e. ready to replace an identical similar part or sub-assembly or assem* 
bly if it becomes faulty or worn out, and includes an accessory (or 
attachment) in the same regard. 

(12) "Consumable " means any item which participates or is required in a 
manufacturing process; but does not form part of the end-product. 

(13) "Consumer goods" for the purpose of import policy, will mean consum¬ 
ption goods which can directly satisfy human needs without further 
processing; it would include consumer durables also. 

(14) "Accessory" (or "attachment") means a part sub-assembly or assembly 
that contributes to the effectiveness of a piece of equipment without 
changing its basic functions. 

(15) "Part means an element of a sub-assembly or assembly not normally 
useful by itself and not amenable to further disassembly for mainte¬ 
nance purposes. (It could be a component, sapre or accessory depen¬ 
ding upon the nature of its use/requirement). 

(16) A reference to "single item", wherever it appears in this policy shall 
mean : An item will count as one even if it may be used in various 
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sizes and specification e.g. ball and roller bearings etc. will be treated 
as a single item. Secondly, the value limit for a single item, wherever 
referred to in this policy, would apply to : 

(a) a single entry wherever there is no subclassification thereunder; 

(b) a sub'Ciassified item having its own sub-entry number; 

(c) a group of the same nature having descriptive heading under the 
same entry/sub-entry number; 

(d) the totality of electronic items included under entry No. 607 in 
Appendix 3 Part-A.

EXPORT TRADE 


* Entering the Export Trade 


Because of the obvious importance being assigned to the exports and also 
the fascinating opportunities and even to certain extent the glamour of dealing 
with the foreign countries concerned, the export trade has been attracting 
a large number of people. As mentioned earlier, India's share in the World 
Export Trade is almost neglegible and on the other hand the country's need 
for boosting the exports being urgent, the scope on opprotunities in this 
field are always going to be fascinating. Anybody, therefore, who enters this 
field with the grit and determination and is backed up by the necessary 
resources and vision is bound to succeede. 


However, for the new entrants planning to enter the export trade, it should 
be worthwhile to keep in mind the following suggestions: 



It is obligatory on the part of an exporting unit to get the Exporter Code 
Number from the Reserve Bank of India having jurisdiction over the 
area where the exporter's registered office is situated. Without the 
exporter code number, it is not permitted to deal in export business. 
Before applying for exporter code number, one should complete the 
ormalities of obtaining a bank account in the name of the firm and 

obtaining the permanent account number from the Income Tax officer 
hsving jurisdiction over the region etc. 


<b) ,s obligatory for the exporters to realise the precedes for exports in the 
prescribed manner towards the payment for the goods exported. Export pro- 

prodL'ts specified engineering 

products are to be realised within 90 days of shipment in case of Pakistan 
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and Afganistan and within 180 days in case of all other countries except 
for exports made under a differed payment arrangements. 

(c) Trade with South Africa and South West Africa is banned. Border trade 
between India and Tibet region of China Is also not permitted. According 
to the current Import Export Policy 1985-88, the export trade with 
Pakistan is now opened up. There is no official ban on export to Israel, 
however, the same is not encouraged primarily because the firms having 
trade relations with Israel are black listed by the Arab Countries. Exports 
to rupee payment countries are effected strictly in accordance with the 
annual trade balance finalised between Government of India and the 
concerned countries. Prior approval of the Government is necessary for 
export of Items not covered under the Annual Trade Plan. 

(d) The list of the items covered under export control should be verified 
and if the item being exported falls under that list, the special procedures 
stipulated for such exports should be followed. However, the items not 
covered under export control can be exported easily subject to adherence 
to the normal procedure as also terms and conditions laid down in the 
Letter of Credit/Export Order. 

(e) Certain products are under the compulsory qualityc ontrol and pre-ship¬ 
ment inspection scheme. Clearance of the export consignments by the export 
Inspection Council or its authorised agents is essential for Customs Clear¬ 
ance. In case the foreign buyer has stipulated an independent inspection 
by their authorised agent, one will also have to complete that formality. 

(f) The Government grants various facilities/incentives for promoting the 
exports. The major heads covering these incentives are — 

(i) Import Replenishment Licence against Export. 

(ii) Cash Compensatory Support. 

(iii) Duty draw back and refund of excise duty on finished export 
products. 

(iv) Export Finance and Credit. 

(v) Income Tax Rebate. 

(vi) Allocation of Foreign Exchange for Export Promotion. 

The competition in the International Market is quite fears and the expo¬ 
rter would do well to study the various incentives and benefits available 
to him so that he can arrive at the costing of his products/commodity 
keeping in mind these various benefits to avoid being outcompeted by 
other exporters from India or from other countries. 

(g) In accordance with the provisions of the Import-Export Policy, every 
person (an individual or a firm or a company) importing goods into 
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India either needs a licence or under OGL shall be required to obtain 
Importer Code Number (ICN). Application for allotment of Code Number 
should be made in the prescribed form in triplicate to the Regional 
Import Trade Control Licensing Authority in the territorial jurisdiction of 
which the applicant is situated. The customs authorities will not allow 
clearance of goods to an Importer who does not possess valid "Importer 
Code Number in (ICN) The code number allotted to a person or a 
company is valid for import of any commodity by them. It is compulsory 
for the importer to quote his code number in the relevant Bill of Entry. 


(h) Export to Bhutan excluding supplies made to IBRD/IDA/UN aided pro¬ 
jects against payment in free foreign exchange and export to Nepal and 
Afganistan other than against free foreign exchange do not qualify for 
import replenishment and CCS benefits. Export to Bangladesh against 
commodity grants are also eligible for above benefits. 


(i) The registration with Export Promotion Council concerned or Commodity 
Board is essential to become eligible to receive REP benefits such as 
import replenishment licence and cash compensatory support barring 
certain exempted categories of firms/organisations. Besides various other 
facilities/assistance, the members of the Council are also granted subsidy 
on their approved export promotion programmes such as export promot¬ 
ion goods abroad, overseas publicity etc. The exporter, therefore, would 
do well to find out under which Export Promotion Council's activity 
would fall and pursue the membership formalities. 


(j) In case of remittance of the agency commission, it is adviseable to get 
the agency agreement registered with the Reserve Bank of India or obtain 
their prior approval regarding the quantum of agency commission to be 
remitted against such exports. Generally, agency commission upto 5% 
is approved by Reserve Bank of India, however, in special cases, depen¬ 
ding upon the need, the RBI may allow remittances towards the agency 
commission upto 10%or even more. 


(k) lntermed,atory/merchanting export trade is also permitted with prior 
m intermediatory exporter is required 

to obtain irrevocable letter of credit from the ultimate buyer in advance 
and again such credits, the Indian party is permitted the open letter of 
credit in favour of the ultimate supplier on a back-to-back basis Appli 
cation for permission to undertake intermediatory export trade should be 

rfr t 'r ,r Hr 
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(l) Undertaking exports would mean that one is competing in an internat¬ 
ional market. An up-to-date knowledge about the trends and also the 
prevailing currents in the international market will be an asset. Prefere- 
ces in terms or political Ideology and certain commitments by way of 
trade protocols can also be exploited to the advantage. 

(m) Quite often, it is complained that the Indian exporters loose the race 
right at the first stage of presentation. This happens because the offers 
are not presented properly and in a delegent manner. Many a times, such 
documents do not contain the necessary drawings, specifications or samples. 
It is Important that the offer is presented with the relevant details and 
in attractive manner. One would learn a lot here from the country like 
Japan or other developed countries by having a look at the pains they take 
in submitting their proposals. 

(n) The samples etc. whensoever required to be submitted should be packed/ 
presented in a proper manner and with detailed descriptions/specificat¬ 
ions. This will avoid disputes at a later stage and also help the buyer 
appreciating the offer in a proper manner. The literature, if any, should 
be prepared in a manner considering the sophistication of presentation 
in the International market. Loose sheets or cyclostyled papers or printing 
with improper layout and spelling mistakes is the easiest way of loosing 
the bid. 

(o) The exporter would do well to know the shipment facilities and the normal 
sailing schedule of the ship from his country/port of export to the 
destination of the importer. Shipment dates worked out without due 
consideration for the formalities of transport to the port site and there¬ 
after may result into a considerable problem. In case of exports by air, 
the formalities one has to pursue with the air cargo complex should be 
studied and understood properly. 

(p) And finally, the means of communication is the centre around which the 
export activity is built-up. The location of the exporter, therefore, at a 
place where easy access through telephone/telex is not possible may 
land him into problems. The telex facilities, as far as possible, should 
be acquired so that the communication channel is opened more or less 
round the clock. 

These are some of the general suggestions and tips the new entrant in the 
export front should keep in mind. One should not forget that unlike a limited 
competition in the domestic market, the operation In the International market 
is very complex. The competition is fears and the standard and specifications 
are strictly adhered to. Lapse on the part of the exporter is definitely going 
to cause him the damage. But more is that his fellow exporters from the 
country will also suffer because of the bad image created due to such lapses. 
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It is here, an exporter has a dual responsibility of promoting his own interest 
and also the national interest of maintaining a good reputation and image so 
that the goodwill created brings the country more and more export trade. It is, 
perhaps in this direction, the Indian exporter would have to cover a lot of ground 
If the country Is to win a recognition In the international market 

The Export Trade means dealing with the foreign countries and thus the 
remittances in terms of foreign currency. This would, therefore, attract the 
provisions of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act 1973. One of the object¬ 
ives of the FERA is to ensure proper accounting of foreign exchange receipts. 
The formalities with the Reserve Bank of India and the authorised dealers 
in the foreign exchange will have to be guided by the directions given by the 
RBI from time to time. It therefore becomes essential to start the further 
discussion on this subject with the RBI Regulations and Formalities with 
regard to the export trade/export promotion activities Let us take a closer 
look at this In the next chapter. 
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5 

RBI FORMALITIES 


As indicated in the previous chapter, one of the objectives of the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act 1973 is to ensure proper accounting of foreign 
receipts. The export is one of the major source in this regard. While the 
general formalities as regards the exports to various countries are governed 
by the Export Trade Control authorities who frame the policy regarding 
nature of goods to be allowed for exports, the countries to which such 
exports should be permitted and the extent to which such exports could 
be allowed etc., the Reserve Bank of India is assigned with the respon¬ 
sibility to administer various provisions of the Foreign Exchange Regulation 
Act 1973 to ensure that full export value of goods shipped is repatriated 
into India in a prescribed manner and within the prescribed period. From the 
exchange control point of view, the various formalities an exporter would be 
required to observe are summarised below : 

Exporter's Code Number 

Every person/firm/company interested in exports from India must, in the first 
instance, obtain a code number from the Reserve Bank of India under the 
foreign exchange regulations. The applications for this purpose should be 
made by the head office of the exporter's firm/company in the prescribed 
form called CNX in duplicate (Annexure 5.1) to the office of the Reserve Bank 
of India having jurisdiction over the exporter concerned. 

The information regarding jurisdiction of the offices of RBI is given at 
Annexure 5.2. 

The application should be submitted through the bank of the exporter i e 
the bank where he has opened an account in the name of the firm. Before 
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applying for the exporter's code number, one should complete the following 
formalities : 

Permanent account number : 

The exporter should, inter-alia, furnish the full Income Tax permanent account 
number of the firm. In case the exporter does not possess the permanent 
income tax number, he should apply to the Income Tax Officer having Jurisdi¬ 
ction over him/his firm for the allotment of PAN. The normal experience is 
that the proprietory firms may not take much of a time in obtaining such 
number. The partnership and other firms do take little longer time. In case, 
PAN has not been provided by the income tax authorities, a simple under¬ 
taking is required to be furnished to the effect that the PAN will be intimated 
to the RBI as soon as It is allotted. In that case, till such time, the perma¬ 
nent account number is not allotted, the exporter's code number is given 
temporarily for a year or so. The duplicate copy of the CNX form with the 
code number indicated thereof will be returned to the exporter by the Reserve 
Bank. The exporter has to Invariably cite the code number so allotted by 
the RBI on all copies of the GR1/EP/VP-COD forms used for declaration of 
exports in the space provided for the purpose. The same code number has 
to be made use of by all branches and offices in India of the exporter 
firm/company as well as by Its head office. The customs authorities will 
not entertain the GR1/EP/PP/VP-COD form which does not bear the expor¬ 
ter's code number allotted by the Reserve Bank of India. 


Export Declaration Forms 

The Foreign Exchange Regulation Rules 1974 prescribe various export decla¬ 
ration forms like GR1, EP, PP and VP-COD. All exports to which require¬ 
ment of declaration applies must be declared by concerned Shipper/Exporter 
on appropriate forms. These declaration forms, Inter-alia. must indicate the 
declaration to the fact that either 

(a) full export value of goods; or 

(b) If the full export value of the goods is not ascertainable at the time of 
export, the estimated value having regard to prevailing market rate has 
been or will be realised. 


The following category of exporters are exempted as per the Exchange 
Control Mannual from filing such declaration ; 


(i) Goods exported to Nepal and Bhutan; 


(ii) Trade Samples supplied free of cost; 


(ill) Persona! effects of travellers whether accompanied or unaccompanied 
(this would normaly exclude silverware, unused carpets and such other 
articles of high value). 
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(iv) The stores carried on board of the ship/vessel for their own use during 
the voyages 

(v) The goods exported for military, naval and air force requirement under the 
orders of military, naval and air force authorities, from the Central 

Government. 

(vi) Any post parcel or parcel air free trade with a declaration given by the 
sender to the effect that the contents of the parcel are less than Rs. 
50/- in value and that the despatch of the parcel does not involve any 
transaction in foreign exchange. 

(vii) Parcels despatched by post or air freight with a value not exceeding 
Rs. 500/- accompanied by a certificate issued by the authorised dealer 
in foreign exchange that the export of the parcel does not involve any 
transaction in foreign exchange. 

(viil) Transhipment cargo for the destinations outside India avaiting the 
transhipment at the Indian ports. 


(ix) Goods/articles in respect of which the Reserve Bank of India has 
granted the waiver of declaration on prescribed forms. The applications 
for such waiver should be sent In the prescribed form to the RBI. 

In all other cases not covered under the above categories, the shipper/ 
exporter would be required to file declaration in appropriate form. Different 
forms of declaration have been categorised and printed in distinctive colour 
of ink and bear a number appearing on all the copies. This number is 
prefixed by alphabet like AH, BY, DEL depending upon the Reserve Bank of 
India's office dealing with the particular region. This numbers should be cited 
in all remittance applications and correspondence with the RBI. These forms are 
available from the scheduled banks or authorised dealers in foreign exchange. 
An attempt is made to discuss these various forms in the following paragraphs. 

GR1 Forms 


For shipments made otherwise than by post to all countries other than 
Nepal and Bhutan are required to be declared through these forms. Every GR 
forms bears a superscription indicating the date before which it is required 
to be used. This form is required to be completed in duplicate by the exporter 
and submitted to the customs at the time of shipment. Care should be 
taken by the exporter to state the agency commission, trade discount etc if 
any. m the space provided for the purpose. Whenever insurance and/or freight 

where freight and/or insurance will be required from the overseas buyer These 

copieroTthe°yR^^f indicated in both the 

copies of the GR form. In case the export shipment is made under — 
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(i) Differed payment arrangement: or 

(ii) Joint venture agreement (against equity participation) or 

(iii) Rupee credit provided by Government of India or a financial institution 
like EXIM bank, both copies of the relative GR forms should be properly 
superscribed 

Information asked for against all the items of this form should be filled pro¬ 
perly scoring out the clauses not applicable. 

If the amount of freight is not known at the lime of submitting goods 
for shipment, the exporter should mention the same in the duplicate copy 
before submitting the same to the authorised dealer of foreign exchange for 
negotiation or collection of bills. These forms duly filled up by the exporter 
are to be submitted to the customs at the time of shipment. 

After examination of the particulars given in this form and admittance of the 
shipping bills, the customs will certify the export value and return the dupli¬ 
cate of this form to the exporter after putting their running serial number on 
both the copies. This copy, the exporter has to submit once again while 
submitting the goods to be shipped to the customs authority. They would 
certify the quantity passed for shipment on the duplicate copy and return it 
to the exporter for submission to the authorised dealer in foreign exchange 
for negotiation or collection of the export bills. 

General hints to Exporters 

The general hints to exporters filling up GR 1 form are given below : 

(a) The GR 1 form procedure applies to exports to all territories outside India 
excluding Nepal and Bhutan. 

(b) In all cases, the G.R. 1 forms must be completed in triplicate and all 
the three copies should be submitted to Customs for obtaining the 
necessary permission to ship the goods. 

(c) The Customs authorities will return the duplicate/triplicate copies to the 
exporter duly authenticated for submission to the Reserve Bank through 
an authorised dealer in foreign exchange through whom the payment 
for the shipment Is to be received. 

(d) In case an exporter decides not to export the goods declared on this 
form he should forward to the Reserve Bank, nearest to his office, the 
relative Customs signed unutilised duplicate shipping bill together with 
the unutilised duplicate/triplicate copies of G.R.1 form for cancellation. 
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(e) Subject to such changes as may be notified from time to time the methods 
currently prescribed for receiving payments for exports to different countries 
are stated below :

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Note : Government of India may conclude from time to time Special Trade 
Agreements with some countries providing for settlement of certain 
payments from the countries in a specified manner or for exports to 
be financed from Government to-Government credits. Reserve Bank 
will advise authorised dealers of such arrangements by Issue of circulars. 
Methods of payment applicable to the individual arrangements will 
have to be followed in such cases. 

The Banker has to file this form under the cover of its usual return with the 
RBI, later on, after receiving the intimation from its overseas correspondent 
to the effect that the relative bill has been paid by the drawee i.e. export 
proceds have been realised. Before signing such certificate, the Authorised 
Dealer should : 

(i) ensure before handling the bills and documents that the exporter has 
completed all the columns of the G. R. 1 form and that the Customs 
authorities have verified and authenticated the duplicate copy of the form. 

(ii) The above certificate should be correctly completed by the authorisd 
dealer who handles the relative shipping documents. 

(iii) This copy together with a copy of the shipper's invoice should be 
submitted to the Reserve Bank of India alongwith the appropriate 
"R "Return for the period during which the bills and documents have 
been handled. 

P. P. Form 

Export to all countries other than Nepal and Bhutan by post except when 
made on "value payable" or "cash on delivery" basis are to be declared on 
PP Form. The PP Form is to be filled in duplicate. Unless the RBI has 
specifically waived the requirement, this form should be first submitted to 
the bank for counter signature. In case RBI has specifically waived this 
requirement, the exporter should quote RBI's approval number (Exporter Code 
Number) in the PP Form filled up by him. The articles of jewellary, precious 
stone etc. over Rs. 50.00 in value should first be presented to the customs 
valuer who will send the parcel and the invoice. The bankers will counter 
sign the PP form only after the completion of customs formalities. The banker 
will counter sign this form provided the relative parcel is addressed to its 
overseas correspondent/branch and not to the consignee directly. In the 
following cases, however, the bankers are permitted to counter sign the PP 
Form even if the parcel has been addressed to the consignee directly : 

(i) Where an advance payment has already been received from abroad 
covering the full export value or 

(ii) Where an irrevocable letter of credit for the full export value has been 
opened by the buyer in favour of the exporter; or 
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(Hi) Where the exporter has been granted special permission by RBI to 
address the parcel to the consignee direct. 

The bank, after counter signing the PP form will return it to the exporter for 
submission to the postal authorities alongwith the parcel packet. It will 
also instruct its overseas branch/correspondent concerned to deliver the 
parcel to the consignee against payment or acceptance, as the case may be 
of the relative bills. 

In case the bank is not able to counter sign the PP form because of — 

(a) the absence of banking facilities in the country of importation: 

(b) exports are being made to Afganistan under 'Barter': 

(c) the payment has been received either through postal order or money order 

the exporter should approach the RBI for counter signature. 

The other conditions/hints the exporter should keep In mind while filling 
up this form are similar to those mentioned In case of GR Form. 

VP-COD Form 

These forms are required to be submitted when the export Is being made 
through postal channels on "value payable" or "cash on delivery" basis 
which would mean that the parcel is to be collected against delivery of 
such parcels through postal channel. These facilities are available only for 
few countries and for specified amount as detailed below :

earlier in case of GR form) relating to any export transaction, the nuZer 
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of the appropriate form of which relative export was declared should in¬ 
variably be cited together with its full prefix, i.e. domicile prefix indicating 
the office of RBI at which the form is domiciled, (viz. AH, BG, BY, CA, 
CHN, KAN, MA, DEL -for Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin, 
Kanpur, Madras and New Delhi respectively) and alphabetical prefix. Exports 
from Kandia Free Trade Zone should be declared on the relevant forms GR/ 
PP etc. of KFTZ series only. These forms are domiciled in the Ahmedabad 
office of the RBI. While exports from Santacruz Electronic Export Process¬ 
ing Zone (SEEPZ) should be declared on the relevant forms of SEZ series 
only. These forms are domiciled at the Bombay office of the RBI. 

Realisation of Export Procedures and submission of Shipping 
documents by Exporters 

As per the provisions of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Rules 1974, the 
amount representing the full value of the goods exported must be realised by 
the exporters within six months from the date of export except In case of 
Pakistan and Afganistan where this period is limited to 3 months. However 
the export procedes for heavy engineering goods, turn-key projects and 
human drugs may be realised beyond this time limit according to a separate 
scheme drawn by the RBI. 

Where it is not possible to realise the export sale procedes within the pres¬ 
cribed period as mentioned above, the exporter will have to apply for 
extension of the same in the prescribed form being discussed later in this 
chapter. 

Date of Shipment/Desptch 

As regards the date of shipment/despatch, a simile can be drawn with 
the import policy for registered exporters under which the relevant date of 
export has been determined as follows for the purpose of considering 
applications for import replenishment : 

(a) Exports by sea : 

(i) In the case of break-bulk cargo exported by ship, the date of export 
will be the date of B/L or the date of mate receipt, whichever is 
later. 

(ii) In the case of containerised cargo, the date of export will be the 
date of 'On-board B/L' evidencing the loading of the container on 
the ship. However, the date of "Received for shipment B/L" eviden¬ 
cing the date of loading of the export goods into the container 
may also be taken as the date of export If the L/C specifically 
provides for such Bill of Lading. In case of export by containers 
from Inland Container Depot. (ICD), the date of export will be the 
date of B/L issued by the shipping agents at the time of loading 
of the export goods in the ICD after customs clearance. 
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(iii) In the case of export by lash barges, date of export will be the 
date of the B/L evidencing loading of [the export goods on the 
board the barge which Is to be carried to the barge carrying mother 
ship. 

(b) Exports by air ; 

In this case the date of export will be determined by the date of the 
Air-Way bill or the customs officer certifying loading of goods on the 
air ways bill, whichever is later. When the consignments for export 
are handed over to air cargo complexes which are not International airports 
for onward transmission to the International Airports and then out of 
the country, no transhipment certificate shall be required if the cargo 
meant for export and handed over to the air cargo complexes is not 
allowed to be withdrawn before Its export out of the country. A certi¬ 
ficate to this effect should be given on the air way bill itself by the 
concerned customs authorities. 

(c) Exports by Post Parcel : 

The date of export in such case will be determined by the date stamped 
on the postal receipt. 

(d) Exports by rail ; 

The date of export will be determined by the date of RR (Railway 
Receipt). 

(e) Exports by road : 


The date of export will be determined by the date on which the goods 
crossed the Indian border as certified by the Land Customs Authorities.

Extension will not ordinarly granted unless the |RBI 
is satisfied that the exporter is in no way directly or indirectly responsible 
for the delay and the grant of [extension should enable him to realise the 
precedes. The Reserve Bank of India, otherwise may direct the exporter to 
arrange for re-import of the goods into India forthwith. 

The Reserve Bank of India has prescribed the methods by which payments 
for exports of goods from India should be realised. As mentioned earlier, 
the precedes are to be realised within a particular period i.e. 90 days from 
the date of export to Afganistan and Pakistan and 180 days in all other 
cases except for exports made under deffered payment. All precedes must 
be brought through the medium of authorised dealer in foreign exchange. 
For the purpose of receiving the payment, the countries are further sub- 
devided in — 

(i) External group of countries; and 

(ii) By-lateral group of countries 

and depending upon the group to which the exporter has exported his 
goods, the payment/procedes should be realised in the manner specified. 
Any deviation from this needs, the approval of RBI to be obtained. 

Deffered Payment 

Normally, exporters of capital and engineering goods negotiate the business 
on the deffered payment basis. Such applications should be sent in the 
prescribed form through an authorised dealer in foreign exchange to the RBI 
for the approval. Specific permission of the RBI is required to be obtained 
before finalising any such contract with the overseas buyer. Application for 
this purpose should be made by way of a letter addressed to the Reserve 
Bank of India, under whose territorial jurisdiction the exporter is located. 
Such application, inter-alia, should be accompanied with the following 
documents/particulars : 

(a) A draft contract duly authenticated by the parties concerned; 

(b) Particulars regarding any direct finance or refinance facilities are being 
extended by the IDBI (enclose a copy of the approval accorded): 

(c) Whether an irrevocable letter of credit or bank guarantee in respect of 
the payment so deffered is received or will be received; 

(d) Export Credit and Guarantee Corporation insurance cover and/or guarantee 
obtained, if any. 

(e) Particulars of specific clauses in the contract requiring the RBI's approval 
with due justification and supporting details. 


Exemption from filing the declaration on prescribed form GR/PP etc. 

The requirement of declaration on one of the prescribed forms does not 

apply to the following categories of exports : 

(a) Trade Samples supplied free of payment 

(b) Personal effects of travellers, whether accompanied or unaccompanied 

(c) Ships' stores carried on board vessels for their own use during voyages. 

(d) Transhipment cargo i.e. goods shipped from countries outside India 
and transhipped at Indian ports for destinations outside India. 

(e) Goods shipped under orders of Central Government or of such officers 
as may be appointed by Central Government in this behalf or of 
Military. Naval or Air Force authorities In India for Military. Naval or 
Air Force requirements. 

(f) Goods despatched by air freight and accompanied by declaration by 
sender that they are less than Rs. 50/- in value and that their despatch 
does not involve any transaction In foreign exchange. 

<g) Goods despatched by air freight and covered by certificate issued by 
an authorised dealer that their export does not involve any transaction 
in foreign exchange. 

(h) Goods in respect of which Reserve Bank has waived requirement of 
declaration. 


Exemption for exports by Post: 


The requirement of declaration on the prescribed form does not apply to 
the following categories of exports : 

(a) Postal packet accompanied by declaration by sender that the contents are 
less than Rs. 50/- in value and that their despatch does not involve 
any transaction In foreign exchange.

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Reserve Bank. This exemption does not apply to exports of goods by expor¬ 
ters on account of UN Agencies where payment will be realised by the 
exporters in rupees from funds held by the UN agency in India. In such 
cases, the exporters should declare the exports on prescribed declaration 
form and also obtain prior permission of Reserve Bank, for the method of 
payment. 

Export of Goods not involving Foreign Exchange (Waiver of GR/PP 
Form Procedure) 

Travellers proceeding out of India are allowed to take out their bona fide 
personal baggage by Customs Authorities within limits, if any, prescribed by 
Export Trade Control Authorities in the Export Baggage Rules. Articles such 
as unused carpets which are easily saleable abroad as well as silverware 
and similar other articles of high value carride by travellers in excess of the 
limits are not considered by Customs as persoani effects. Any person wishing 
to take such articles out of India should apply to Reserve Bank by letter in 
duplicate for grant of G. R. waiver, giving full particulars of articles to be 
taken out and value of each articles at the time of purchase. This application 
should be made simultaneously with application, if any, for taking out jewellery 
in excess of free limits. 

Requirement of GR/EP/PP form declaration is not applicable to exporters by 
air-freight and post parcel which are covered by certificates issued by autho¬ 
rised dealers confirming that the exports do not involve any transaction in 
foreign exchange. Authorised dealers may Issue to their regular constituents, 
on application, certificates stating that the export does not involve any 
transaction in foreign exchange, to enable them to send out gift etc. parcels 
abroad provided— 

(a) export is made only by post parcel or air-freight. 

(b) autorlsed dealer is satisfied that the export does not involve any tran¬ 
saction in foreign exchange and the contents of the parcel do not exceed 
Rs. 500/- in value. 

and 

(c) facility is being made use of by the constituent sparingly. 

A quarterly statement in form WX2, covering certificates issued during each 
calender quarter should be sent to Reserve Bank before 15th of the month 
succeeding the quarter. 

Note ; Authorised dealers should not issue certificates if gifts are intended 
for official use of Indian Missions abroad. 

AM other cases where waiver of GR/EP/PP form formalities is required should 
be referred to Reserve Bank. Applications for sending gift parcels should be 
made in Form WX 1 (Annexure 5.4) in duplicate. 



Foreign tourists are permitted to take or send out articles such as curios, 
carpets etc. purchased by them in India either to their own country or to 
friends/relatives in other countries upto the value of Rs. 1,000/- without any 
permit or GR/EP/PP form waiver from Reserve Bank, where value of the 
articles exceeds this limit, application in form TPX should be made to Reserve 
Bank by the foreign tourists (or on their behalf by shops holding money¬ 
changing licence) for obtaining necessary permission for export of articles 
purchased in India. Such applications should be supported by authorised 
dealer's certificate (or certificate from the shopkeeper holding money changing 
licence) for encashment of foreign currency in India covering the value of 

the articles. 

Note : This procedure does not apply to commercial purchases of Indian 
goods by buyer's representatives on short visits to India, which should 
be exported after complying with normal GR/EP/PP form procedure. 

Exporters of engineering goods may often have to provide in respect of 
their exports, free supplies of spares or free replacement of articles damaged 
in transit or during warranty period. Exporters should apply in such cases 
to Reserve Bank on a set of shipping bills (or separately by letter) for waiver 
of GR/EP/PP form formalities, furnishing full particulars of the export in respect 
of which free supply/replacement has arisen. 


Firms/companies wishing to re-export defective goods for replacement/repairs 
and subsequent return should apply to Reserve Bank for waiver of GR/EP/PP 
form formalities furnishing an undertaking to produce in due course evidence 
of reimport. Export will be permitted provided an import licence has been 
obtained from the Import Trade Control Authorities for reimport of the goods 
unless such goods are covered by OGL. Where reimport involves payment to 
the overseas firm/company towards repair, freight etc. charges, it will have 
to be covered by an import licence issued with Exchange Control copy 
permitting remittance of the charges. Where value of the defective goods to be 
shipped exceeds Rs. 5,000/-, applicants should complete a set of GR/EP/PP 
forms. Shipment of the defective goods may be made after Reserve Banks' 
approval has been secured on the form. The dupllcate/triplicate copies of the 
form should be resubmitted directly to Reserve Bank within the stipulated time 
limit togather with Customs Bill of Entry/post parcel wrapper evidencing 
reimport of the goods after repairs/replacement. 


In case of articles such as cameras etc. which are to be sent to original 
manufacturers by post parcel for repair and return, by individuals. Reserve 
Bank will grant permission on being satisfied that the reimport will be 
allowed by the Postal Customs Authorities without an import licence. While 
applying for such permission, applicants should state whether the repairs

locally. Supporting correspondence should be produced. 
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Publishers of newspapers/magazines/periodicals will be granted, on appli¬ 
cation, general permission to export their publications to subscribers residing 
abroad eiher by air-freight or post parcel without completion of GR/EP/PP 
from formalities subject to compliance with certain conditions. This facility 
Is also available to agency firms of standing who wish to export publica¬ 
tions of their principals to subscribers abroad. 

Selling Commission 

Many a time, the exporter needs the services of agents for canvassing/ 
soliciting his business. They help negotiating the orders from the foreign 
buyers because of their familiarity with the market condition prevailing and 
knowledge about the language. Government rules and regulations and the 
decision making process in that particular country. In such case of appoint¬ 
ment of a selling agent by the exporter, he has to get the agency agree¬ 
ment registered with the RBI. Registration of an agency agreement with 
the RBI, however, is not necessary if the remittance of the commission does 
not exceed the prescribed amount ceiling. The procedure for the registration 
stipulates that the application should be made in the prescribed form RCX 
(Annexure 5.5) through the exporter's bankers atongwith the agency agree¬ 
ment or exchange of correspondence (where a normal agreement does not 
exist). In original with an attested copy. The registration certificate is issued 
by the RBI on approval of such application authorising the remittance of 
commission without prior permission. This registration is required to be 
renewed before the validity period for which such registration Is granted 
expires 

However, the payment of commission is not permitted- 

(I) If the documents are negotiated under "reserve" 

or 

(ii) Sent on "collection basis" 

The remittance towards the commission should be made through the authori¬ 
sed dealer In foreign exchange in confirmity with the requirement of the 
country of residence of the agent. Remittance of commission in case of 
exports to by-lateral account countries where there are special trade agree¬ 
ment, a specific prior approval of the RBI for remittance of commission in 
foreign exchange is required. 

Authorised dealers in foreign exchange can make the payments in case of 
exports where no agency agreement is registered with the RBI or the ship¬ 
ments are not covered by irrevocable letter of credit upto- 

(i) Rs. 50,000/-in case of "select products"; and 

(ii) Rs. 25,000/-in case of "non-select products." 
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The list of select export products appears at Annexure 5.6 

In case the commission is to be decided on case-to-case basis, the exporter 
can approach the Reserve Bank of India, through the authorised dealer in 
foreign exchange for obtaining the permission to remit the commission as 
and when due without further reference to the Reserve Bank of India. 

In case of commission against specific contracts, a general letter of approval 
can also be obtained from the RBI on strength of which the commission 
can be remitted through exporters banker for all the shipments made within 
a reasonable period under contract. 

The agency commission payable to the overseas agents can also be deduc¬ 
ted from the precedes of the exports and can be paid to the agent directly 
by the overseas branch or correspondent of the authorised dealer in foreign 
exchange if such export has been declared on the relative GRs/PP forms and 
falls within the prescribed selling on individual product/monetary selling. 
Exporters should complete A2 and CDxForms and get them verified from 
their bankers before sending the same to the RBI. (Annexure 5.7 and 5.8). 
In case the relative agency agreement has already been registered with the 
RBI or a specific permission regarding the payment of commission has been 
obtained from the RBI, the authorised dealer in foreign exchange may accept 

the invoices showing the deduction of commission in accordance with those 
terms.

Application for permission to under¬ 
take intermediary export trade should be routed through the normal banking 
channels to the concerned RBI office under whose jurisdiction the applicant 
is located in Form IF (Annexure 5.9) and such applications are cleared more 
or less automatically provided, however, that the buyer and seller countries 
are not distributed between external account and by-lateral countries or vise- 
versa. 

Short-shipment and shut-out cargoes : 

(i) When a portion of a shipment, covered by GR 1 or EP Form already 
filed with customs, is short-shipped, exporter must give notice of short 
shipment to Customs Authorities on prescribed form, in duplicate. The 
notice should state clearly the number and date of the GR/EP form 
submitted by the exporter in connection with the shipment. Customs 
authorities will then verify that the goods were actually short-shipped, 
certify the duplicate of short-shipment notice as correct and forward it 
to Reserve Bank, who will amend the original of GR/EP form. Details 
of short-shipments should be clearly recorded by exporter in space pro¬ 
vided on the duplicate and triplicate copies of GR/EP forms before hand¬ 
ing them over to authorised dealer. When the short-shipped portion is 
subsequently shipped by another vessel, a fresh set of forms must be 
used for declaring the shipment. 

(ii) Where a shipment Is entirely shut-out, but Is being shipped by another 
vessel, exporter will make an application in prescribed from, in duplicate, 
to Customs for permission to amend the name of the vessel on GR/EP 
form and shipping bill. Customs authorities will verify that the shipment 
has been entirely shut-out and will endorse the duplicate of the 
application as correct and forward it to Reserve Bank for necessary 
action. 

(ill) Where a shipment has been entirely shut-out and there is delay In making 
arrangements to re-ship, exporter will give notice, in duplicate, on 
prescribed form. Customs authorities will verify that the goods were 
actually shut-out, certify the duplicate of the notice as correct and 
forward it to Reserve Bank. In this case, the original GR/EP form will 
be cancelled and if shipment is made subsequently, a fresh set of forms 
must be completed. Similar procedure will also be followed where a 
consignment is entirely shut-out and will not be re-shipped. 

Foreign Exchange for export and export promotion

This release is in addition to their normal 
blanket exchange permits issued to them by the RBI. 
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(iii) Foreign exchange is also sanctioned to firms for opening overseas sales 
office/service station required for development of export of Indian pro¬ 
ducts/service. There is no laid down norms for establishing overseas 
office and individual applications are considered on merit. 

(iv) Commercial banks have been authorised by the RBI to remit foreign 
exchage in the following cases without prior approval : 

(a) Actual cost of tender documents/registration fees without any value limit 

(b) Arbitration fees and incidental expenses connected with disputes 
arising out of genuine commercial transaction not exceeding US $ 50. 

(c) Cost on legal proceedings against drawees of dishonoured export 
bills not exceeding S 500. 

(d) Reimbursement to overseas banks towards expenses incurred in res¬ 
pect of issuance, storages, demurrages and other incidental expenses 
on goods covered by dishonoured/unaccepted export bills not excee¬ 
ding 10% of C&F value of the goods. 

(e) Misc. charges in respect of shipment made from India such as fees 
for general superintendence, submission of weight certificate, quality 
report etc. 

(f) Actual cost of advertisement in overseas countries to limit of US $ 
1000/- per exporter per annum. 

(v) Applications for remittance of foreign exchange towards settlement of 
overseas claims relating to short supply of products, supply of products, 
supply of goods in damaged condition are also entertained by the RBI 
and permission Is given to effect such remittances on the merit of the 
case. 

(vi) The RBI also entertains request for sanction of foreign exchange on 
adhoc basis required to meet various Incidental expenses particularly for 
participation in overseas tenders. Copies of various application forms 
prescribed for the purpose of ’obtaining release of foreign exchange for 
export promotion tours, blanket permit, settlement of overseas claim etc. 
are given in Annexure 5,10. 

An export trade means selling to foreign buyers and releasing precedes in 
the foreign exchange. Dealing with the foreign exchange transactions attract 
the formalities and procedures as guided by the Foreign Exchange Regulation 
Act 1973 and therefore, an exporter would do well to know the various provi¬ 
sions concerning his activity so as to avoid any violation of the law.

EXPORT LICENSING- 
SOME BASIC ISSUES 


The Export Licensing Policy is announced this time for a period of three years 
from the date of announcement of this policy till 31st March, 1988 in conso¬ 
nance with the Government's objective of bringing in continuity and stability of 
export policy. This policy, alongwith the amendments which may be announced 
from time to time, will remain the force for the period notified. The general 
guidelines of this policy are governed by the Export (Control) order 1977 as 
may be amended from time to time (Annexure 6.1). 

Commodities subject to Export Control 


The First Schedule to the Export (Control) Order 1977 list out commodities 
which are subject to export control. These items are split-up under two lists, 
one called Part-A contains the items exports of which is normally not allowed 
and Part-B which enlists Items export of which is allowed "on merits" or 
subject to ceiling or other conditions to be specified from time to time. Items, 
covered under both these categories and relevant provisions of the conditions 
governing their exports are discussed through the following paragraphs :

However, in exceptional circumstances, applications should be made to the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. New Delhi. Such cases will be 
decided irt consultation with the concerned authorities. The second list called 
Part-B contains the items the export of which is allowed "on merits " or 
subject to a ceiling or other conditions to be specified from time to time. 
Such other conditions should be minimum export price, inspection, certification 
etc. The application for the export of the products concerned are to be 
considered by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. New Delhi on 
an adhoc basis. 

Thus only items included in Schedule-l as listed earlier to the Exports (Con¬ 
trol) Order 1977 are under control. No such item can be exported unless it 
is covered by valid licence issued by licensing authority competent to grant 
an export licence for that item. Goods which are not included in this schedule 
can be shipped without an export licence unless their export is controlled 
under any other law in force for the time being. For instance, the export 
of Antiquities is regulated under the Antiquities Art Treasures Act, 1972 
whereas the export of Coffee and Tea is regulated by the Coffee Board- 
Bangalore and the Tea Board-Calcutta under the provision of the Indian 
Coffee Act 1942 and Tea Act 1953 respectively. Likewise, export of some 
other commodities is either prohibited or regulated under different enactments.

Notwithstanding the general rule that an item falling within the scope of the 
exports (control) order can not be exported unless covered by valid licence 
issued by licensing authority competent to grant such licence, the order 
provides certain exceptions and concessions in terms of which exports can 
be made in certain circumstances and to a limited extent, without a licence. 
The details of these exceptions and concessions shall be discussed at an 
appropriate place later on. 


Exports shall be made to any destination in the World. No descrimination is 
made between one country and another in matter of issue of licences. This 
means that foreign buyers are free irrespective of the countries to which 
they belong to procure the requirements of controlled commodities from per¬ 
sons holding export licences or eligible to receive such licences. The only 
exceptions to this general rule are the Union of South Africa and South West 
Africa because of a complete ban on trade with these countries. Therefore, 
no export is permitted to these countries. Border trade (i. e. frontier trade) 
between India and Tibet region of China is also not permitted. As such 
there is no ban on exporting to Isreal but the exporters should keep in mind 
that most of the Arab Countries have a practice of black listing the firms 
having trade relations with Isreal. 

Categories of Exporters 

For the purpose of export licensing, there are two categories of exporters viz. 

(i) Established exporters: and 

(ii) New comers. 

Established exporters are those who have made export of a particular commo¬ 
dity i;-i the prescribed base period. Export quotas are granted to them in 
preparation to their exports in such base period. 

Exporters who have no exports in the prescribed base period of the parti¬ 
cular commodity concerned are treated as new comers provided such exporter 

has the requisite experience and is able to satisfy the licensing authorities on 
that account. 

Part—B—Items allowed for Exports "On Merits". 

Part-B of Schedule 1 of the Export (Control) Order 1977 enlists items export 
of which is allowed on merits or subject to ceiling or other conditions to 
be specified from time to time. The export licensing policy in case of these 
items listed in Part-B of Schedule I to the Exports (Control) Order 1977 as 
per the Import Export Policy 1985-88 is prescribed below :

Items on Open General Licences (OGL). 

The Third Schedule incorporates four Open General Licences which prescribed 

conditions for export of items specified to permissible destinations. In these 

cases, the exporters are not required to approach the licensing authorities 
for any further permit or licence.

ORDER 

EXPORT TRADE CONTROL (No,1/77-BTC) 

New Delhi, the 24th March, 1977 

S.O. 254 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports 
and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order; namely :— 


1. Short title and commencement.— 

(1) This Order may be called the Exports (Control) Order, 1977. 

(2) It shall come into force on 1st April. 1977. 


2, Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires : 

(a) "Act" means the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 
1947): 

(b) "Chief Controller of Imports and Exports" Includes Additional Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Export Commissioner in the office 
of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, a Joint Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, a Deputy Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, Assistant Chief Controller of Imports and Exports and 
Controller of Imports and Exports; 

(c) Collector of Customs has the same meaning as asaigned to it in 
the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962) ;

(ii) a quota for the export of goods allocated under this Order, 
whether such allocation is made by a licensing authority or by 
any agency authorised by the licensing autoriry in this behalf. 

(e) "Licensee" means a person to whom a Licence is granted under 
this Order; 


(f) "Licensing Authority" means an authority competent to grant a 

licence under this Order; ^ 

(g) "Schedule" means a schedule to this Order; 

oTthTr^? the same meaning as in sub section (1) of Section 14 
of the Customs Act. 1962 (52 of 1962). 
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3. Restrictions on export of certain goods.—(1) Save as otherwise 
provided in this Order, no person shall export any goods of the descripition 
specified in Schedule I, except under and in accordance with a licence 
by the Central Government or by an officer specified in Schedule II. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub clauses (1) and (2) goods 
specified In Schedule III may be exported on fulfilment of the terms and 
conditions specified therein. 

(3) If in any case, it is found, that the value, sort, specification, quality and 
description of the goods to be exported are not in conformity with the decla¬ 
ration of the exporter in those respects or the quality and specification of 
such goods are not in accordance with the terms of the export contract, the 
export of such goods shall be deemed to be prohibited; 

4. Conditions of licence.— (1) A licence granted under this Order may 
contain such conditions, not inconsistent with the Act or this Order, as the 
licensing authority may deem fit 

(2) it shall be deemed to be a condition of every licence that— 

(a) no person shall transfer and no person shall acquire by transfer any 
licence issued by the licensing authority except under and in acco¬ 
rdance with the written permission of the authority which granted 
the licence or of any other person empowered in this be half by such 
authority ;

(3) The licensee shall comply with all conditions imposed or deemed to be 
imposed under this clause.

if the licencing authority decides to canalize export through special 
or specialized agencies or channels; 

if the applicant is a partner in a partnership firm, or a whole-time 
director or managing director of a private limited company which is 
for the time being subject to any action under clause 7 or clause 8 
or clause 9 : 

if the applicant is for the time being subject to any action under 
clause 7 or clause 8 or clause 9 : 

if the applicant is a partnership firmer a private limited company, 
any partner or whole-time director or managing director whereof as 
the case may be is for the time being subject to any action under 
clause 7 or clause 8 or clause 9 : 

if any amount demanded from the applicant under the Customs Act, 
1962, or any penalty imposed on him under the said Act has remained 
unpaid for a period of three months ;

7 Power to dobar from receiving licences or exporting goods—The

(f) if he fails to comply with or contravenes or attempts to contravene 
or abets the contravention of any conditions embodied in, or accom¬ 
panying a licence or an application for licence; or 

(g) if he commits a breach of any law (including any rule, order or 
regulation) relating to customs or the import and export of goods 
or foreign exchange; or 

(h) if he fails to produce any document that is called for by the Chief

Central Government or the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports: — 

(a) such licensee, exporter or other person ; or 

(b) where such licensee, exporter or other person is a partnership 
firm or a limited company, any partner or whole time director 
or managing director thereof, as the case may be; or 

(c) where such licensee, importer or other person is a partner in a 
partnership firm or whole time director or managing director of 
a limited company, such partnership firm or limited company, 
as the case may be, 

has— 

(i) failed, without sufficient cause, to utilise or to utilise fully, 
any export licence granted or allotment of quota made 
to such licensee, exporter or other person or such partner 
or whole time director or managing director or such part¬ 
nership firm or limited company, as the case mav be; or 

(ii) committed any act referred to in paragraph (i) of sub¬ 
clause (3) of clause 8 of the Imports (Control) Order, 1955. 


8. Power to suspend grant of licences or permission to export goods 

The Central Government or the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
may suspend the grant of licences or permission to export goods to a 
licensee or exporter or any other person, pending investigation into one 
or more of the allegations mentioned in clause 7 without prejudice to any 
other action that may be taken in this behalf— 

Provided that grant of a licence and permission to export goods shall 
not ordinarily be suspended under this clause for a period exceeding 

twelve months. 

Provided further that on the withdrawal of such suspension a licence 
may be granted to him for the period of suspension subject to such 
conditions, restrictions or limitations as may be decided by the autho¬ 
rity aforesaid keeping in view of the relevant economic factors. 


9. Power to keep in abeyance, applications for licence for export¬ 
ing goods—Where any investigation into any of the allegations men¬ 
tioned in clause 7 is pending against a licensee or exporter or any other 
person, and the Central Government or the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports is satisfied that without ascertaining further details in regard 
to such allegation, the grant of licence or permission to export goods 
will not be in the public interest then, notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in this order, the Central Government or the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports may keep in abeyance any application for grant 
of licence or permission to export goods of such person without assigning 
any reason, and without prejudice to any other action that may be 
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taken in this behalf : 

Provided that the period for which the grant of such licence or per¬ 
mission to export goods is kept in abeyance under this clause shall not 
ordinarily exceed six months. 

10. Publicity of action taken under clause 7 or 8— 

(1) If the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or ex¬ 
pedient in the public interest to publish the name of any person or 
class of persons and other relevant particulars, against whom action 
under clause 7 or 8 is taken, it may publish or cause to be published, 
the name of such person or class of persons and such particulars 
In such manner as it thinks fit. 

(2) No publication under sub-clause (1) shall be made in relation to 
any such action until the time of presenting an appeal, if any. to 
the appellate authority has expired without an appeal having been 
presented or. the appeal, if presented, has been disposed of. 

Explanation—In the case of a firm, company or other association 
of persons, the names of the partners of the firm, directors, managing 
agents, secretaries and treasurers or manager of the company, or the 
members of the association as the case may be, may also be published 
If in the opinion of the Central Government the circumstances of the 
case justify it. 

11. Cancellation of licences—(1) The Central Government or the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports or any other officer authorised In this behalf 
may cancel any licence granted under this Order or otherwise render it in¬ 
effective :— 

(a) if the licence has been granted through inadvertance or mistake 
or has been obtained by fraud or misrepresentation : 

(b) if the licence has been granted contrary to rules or the provisions 
of this Order: 

(c) if the licence has committed a breach of any of the conditions of 
a licence : 

(d) if the Central Government or such officer is satisfied that the licence 
will not serve the purpose for which it has been granted: 

(e) if the licencee has committed a breach of any law relating to customs 
or the rules and regulations relating to the import or export of goods 
or any law relating to the regulation of foreign exchange : 

Provided that notwithstanding any thing contained in this Order, the Central 
Government or the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports or any other officer 
authorised in this behalf may. if satisfied that it is expedient so to do in 
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the public interest cancel any licence or render it ineffective without assigning 
any reason. 

(2) The Central Government or the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
or any other officer authorised in this behalf may by special order in 
writing, render ineffective any licence granted under this Order to— 

(a) a person, if an order of detention has been made under the 1974— 
Act in respect of such person; or 


(b) a partnership firm or a private limited company of which such person 
is a partner or a whole time director or managing director, as the 

case may be : 

Provided that such special order shall cease to have effect in respect of such 
person, or, as the case may be partnership firm or company of which such 
person is a partner or a director, when the order of detention made against 
such person,— 

(i) being an order of detention to which the provisions of section 9 
or section 12A of the report of the Advisory Board under section 
8 of that Act or before a receipt of the report of the Advisory Board 
or before making a reference to the Advisory Board : or 

(ii) being an order of detention to which the provisions of section 9 of 
the 1974 Act apply has been revoked before the the expiry of the 
time for, or on the basis of the review under sub-section (3) of 
section 9, or on the report of the Advisory Board under section 8, 

read with sub-section 9, of that Act; or 

(iii) being an order of detention to which the provisions of section 
12A of the 1974-Act apply has been revoked before the expiry of 
the time for, or on the basis of the first review under sub-section 
(3) of that section or on the basis of the report of the Advisory 
Board under section 8, read with sub-section (6) of section 12A, 

of that Act: or 

(iv) has been set aside by a court of competent jurisdiction. 


12. Licencee. etc. to be given opportunity of be.ng heard-(l) No 
action shall be taken under clause 6 or sub-clause (.) or sub-clause 3 
of clause 7 or clause 8 or sub-clause (1) of clause 11 against a licencee 
or exporter or any other person unless he has been given a reasonable 


opportunity of being heard. 

(2) Where any person is aggrieved by any action taken under clause 7 or 
clause 8 or sub-clause (1) of clause 11 (save in case where the can¬ 
cellation has been ordered under the provision thereto) he may prefer 
an appeal against such action to such authority as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may. by notification in the Official Gazette constitute for the purpose 
of hearing appeals within thirty days from the date of the communication 

of the action taken. 
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13. Declaration as the value, sort, quality, etc. of exported goods.— 

On the exportation from any Customs port of any goods, whether liable 
to duty or not, the owner or exporter of such goods shall, in the shipping 
bill, or other relevant document state the value, sort, specification quality 
and description of such goods to the best of his knowledge and belief, 
and certify that the quality and specification of the goods, as stated in 
those documents, are in accordance with the terms of the export contract 
entered into with the buyer or consignee In pursuance of which the 
goods are being exported and shall subscribe to a declaration to the truth 
of such statements at the foot of such shipping Bill or other documents. 

14. Prohibition regarding making, signing etc. of any declaration, 
statement or documents.— 


(1) No person shall make, sign or use or cause to be made, signed or 
used any declaration, statement or document in obtaining a licence 
or in exporting any goods knowing or having reason to believe that 
such declaration, statement or document is false in any material 
particular. 

(2) No person shall employ any corrupt or fraudulent practice in obtaining 

any licence or in exporting any goods. 

14A. Powers of revision of the Chief Controller or Additional Chief 

Controller.— The Chief Controller or Additional Chief Controller may, 

on his own motion or otherwise, call for and examine the records of 

any proceeding in which an action to debar under sub-clause (1) or 

sub-clause (3) of clause 7 or to cancel a licence under sub-clause 

(1) of clause 11 has been initiated or completed (whatever the result 

may be) by any officer subordinate to him and against which no appeal 

has been preferred, for the purpose of satisfying himself as to the 

correctness, legality or propriety of such action and pass such orders 
thereon as he may think fit : 


Provided that no action shall be varied under this sub-clause so as to 
prejudicially affect any person unless such person_ 


(a) has, within a period of two years from the 
received a notice to show cause why such 
varied ; and

and. If he so desires, of being heard, in his defence. 

15. Savings.— Nothing in this Order shall apply to—

(b) any goods covered by executive instructions issued by the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports ; 

(c) any goods other than food-stuffs constituting the stores or equipment 
of any out-going vessel or conveyance ; 

(d) any goods constituting the bona fide personal baggage of any 
person (including a passenger or members of a crew in any out-going 
vessel or conveyance) going out of India : 

Provided that the wild life (dead or alive or part thereof or produce 
therefrom) specified in Part 'A' of Schedule I shall not be treated 
as constituting such personal baggage ; 

(e) any goods exported by post or by air under the conditions specified 
in Postal Notice issued by the Postal authorities ; 

(f) any goods transhipped at a port in India after having been manifested 
for such transhipment at the time of despateh from a port outside 
India ; 

(g) any goods imported and bonded on arrival in India for re-export to 
any country outside India, except Nepal and Bhutan ; 

(h) any goods in transit through India by post or any goods re-directed 
by post to a destination outside India except Nepal and Bhutan, 
provided that such goods while in India are always in the custody 
of the postal authorities ; 

(i) any goods imported without a valid import licence and exported in 
accordance with an order for the export of such goods made by an 
officer of Customs authorised in this behalf ; 

(i) products manufactured in and exported from the respective Free 
Trade Zones 

(k) Export of Blood group Oh (Bombay Phonotype) meant for scientific 
research or emergency medical treatment, as life saving measure on 
humanitarian grounds by the Director. National Blood Group Reference 
Laboratory. Bombay, on the basis of a specific certificate issued by 

him to this effect in each case ; 

(n Export of samples of lubricating oil. additives lube oil. crude oil and 
other related petroleum products and raw materials used to manu¬ 
facture Lube Additives by Lubrizols India Ltd.. Bombay and Indian 
Oil Corporation Ltd., Hindustan Petroleum Corporation Ltd. and 
Bharat Petroleum Corporation Ltd. from their installations in India 
to Lubrizol-s Laboratories in U.S.A. and U.K. for evaluation/testing 

purposes. 
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16. Repeal.— The Exports (Control) Order. 1968 published with the Order 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
under S.O. 927 dated the 8th March, 1968 as amended from time to 
time Is hereby repealed ; 

Provided that anything or any action taken including any appointment 
made or licence issued under any of the provisions of the above Order 
or Notification, shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the 
corresponding provisions of this Order.

Some basic issues pertaining to the export licensing covered under the Ex¬ 
port (Control) Order 1977 have been discussed in the earlier chapter. To 
comply with various formalities and also take the maximum benefits offered 
to the exporters either by way of assistance in procurement of raw materials. 
advance/REP licences, cash compensatory support or for release of foreign 
exchange for undertaking export promotion tours etc., it is necessary that 
the exporters get themselves registered with the concerned registering autho¬ 
rities. These registering authorities are also assigned with the role for 
development of export in their area of specialisation by way of providing the 
information to the members regarding export opportunities guiding the 
formalities for the same and also taking up with the concerned policy making 
authorities from time to time the genuine problems being faced by the 
exporters. The registration/membership of such council or organisation, thus, 
would be in the interest of the exporter.

The Handloom Export Promotion Council. Madras and its regional offices 
have been designated as the registering authority for exports of handloom 
products in place of Development Commissioner for Handlooms, New Delhi. 
This decision is effective from 1st April. 1985. Exporters holding valid regis¬ 
tration certificates issued by the Development Commissioner for Handlooms, 
New Delhi or its regional offices, if any, as on 31st March 1985 will be 
deemed to be registered as exporters with the Handloom Export Promotion 
Council, Madras. Exporters will be required to apply for registration to the 
Handloom Export Promotion Council. Madras only for obtaining new regis¬ 
tration or for renewal of their existing one. 

Silk goods and Fabrics 

The Indian Silk Export Promotion Council. Bombay has been set up as the 
registering authority for exports of all silk goods viz. fabrics, garments 
and machine made carpets in place of the Office of Development Commis¬ 
sioner (Handlooms), New Delhi or Carpet Export Promotion Council Noida, 
Distt. Ghaziabad or Silk and Rayon Textile Export Promotion Council, Bombay. 
This decision is effective from 1st April. 1984. 

Exporters already holding valid registration certificates issued by the Hand¬ 
loom Export Promotion Council. Madras or its regional offices, if any, or 
the Development Commissioner for Handlooms, New Delhi or Carpet Export 
Promotion Council, Noida, Dist. Ghaziabad or the Silk and Rayon Textile 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay or its registered offices, if any, as on 
31st March. 1984 will be deemed to be registered as exporters with the 
Indian Silk Export Promotion Council, Bombay. Exporters will be required to 
apply for registration to the Indian Silk Export Promotion Council, Bombay 
only for obtaining a new registration or for renewal of their existing 
one. 

Overseas Construction Council of India, Bombay has been set up as the 
Registering Authority in respect of Overseas Construction and Civil Enginee¬ 
ring Project. This decision is effective from 1st April 1984. Exporters already 
holding valid Registration Certificates issued by the Engineering Export 
Promotion Council, Calcutta or its regional offices, if any, as on 31st March 
1984 will be required to be registered as exporters with the Overseas Cons¬ 
truction Council of India, Bombay. 

Exporters from Union Territories/certain States-State Directorate of 
Industries to be the registering authority

ing States/Union Territories, the Registering Authority will be the concerned 
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State Director of Industries or other officer nominated in this behalf by the 
State Government concerned

Recognition as Export House or Trading House 

The registered exporter seeking recognition as an Export House or a Trading 
House has to be registered with the Federation of Indian Export Organisation 
PHD House, Siri Institutional Area, Hauz Khas, New Delhi. Normally, the 
registration with the FlEO will be valid for all product groups. However, where 
registration as an exporter is statutorily compulsory, it will be necessary 
for such registered exporters to register also with the concerned Government 
authorities. Export/Trading Houses will be required to send to the Federation 
of Indian Export Organisation, copies of their detailed schemes and action 
programme for export and quarterly and annual returns of exports commodity- 
wise and country-wise in the manner as may be prescribed by Federation 
of Indian Export Organisation from time to time. Copies of annual returns 
should also be sent to CCI &■ E (EP Division), New Delhi. Trading Houses 
are advisid to provide after-sales facilities abroad as a measure of export 
promotion. They should report the progress made by them in this regard in 
their quarterly and annual returns to be furnished to the Federation of Indian 
Export Organisation and the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (Statis¬ 
tical Division), New Delhi. 

In the case of units situated in free trade zones, the registering authority 
will be Development Commissioner of the concerned zone. 

Exporters for whom no registering authority has been specified (or for whom 
no registration authority accepts the responsibility of registration) can get 
themselves registered with the Export Promotion Officers at the ports, namely, 
Bombay, Madras and Calcutta. They will have jurisdiction over western, 
southern and eastern zones respectively. In respect of northern zone, the 
registering authority will be the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Central Licensing Area, New Delhi. 

Exporters exporting products covered by more than one product group for 
which they require registration from more than one registering authority, can 
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net themselves registered with the Export Promotion Officers at the ports, 
nlelv Bombay, Madras and Calcutta. They will have jurisdiction over west¬ 
ern southern and eastern zones respectively. In respect of northern zone, 
he Registering authority will be Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 

Central Licensing Area, New Delhi. 

Public Sector Undertakings/State Corporations 

Public sector undertakings. State owned or controlled corporations, statutory 
bodies set up by Government and Government departments will also be 
required to get themselves registered with the concerned Registering Autho¬ 
rities for the purpose of grant of benefits under the import policy for regis¬ 
tered exporters. However, if they so desire, they may get themselves 
registered with the Federation of Indian Export Organistion, New Delhi 
instead of with the concerned Export Promotion Council/Commodity Board. 
Such registration with FIEO will be valid for all product groups. 

How to apply ? 

Application tor registration should be made to the concerned registering 
authority. In case of concerns having branches, the application for registra¬ 
tion can be made by the registered office in the case limited companies 
and head office in the case of others. The registration certificate issued to 
the registered office/head office in such cases will also be valid for its 
branches. The branches can also apply separately for registration in which 
case, the registering authority will issue a separate registration certificate 
to the applicant branch. This will, however, not make export houses 
eligible to make independent applications for their additional licences except 
on a consolidate basis for all their branches and the head office concerned. 
The application form to be used while applying for such registration 

appears at Annexure 7.1. 

In the case of manufacturers, other than those registered with the DGTD, 
Part 11 of the Registration-cum-membership has to be filled in by the 
sponsoring authority concerned. A registering authority may, however, itself 
fill in Part-11 of the certificate on the basis of the Registration certificate 
issued to the applicant by the State Directorate of Industries or the sponsoring 
authority concerned. Based on this, a provisional registration-cum membership 
certificate may be isssued to the applicant. Thereafter the regsitering authority 
should carry out necessarv verification from the State Directorate of Industries 
or the sponsoring authority, as the case may be, and make such further 
changes as may be necessary on that basis on registration-cum-membership 
certificate and also delete the word provisional therefrom. 

The application for registration should be accompanied by the following 
documents : 

(i) Bank certificate in support of the applicant's financial soundness; and 
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(ii) Regislration-cum-membership cerificate form with Part-1 and the relevant 
columns of Part-ll duly filled in. 

The form for registration-cum membership certificate is given at Annexure 7.2 

If an applicant is both a manufacturer-exporter as well as a merchant exporter 

exporter, seprate certificate will be issued to him by the registering authority 

concerned. In case of manufacturer also exports products manufactured by 

others, he should get himself registered as a merchant exporter for such 
export products. 

Eligibility for Registration : 

Exporters who are members of the E. P. Council concerned having a past 
export performance, a good record and experience are eligible for registration. 
An applicant having no previous experience of exports in a particular line may 
also be registered if the registering authority is satisfied about the general 
commercial background of the applicant, his industrial experience or export 
performance in other lines. 

Conditions of Registration 

(a) A registration cetificate will be issued subject to such conditions as the 
registering authority concerned may consider necessary. One of the con¬ 
ditions of registration shall be that the Registered Exporter shall furnish 
quarterly returns of exports including 'nil' returns, to the registering 
authority by the fifteenth day of the month following the quarter. 

(b) The registration for an item by an Export Promotion Council or Com¬ 
modity Board, will hold good for all the ite.ms with which the particular 
Council/Board Is concerned. 

(c) In the case of components of engineering goods and handlooms 
(fabrics, and made-ups) which, for the purpose of grant of replenishment 
licences, are classified under different produt groups depending upon 
the raw material used in their manufacture, the Registered Exporers can 
get themselves registered with any one of the concerned registering 
authorities. Similarly, in the case of made up articles of precious/semi 
precious stones like ash trays, pen holders, etc. which fall under 'Handi¬ 
crafts', it would not be necessary to register with All India Handicrafts 
Board in case they are already registered with the Gem & Jewellery 
Export Promotion Council. Also, in a case where the licensing autho¬ 
rity decides that the product exported as Handicrafts is actually classi¬ 
fiable elsewhere, the applicant, if he is already registered with the All 
India Handicraft Board, will be not required to produce registration with 
the other Registering Authority. Also, exporters of E.P.N.S. wares regis¬ 
tered with All India Handicafts Board will not be required to be 
registered separately with Engineering Export Promotion Council. 
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<d) In case of composite items which contain raw material falling under 
different product groups, say Plastics. Engineering etc. if the value of 
a particular raw material used is more than 50% of the value of the 
composite Item, it is enough if the exporter registers himself with the 
Registering Authority concerned with the major content of the composite 
item. 

<e) In the case of "project exports", if the exporter Is registered with 
Engineering Export Promotion Council, it will be necessary for him to get 
registration with other Export Promotion Councils/Commodity Boards 
concerned with various commodities covered by the project in question. 

<f) Once an exporter has been registered, the registration shall remain valid 
for four years (from the date of issue) unless the exporter registered 
ceases to exist, or his name is deregistered for any reason or he be¬ 
comes ineligible to hold the certificate. Registration Certificates (in¬ 
cluding those of export/trading houses with FIEO) which expire during 
the current licensing period may be accepted by the licensing authorities 
for a period of additional six months to enable the exporter to obtain 
fresh Registration Certificate. 

(g) In the case of units situated in Kandia Free Trade Zone and Santa Cruz 
Electronics Export Processing Zone, the registration certificate will have 
a period of validity as indicated by the Registering Authority concerned. 

Exports prior to date of Application for Registration 

Exports made by a Registered Exporter before a date earlier than 12 months 
prior to date of application for registration will not qualify for import replenish¬ 
ment. For this purpose, the effective date of submission of the application 
will be the date on which a complete application is received (in the case of 
non DGTD units, the date of receipt of the application by the sponsoring 
authority for the purpose of filling up Part II of the Registration-cum-Mem- 
bership Certificate will be taken as the date of application for Registration 
for the purpose of this para). For reckoning the period 12 months, the 
month, during which the application for registration is received, will not 
be taken into account. Again, in respect of export of items which qualify for 
replenishment only after realisation of foreign exchange, the period of 12 
months will reckon from the period of export and not from the date of 
realisation of payment. 

Change in Constitution or Ownership 

Where there Is any change in the ownership, constitution name or address 
of any Registered Exporter, it shall be obligatory on his part to intimate the 
change to the registering authoity within three months. The registering autho¬ 
rity may condone delay in this regard upto 3 months. In cases where the 
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delay is not condoned by the registering authority or requisite intimation 
about the change is not sent within the prescribed/permitted time, the 
exporter shall have to apply for fresh registration. In the case of manufacturer- 
exporter, the registering authority will also verify whether the permission of 
the sponsoring authority in regard to the change has been obtained. After 
due verification, the Registering Authority will issue a fresh registration 
certificate to the new or reconstituted concern, which will be valid from the 
date of change in name, ownership or constitution as the case may be. 

Where there is a change in the constitution of a Registered Exporter firm 
by admission or retirement or death of a partner (or by a change of Karta 
in the case of Hindu undivided family concern), and the reconstituted firm 
takes over the business as a whole without any change in its name and 
address, such change will not require any fresh registration with the regis¬ 
tering authority. In such cases only the intimation about the change should 
be given to the Registering Authority as laid down. Similarly, in the event 
of change from Private Limited Company to Public Limited Company or 
vice-versa, only an intimation should be sent to the Registering Authority, 
and such change will not require any fresh registration. 

De-registration of Exporter 

The Registering Authority may de-register an exporter for a specified or 
indefinite period and for one or more export products where the exporter : 

(a) has ceased to have the qualifications required for registration or the 
conditions of registration have been violated; 

(b) has indulged in any from of unfair, corrupt or fraudulent practice, or 
failed to fulfil any export obligation; or 

(c) has failed, or being a partnership, any of its partners has failed, or 
being a limited company, any of its wholetime Managing Director has 
failed, to utilise satisfactorily any quota allocated for export earlier. 

An exporter will ordinarily be given a show-cause notice, before he is 
de-registered. 

Pending enquiries into any complaint received against a registered exporter, 
or for any other good and sufficient reason to be recorded in writing, the 
Registering Authority or the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports or the 
Additional Chief Controller of Imports and Exports or the Export Commi¬ 
ssioner in the office of the CCI&E may keep the operation of the registra¬ 
tion of an exporter under suspension for a specified period. 

Where an export house/trading house is registered with the Federation of 
Indian Export Organisation and also with the respective Export Promotion 
Council/Commodity Board, the deregistration of such exporters by FIEO 
will apply automatically to his registration with the respective Export 
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Promotion Council / Commodity Board. Likewise, if such an exporter is de¬ 
registered by Export Promotion Council/Commodity Board, will automatically 
apply for his registration with the FIEO for the respective export product(s). 

Where a trading house/export house/registered exporter is deregistered for 
malpractices by any registering authority or Export Promotion Council or 
FIEO or by CCI&E for having indulged in any from of unfair, corrupt or 
fraudulent practices or fails to fulfil any export obligation, it shall automa¬ 
tically stand de-registered with all other registering authorities including 
Export Promotion Councils/Commodity Boards/FI EO. 

Where a company or a firm is de-registered or its registration is kept under 
suspension, the de-registration/suspension order will also mention the names 
of proprietor/partners/directors of the firm/campany. 

Registration and Re-registration by the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports 

The Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, the Additional Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports or the Export Commissioner in the office of the 
CCIEtE may register or de-register an exporter or direct the registering 
authority to do so. De-registration under the provision may be ordered for 
the reasons covered under the para on de-registration, or in case where 
the exporter has committed breach of any law, rule or regulation pertaining 
to foreign trade or for inadequate reasons, comments a breach of a contract 
with a foreign party or fails to pay the amount of commission payable to 
foreign agent, or has failed to supply any information or data required from 
him or for any other reason to be recorded. 

Certification of Exports—A Base for all future Formalities 

After shipment, the registered exporter has to get the exports certified by 
the authorised dealer in foreign exchange. This will form the basis for all 
future formalities to claim the incentives etc. The following procedure Is 
stipulated for this— 

1. At the time of shipment, the registered exporter should have a copy 
of the shipping bill duly authenticated by the Customs, 

2. After shipment, the registered exporter should have the exports certified 
by an authorised dealer in foreign exchange. While presenting the export 
documents, he should fill in and give to the bank the declaration in 
triplicate for exports made on "outright sale basis". 

This declaration is to be given in Form-1 as given below :

(iii) The bank will certify the f. o. b. value of the exports in Indian rupees 
and counter-sign the declaration after necessary verification with refe¬ 
rence to the export documents. The bank will also verify whether the 
shipping bill has been duly authenticated by the Customs authority. 

The bank will then pass on the original certificate with the relevant 
copy of the bank attested invoice to the registered exporter concerned, 
the duplicate to the licensing authority concerned, and the triplicate will 
be retained by the bank for its record. In the case of exports made on 
consignment basis/approval basis, the bank will certify the f.o.b. value 
and countersign and pass on the certificate as in Form No. II to the 
Registered Exporter, only after the export sale proceeds have been realised 
and surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control. A Bank certificate 
covering more than one consignment may also be entertained. In cases 
where the bank has not verified that the shipping bill has been duly 
authenticated by the customs authorities and the exporter instead produces 
the export promotion copy of the relevant shipping bill duly authenticated 
by the customs, the licensing authority may accept the same, if otherwise 
in order. 

(iv) Where a Registered Exporter subsequently receives "freight rebate" 
from a shipping comany as result of which the f.o.b. value goes up, 
he may obtain a bank certificate to cover the additional f.o.b. value for 
obtaining Import replenishment licence thereon. In such cases, the 
application for claiming the extra benefit should be submitted within 
one year after the quarter In which the connected product is exported 
or within three months of the receipt of the freight rebate, whichever is 
earlier. 

<v) Amount of commission or discount paid or payable to foreign agent 
shall be deducted from the f.o.b. value of exports for the purpose of 
calculating the import replenishment entitlement. 

(vi) However, hydraulic testing and painting charges, handling and stevedor¬ 
ing charges will be counted for calculating f.o.b. value. Interest charges 
will also be counted as part of f.o.b. value only if the same is shown 
separately in the invoice and the bank has negotiated the bill for an 
amount including the "interest charge". 

(vii) The procedure outlined above for certification of exports by the autho¬ 
rised dealers in foreign exchange will not apply in the case of the 
following ; 

1. Cinematographic films (exposed); 

2. Exports by Value Payable Post parcel: 

3. Export of books, journals and periodicals; 

4. Sales made at international exhibitions abroad; 
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5. Export of carpets to foreign tourists against advance payment; 

6. Supplies made for IBRD/IDA aided projects in India; 

7. Supplies made in India against payment in free foreign exchange; 

8. Export of machinery and equipment against Indian equity participat¬ 
ion in Joint ventures abroad. 

Import Licence against Export-Procedures 

Consolidated applications for import licences against export of all the pro¬ 
ducts in a product group should be made in the prescribed form and manner 
to the Licensing Authority under whose jurisdiction the registered office in 
the case of limited company and the head office in the case of other 
registered exporters is situated. In the applications for grant of REP Licences 
under "Duty Free Imports Scheme" the words "application under duty free 
import scheme" should be written at the top of the application.

The regional licensing authorities having normal territorial jurisdiction will 
also deal with the applications for import licences under import policy for 
registered exporters in respect of exporters situated In their jurisdiction. 

The various provisions and the details regarding the import policy for the 
registered exporters are dealt with at length separately. 

In the case of registered contracts or project exports, application should 
however be filled contractwise of projectwise instead of covering all the 
exports belonging to a product group. 

It will be open to a branch of a limited company or a registered exporter 
to apply for import replenishment licence against the exports effected by it 
to the licensing authority within whose jurisdiction the branch is situated, 
provided that such branch is seperately registered as an exporter or produces 
evidence to the effect that the registration certificate issued to the limited 
cornpany/head office is also valid for the branch in question. The application in 
such type of cases should be accompanied by a certificate of head office or 
the registered office as the case may be, to the effect that it has not claimed 
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and will not claim any replenishment licence against the exports covered by 
the application. 

Frequency of applications for REP Licences 

A Registered Exporter should apply for a licence based on exports made 
during a month or a quarter (April-June etc.) or half year (April-September) 
or a year (April-March). Applications for import replenishment licence may 
be made every month or per quarter or per half year or on yearly basis as 
may be found convenient by the registered exporter. Each exporter will de¬ 
cide which procedure he would like to opt for and intimate this to the 
Licensing Authority at the time of his first application for an REP licence. 
If he fails to do so, he will be taken to have opted for the quarterly system. 
(No change in option will be allowed in the course of the licensing period). 
In the case of exports on consignment/approval basis, such applications 
should likewise be made in respect of sale proceeds realised. 

Time limit for submission of Applications 

Applications for import replenishment licence should be made so as to reach 
the licensing authority concerned within a period of three months from the 
end of the period of receipt of sale proceeds in the case of consignment 
exports as the case may be. In cases where the sale proceeds are received 
in advance or where exports are made on RBI approved deferred payment 
terms, the time limit for submission of applications for import replenishment 
will be reckoned with reference to the period of actual export. 

2. If an exporter makes more than one application pertaining to his exports 
in a product group in a particular export period, the licensing authority 
may entertain such subsequent application(s) by Imposing a cut of 5% 
or Rs. 5,000/-whichever is lower in the admissible replenishment. This 
amount of cut will be in addition to the cut that may have to be imposed 
on the same application on account of delay in submission of the appli¬ 
cation under sub-para (4) of this paragraph. 

3. If an import application is not supported by a bank receipt/demand 
draft towards payment of application fees or statement of exports or 
any Document other than a document evidencing exports, and such 
documents are received late, the licensing authority may accept late 
submission of these documents by imposing a cut of one per cent 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 100/-. 

4. Applications received (including those for additional licences) after the 
prescribed time limit, or in respect of which deficiencies, if any. are 
made up after the time limit prescribed for submission of application, 
may also be considered by the licensing authorities provided the appli¬ 
cations are received three months after the expiry of the time limit for 
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submission of the applications. The applications received thereafter will 
be liable to be rejected. The licensing authorities may, however, consider 
such applications on merits, subject to a cut in the value of import 
replenishment admissible against the exports in question. The extent of 
cut in the value that may be imposed in such cases will be as under; 

(i) Applications received after a period of 6 months from the last 

month of the export period but within 12 months-5®;,. cut. 

( ii ) Applications received after a period of 12 months from the last 
month of the export-10';^ cut. 

(iii) Applications received after a period of 18 months from the last 

month of the export period but within 24 months-15',‘„ cut. 

(iv) Applications received after a period of 24 months from the last 

month of the export period will bo summarily rejected as time 
barred. 

5. The above cuts in respect of delayed/deficient applications against 
export of products which qualify for replenishment only after realisation 
of foreign exchange will be applied with reference to the period during 
which the payments are credited to the exporter's account and not with 
reference to the period of exports. 

6. In the case of exports by VPP of products other than gem and jwellery 
and cinematographic films (exposed), the time limits for submission of 
applications will be reckoned with reference to the date of payment as 
given In the post master's certificate or in the intimation slip. 

7. Where an application is partly incomplete i.e. expo’^t documents of some of 
the shipments have not been produced, the licensing authority may dispose 
of that part of the application In respect of which complete documents 
have been produced, by issuing the import replenishment licence to the 
applicant. In such cases, part of the claim which Is supported by all the 
necessary documents may not be held up on account of the part claim 
which is incomplete. 

Date of shipment/despatch 

This has already been defined in Chapter 5. 

Documents to be submitted with the REP licence applications 

Applications for licencss should be made complete in all respect supported 
by bank receipt/ demand draft for the appropriate amount towards the appli¬ 
cation fee and other prescribed documents.* 

* Also see "Import of Capital Goods & Raw Materials" by the Author 
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Alongwith the application, the applicant should furnish a statement of ex¬ 
port in the prescribed format-Form B. (Annexure 7.3) 

The following export documents should also be produced with the applica¬ 
tion for Import replenishment: 

(a) For exports of products other than (i) cinematographic films (exposed); 

(ii) exports b\ value payale post parcel; (iii) export of books, journals 
and periodicals; (iv) sales made at International exhibitions abroad; 
(v) export of carpets to foreign tourists against advance payment; (vi) 
supplies made for IBRD/IDA aided projects in India; (vii) Supplies 
made in India against payment in free foreign exchange; and (viii) ex¬ 
port of machinery and equipment against Indian equity participation in 
joint ventures abroad, the applicant will be required to submit bank 
certificate (in original) of all exports and bank attested copy of the 
invoice. 


(b) For exports by VPP of products other than gem and jewellery and 

cinematographic films (exposed) 

(I) Invoices giving description of goods, weight of the individual 
Items and their total weight actually exported, dniy attested by 
customs; 

(ii) Relevant postal receipts, or photostat copy thereof or a certificate 
of posting issued by the post office; 

(iii) Post Master's certificate of payments or the intimation slip given by 
the postal department to the Indian recipent of the proceeds of 
the exports made by VPP; and 

(iv) Export Promotion copy of the PP form duly attested by the customs. 


(c) Exports of books and newspapers by post made by registered exporters 
who have been allowed by the Reserve Bank of India to effect their 
exports without observing PP formalities or have been allowed to send 
the documents direct to the consignee without routihg the same throug 
the normal banking channel : 

(i) Postal receipt or a certificate of posting issued by the post office 
or any other evidence in cases where the original postal receipt 
has been forwarded to the importer. In the case of export by ordi¬ 
nary post, if the exporters are not able to produce certificate o 
posting, a Chartered Accountant's certificate giving complete details 
of postal charges, dates of exports and particulars of exports in 
lieu of the certificate of posting issued by the post office should 

be submitted. 

(ii) A Chartered Accountant's certificate giving the details of the ex- 
ports, freight etc. 
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(hi) Invoice certified by a Chartered Accountant. 

(iv) In cases where the applicant is not able to produce the above 
documents and the payment against the the exported material has 
been received by him in advance, the licensing authority may accept 
the documents namely (a) a certificate of chartered accountant giving 
in respect of each publication exported, its name, value of exports 
made and the aggregate amount of postal charges incurred on the 
despatches in question: (b) a bank certifificate in support of rec¬ 
eipt of payment in foreign exchange to cover the exports referred 
to (a) above; and a declaration of the applicant that he has not 
and will not claim separately REP licence on the basis of the for¬ 
eign exchange realisation to which the bank certificate in (b) 
above pertains. 

<d) Export of books, journals and periodicals by post made by registered 
exporters who have not been exempted by the Reserve Bank of India 
from PP formalities : 

(i) Original postal receipt or photostat copy thereof or a certificate of 
posting issued by the post office. In the case of exports by ordi¬ 
nary post, if the exporters are not able to produce certicate of 
posting, a chartered accountant's certificate giving complete details 
of postal charges, dates of export and particulars of exports, should 
be submitted. 

(ii) Invoice certified by a Chartered Accountant indicating the PP 
Form Nos. 

(iii) Bank certicate indicating the receipt of payment in foreign exchange 
as well as relevant PP From No. (Exports below Rs. 50/-made by 
ordinary post without PP Form will not be eligible for replenishment 
under this procedure). 

(e) Exports of Books and newspapers by sea/air made by registered 
exporters who have been allowed by the RBI to effect their exports 
without observing GR Form formalities or have been allowed to send 
their documents direct to the consignee without routing the same through 
normal banking channels : 

(i) Invoice certified by a Chartered Accountant 

(ii) Bill of Lading/Airways Bill 

(iii) A statement duly certified by the exporter's bankers/chartered accoun¬ 
tant regarding realisation of export proceeds set off against the 
relevant GR forms in a chronological order. However, in case where 
the exporters have obtained a general permission from the RBI 
waiving the GR formalities, it is not necessary for them to produce 
a certificate indicati.ng the GR form nos. and instead, they may 
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quote the general permit number issued by the RBI in the state¬ 
ment issued by the Chartered Accountant/Exporter's Banker. 

(f) Export by registered post of products other than gem and jewellery and 

cinematographic films (exposed) : 

(i) Bank certificate (in original) of exports issued by the exporter's 
bank 

(ii) Invoice giving description of goods, weight of the individual items 
and their total weight actually exported, duly attested by Customs, 

(iii) Postal receipt or in cases where postal receipt has been forwarded 
to the consignee, a certificate issued by the exporter's bank or pos¬ 
tal appraising department indicating clearly the postal receipt num¬ 
ber, date and amount and certifying that the relevant postal receipt 
has been forwarded to the consignee. 

(iv) Export Promotion copy of the PP form duly attested by the Customs 
authorities. 

(g) Supplies of material made to foreign shipping companies as ship-stores 

and other materials (excluding freight containers) : 

(i) Bank certificate (in original) regarding receipt of foreign exchange 
or Indian Rupees obtained from exchange of foreign currency. 

(ii) Bank attested invoice. 

(iii) One copy of the shipping bill duly authenticated by the Customs 
in respect of the supplies made to foreign shipping companies. 

(iv) Custom 'Allow Order' in lieu of the Customs authenticated shipping 
bill wherever not available. 

(v) In cases where the applicant is not able to produce the documents 
at (i) and (ii) above, the licensing authority may accept, in lieu 
thereof, a certificate from the Shipping Company or Its agent, duly 
countersigned by Chartered Accountant that (a) the amount of the 
bill (full particulars of which should be indicated) has been paid 
out of the freight earnings of such company and (b) the expendi¬ 
ture has been or will be shown in the monthly statement of dis¬ 
bursements required to be submitted to the Reserve Bank of India. 

(h) 1. Export of goods sold at international exhibitions abroad organised 

by the Trade Fair Authority ; 

Certificate from the Director, Trade Fair Authority indicating the 
full description of goods, the f.o.b. value, the name of the Indian 
exporter, date of sale and certifying that payment against the sales 
in question, has been repatriated to India and surrendered to the 
Indian Exchange Control. The time limit for submission of an 
application will be reckoned from the date of sale. 
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(iii) Where an applicant is unable to produce bank certificate as the 
documents were not negotiated through the bank, the licensing 
authority may accept the document in (i) above if it is satisfied on 
basis of other evidence that the payment for the goods, in question, 
has been received through authorised channels. 

4. Export of goods sold at International fairs/exhibition abroad by Indian 
manufacturers/exporters where their direct participation has been approved 
by Trade Fair Authority: 

(i) Certificate from Trade Fair Authority indicating full description of 
goods, the f.o.b. value, the name of the Indian exporters, date of 
sale. 

(ii) Bank certificate Indicating the receipt of payment in foreign exchange. 

The proforma of the bank certificate given at 2 (ii) above may be 
used with suitable modifications. The time limit for submission of 
an application will be reckoned from the date of paymentas shown 
in the bank certificate. • 

(i) Export of news films and TV films by accredited news cameraman 
who has been allowed exemption by the RBI from observing GR/PP 
formalities : 

(i) A list of news films/TV films exported giving the relevant airway 
bill numbers, with attested copies of airway bills; 

(ii) Bank certificates showing the receipt of foreign exchange: 

(iii) A declaration of the applicant that he has not and shall not claim 
separately REP licence on the basis of the foreign exchange reali¬ 
sation to which the bank certificate at (ii) above pertains. 

(j) Export of woollen carpets for which payments are received locally (either 
in full or in part), from foreign tourists in the form of (a) foreign currency 
travellers cheques, (b) crossed foreign bank drafts, and (c) personal 
cheques drawn on foreign banks: 

(i) Bank certificate (in original) of payment issued by the exporter s 
bank in the proforma given below : 
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BANK CERTIFICATE OF PAYMENT AGAINST SALE OF CARPETS TO FOREIGN TOURISTS 
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(jj) Bank attested invoice 

(iii) In the case of postal exports, original postal receipt. 

(iv) A copy of the moneychanger's licence issued to the seller by the 
Reserve Bank of India. 

(k) In the case of sale of ocean freight containers, the following documents 
should be furnished: 

(i) Order received from the foreign buyer. 

(ii) Invoice duly attested by the bank giving the particulars of goods 
sold and their value.

Export of Gem and Jewellery 

Exporters of gem and jewellery will be required to produce the same documents 
as other exporters, except that such exporters will, in addition, be required 
to produce a copy of the invoice duly attested by the customs. In the case 
of exports on consignment basis, the bank certificate in receipt of foreign 
exchange should be furnished in the form already described at para h2(ii) in 
this chapter. 

Sale to Foreign Tourists of Gem and Jewellery Items 

1. A registered Exporter (Jeweller) who possesses an "Authorised Money 
Changers" licence issued by the RBI and is approved by the Export 
Promotion Authority at Bombay, Calcutta and Madras and by the licensing 
authority at other ports will be eligible to apply for grant of replenish¬ 
ment licence against sale of gem and jewellery items made to foreign 
tourists, where payments are received in the manner permissible under 
the authorised money-changer's licence. In the case of cheques drawn on 
bank outside India, a certificate from the authorised dealer in foreign 
exchange to the effect that proceeds of the cheque have been realised 
should be produced. In all other cases, a certificate that the cheques/ 
amounts have been surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control would 
be sufficient. 

2. The Registered Exporter (Jeweller) who had been previously approved 
proior to the date of the devaluation and who still possesses the 
"Authorised Money Changers" licence, would be considered as "approved 
for the purpose of claiming replenishment in accordance with these 

provisions. 

3. The Registered Exporter (Jeweller) desiring to claim benefits under this 
scheme, who does not possess "money changers" licence, may apply for 
such a licence to the Reserve Bank of India in the prescribed form and 
on receipt of the same he may approach the concerned Export Promotion 
Authority/Licensing Authority for approval. 

4 The minimum annual sales that an approved jeweller will be required to 
make to foreign tourists against realisation of payment in foreign exch¬ 
ange would be equivalent of Rs.50,000/-. At the time of seeking approval, 
the Registered Exporter (Jeweller) will have to furnish an undertaking to 
the approving authority concerned at the ports to the effect that- 


(i) a minimum sale to foreign tourists to the value of Rs. 50,000/- 
would be effected during the next twelve months; and 

(ii) in the event of cancellation, intimation will be sent by him forthwith 
to the approving authority concerned. 

5. If the minimum level of sales is not reached within the prescribed period 
of one year or if the authorised "money changers " licence is withdrawn 
during the period for any reason, the concerned Registered Exporter 
(Jeweller) will cease to be entitled to the replenishment admissible against 
sales to foreign tourists. 

6. Department of Commerce and/or Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
may withdraw the approval given by the approving authority at ports 
without assigning any reason and recommend cancellation of the licence 
issued by the Reserve Bank of India. 

7. In respect of the sale of gem and jewellery items to foreign tourists in 
India, against foreign currency/travellers cheques, the following procedure 
is to be adopted by the registered approved jewellers: 

(a) Registered approved jeweller will be required to maintain printed, 
serially numbered voucher books, the particulars of which should be 
notified In advance to the approving authority.

(c) The original sale voucher should be handed over to the tourist for 
being given to the Customs authority at the time of his departure 
from India. 

(d) The duplicate copy of the sale voucher will be handed over to the 
tourist for his own use. 

(e) The triplicate copy of the sale voucher will be sent by the jeweller 
along with the application for replenishment licence at the time of 
its submission. 

(f) The fourth copy will be retained by the jeweller for his record. 

8. The approved jeweller will be required to maintain a register containing 
the following particulars : 

(i) Serial Number; 

(ii) Number of the sale voucher ; 

(iii) Date of sale; 

(iv) Name of the foreign purchaser; 

(v) His/her passport number; 

(vi) Description of the item sold ; 

(vii) Value in rupees; 

(viii) Equivalent foreign exchange surrendered ; 

(ix) Name of the Bank in which foreign currency travellers' cheques 
deposit; 

(x) Date of deposit; and 

(xi) Remarks. 

The Register will be open to check by Government agencies. 

9. Payment on such sales made through credit cards issued by Diner's Club 
and American Express International will also be eligible for import reple¬ 
nishment under this policy subject to the terms and conditions laid down 
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and on evidence of receipt of foreign exchange through authorised banking 
channel. 

10. Import applications should be made to the licensing authorily concerned 
within the prescribed period after receipt of payment in foreign exchange. 
Import replenishment in such cases will, however, be related to the date 
of sale. The application should be accompanied by the following documents: 

(i) Bank Receipt/Demand Draft of the prescribed amount towards the 
application fee. 

(ii) Triplicate copies of sale vouchers giving full description of the items 
sold, their value in Indian rupees, particulars of foreign tourist, his/her 
passport number, mode of payment and amount of foreign currency 
traveller's cheques. 

(iii) Bank certificate in original evidencing receipt of foreign exchange 
from sales to foreign tourists against travellers' cheques. 

Submission of applications for certain categories of Deemed Exports 

In case of supplies made in India against IBRD/IDA/By-lateral/Multi-lateral 
aided projects and supplies made to UN Organisations etc. against payment 
made in Free Foreign Exchange and ONGC/GAIL/Oil India Limited, the 
application for import replenishment licences should be made to the regional 
licensing authority concerned. The application has to be made in the prescribed 
form (Annexure 7.4). 

The application should be made on monthly, quarterly or half yearly basis 
within the prescribed time limit on the basis of payment received. The 
import replenishment will, however, be calculated with reference to the date 
of supply of the material which will be taken as the date of export, except in 
the case of registered contracts for which the relevant provisions will apply. 

The applications should be supported by- 

(i) A certificate of payment issued by project authority in Form-1. 

(ii) Sale invoice duly authenticated by the project authority: 

(iii) Undertaking by the applicant in Form-11 

In case where the project authority has made only part payment, but the 

applicant has filed his application against the full supplies made, the licensing 

authority will consider the claim only to the extent of payment received. 

After the project authority makes the final payment, the applicant should then 

produce a certificate from project authority in respect of the balance payment 

received on the basis of which the licensing authority will issue supplementary 
REP Licences. 

Supplies to UN Organisations 

In the case of supplies made in India to UN Organisations or other multi- 
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national agencies or supplies made in India against international competitive 
bidding for which the payment is received in free foreign exchange, the app¬ 
lication may be made on monthly, quarterly or half yearly basis within the 
prescribed time limit, on receipt of payment. The import replenishment will 
however, be calculated at the rate applicable on the date of supply which 
will be taken as the date of export except in the case of a registered con¬ 
tract for which the relevant provision will apply. The import application should 
be made in the prescribed form alongwith supporting documents as follows : 

(i) Invoice duly authenticated by the buyer agency. 

(ii) Undertaking by the applicant in Form-ll 

(iii) Declaration by the applicant in form-ill 

(iv) Certificate of buyer agency in Form-IV 

(v) Bank certificate in respect of payment received in Form-V. 

All these forms are prescribed at Annexure 7.4. 

The import replenishment will be calculated in the case of the supplies made 
in India on the basis FOR value (nearest rail head) instead of FOB value. 

This procedure is applicable for "deemed exports" covered vide para 190 
(b), (e), (f) and (i) of the Import Export Policy 1985-88. 

Exports of Films (Exposed) 

Exporters of Cenematographic films (exposed), TV films, news films and 
still news photos will be required to be produce the following documents . 

(a) Bank certificate showing realisation of foreign exchange and indicating 
the particulars of the goods exported in the form prescribed (See para 

h2 (ii) in this chapter). Where an exporter obtain Advance/Imprest licence 

the bank certificate in the prescribed form should be produced alongwith 
the evidence for discharge of export application. 

(b) Invoice duly attested by the Bank. 

Consolidation of Export Cargoes 

The procedure to be followed by exporters in cases where individual export 
consignments are consolidated for export through recognised cargo agents 

is given below : 

CONSOLIDATION OF AIR CARGOES FOR EXPORTS 

There are cargo Agents approved by the International Airports Transport 
Association (lATA) and recognised as such by leading Airlines. Each 
approved lATA Agent has got a separate lATA Code Number. Such agent 
consolidates air cargoes for individual exporters. Under this arrangemen 
individual exporters sending goods abroad by air have an advantage in air-freight 

to be paid by them. 
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2. An exporter who avails of this facility will continue to be required to 
have the relevant shipping bill duly passed and authenticated by the cus¬ 
toms authorities. The cargoes pertaining to such individual shipping bills 
will be collected by the consolidator who is an approved lATA Agent. The 
consolidator will prepare one Master Airway Bill (M.A.B.) The description 
of exported goods as mentioned in the Master Airway Bill will be consoli¬ 
dation cargo as per list attached. The list referred to in the Master Airway 
Bill will contain in respect of each consignment the name of the exporter, 
the description of goods and their quantity and weight, shipping bill 
number and House Airway Bill Number. The House Airway Bill (H.A.B.) 
will be issued by the consolidator to each of the exporters from whom 
the cargo has been collected pertaining to the respective consignments. 
The House Airway Bill will contain all the particulars of the consign¬ 
ment of the individual • exporter concerned which are given in normal 
Airway Bill. The goods, in question, will be exported by air on the basis 
of the Master Airway Bill. In respect to such exports the bank and the 
licensing authorities In cases where an Airway Bill is required to be 
produced for claiming import replenishment, will accept the House Airway 
Bill, if otherwise in order, provided it is certified by the Airlines con¬ 
cerned indicating the number and the date of the Master Airway Bill of 
which it is a part. The certificate should be as under 

"The goods covered by this House Airway. 

Bill have been exported vide Master Airway. 

Bill No._dated_ 

The individual exporters will produce their respective House Airway Bills 
to the banks for issue of bank certificate and also to the licensing 
authorities, wherever necessary, for claiming benefits under the import 
policy for Registered exporters. 

3. The date of export in such cases will be taken as the date of the Master 
Airway Bill as mentioned by the Airlines concerned in the relevant 
House Airway Bill. For the purpose of calculating the FOB value of 
exports for import replenishment purposes the amount of air freight paid 
by the exporter to the Consolidator (lATA agent) will be taken into 
account. For the purpose of verification, the lATA agents will furnish 
to the licensing authorities, through tho Air cargo Agents Association 
of India, the copies of their published schedule of airfreight rates to be 
charged from exporters in respect of different commodities and destinations. 

4. In respect of cargoes moving in consolidation as indicated in para 2 

above, the exporter should have the necessary clause to this effect 

incorporated in the letter of credit at the time of conclusion of export 

contract in order to ensure realisation of export proceeds against such 
export. 
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5. The exporters in such cases will be required to furnish all the other 
documents as described under the Import policy for Registered Exporters. 

Execution of Bonds/Legal Agreements 

Before clearance of the first consignment against an Advance or Imprest 
licence or before obtaining supplies of goods against an Advance/Imprest 
Release Order, as the case may be, the licence holder will be required to 
execute a bond with bank guarantee in the prescribed form for an amount 
equal to 50% (25% in the case of manufacturer-exporter in the small scale 
sector) of the GIF value of the licence release order (or for an amount equal 
to the customs duties payable in case of advance licence whichever Is higher) 
for fulfilling the export obligation prescribed. In respect of advance licence/ 
imprest licence, the specimen bond form and legal agreement are prescribed, 
in the Hand Book of Import Export Procedure 1985-88. 

Manufacturer-exporters having past export performance during the preceding 
two financial years may be given the facility of bond with bank guarantee 
tor 25% of the customs duties payable in respect of Advance Licence. Simi¬ 
larly. manufacturer-exporters having past export performance for a minimum 
period of one year may be allowed the facility of bond with bank guarantee 
for 50% of the customs duties payable in respect of advance Licences. 

In case of Imprest Licences (other than DTC) for Rough Diamonds, manu¬ 
facturer-exporters having no past export performance may be given the 
facility of bond with bank guarantee for 25% of the GIF value of the licence. 
Similarly, for Imprest Licences (other than DTG), merchant exporters having 
no past export performance may be given the facility of bond with bank 
guarantee for 50% of the GIF value of the licence. 

Legal Agreement in lieu of Bank Guarantee 

In the following type of cases, the licensing authorities concerned may 
accept legal agreement in lieu of the bank guarantee: 

(i) In the case of registered exporters who have been exporting regularly 
during the preceding 3 financial years; 

(ii) In the case of manufacturer-exporters in the public sector; and 

(iii) In the case of registered exporters who are DTC sight holders and to 
whom Imprest DTC licences have been issued. 

Import of Capital Goods against REP Entitlement 

Actual Users (Industrial) may be allowed to import capital goods against 
REP licences in the manner prescribed below ; 

The Import and Export Policy 1985-88 provides that a manufacturer-exporter 
may be allowed to utilise REP licence(s) issued to him against his own 
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exports of the products manufactured by him or against valid REP l.cences 
acquired by him by transfer in accordance with the import polrcy m force, 
for the import of capital goods/prototypes, without the recommendation of 
the sponsoring authority concerned, and without indigenous clearance, in 
accordance with the prescribed procedure for import of capital goods against 
REP licence as laid down in para 50 of Import and Export Policy 1985-88 

(Volume I)* 

For the purpose of eligibility to this facility, the manufacturer-exporters may 
have to obtain export performance certificate from the Export Commi¬ 
ssioner in the office of the CCI&E, New Delhi for which they have to apply 
in the prescribed form and manner on or before 31st October of the relevant 

licensing year. 

Eligible manufacturer-exporters, after obtaining export performance certificate, 
may approach the licensing authority concerned in whose jurisdiction the 
factory of the actual user is located, with the following documents : 

(a) A certified copy of the export performance certificate: 

(b) A certified copy of the Industrial Licence or Registration of the industrial 
unit concerned: 

(c) A declaration, in original, that the import of the machinery applied for 
shall not result in exceeding the licensed/apporoved production capacity 
of the applicant unit; 

(d) A statement giving the details of REP licences i.e, their number, date 
and value, or the particulars of pending REP applications against which 
licences have yet to issue, against which the machinery in question is 
sought to be imported: and. 

(e) Complete description of the machinery to be imported (5 copies). 

The Import & Export Policy, 1985-88 provides that the facility in sub-para 
(2) above, will also be available to a manufacturer-exporter, whose exports 
of select products, in any of the two previous financial years were less than 
the prescribed limits but in his case, the import will be subject to indigenous 
clearance from the DGTD or the Textile Commissioner or the Jute Commis¬ 
sioner, as the case may be. if the value of the machinery to be imported 
exceeds Rs. 2 lakhs during the licensing period. Other conditions stated in 
(2) above will apply. Manufacturer exporters, falling in this category may 
also approach the licensing authority concerned with the same documents, 
as mentioned above, except that instead of export performance certificate, 
t ey should produce the original indigenous clearance obtained from the 
technical authority concerned in respect of the machinery sought to be im¬ 
ported where the import exceeds Rs. 2 lakhs in value. Before approaching the 

See "Import of Capital Goods & Raw Materials" by the Author. ~ 
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licensing authority, the applicant should obtain indigenous clearance from 
the authority concerned. In the case of DGTD, clearance should be obtained 
from DGTD (Import & Export Policy Cell), Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi. In the 
cases not covered by the above paras i.e. where the machinery is to be 
imported against REP licences other than those issued on own exports of 
the applicant of the products manufactured by him, and/or its c.i.f. value exceeds 
the prescribed upper limit, the normal Capital Goods procedure will apply, if 
the REP licence is sought to be utilised for import of machinery/prototype. 
In such cases, applications for import of Capital Goods may be made in 
accordance with the prescribed procedure for submission of CG application. 
The applicant should indicate the particulars of REP licence/entitlements 
against which the machinery would be Imported. 

In all the above types of cases, bulking of valid REP licences will also be 
allowed to enable the licence holder to consolidate their value for the 
purpose of machinery import under these provisions. 

The REP licences to be surrendered for the purpose of machinery import 
under these provisions should have an unutilised balance of at least three 
months in their period of validity, as on the date on which they apply for 
import of Capital Goods. A CG licence issued against surrender of REP 
licences/REP entitlement will be given normal validity period as applicable 
to CG licences. 

A provision has also been made in the Import & Export Policy for issuing 
import licences for machinery required for the manufacture of wooden furniture 
and moulded wooden products to manufacturer-exporters against their export 
of wooden furniture. Import applications for this purpose may be made on 
quarterly or half-yearly or annual basis, as the exporter may desire. These 
imports are not debited to the REP entitlements. The import application should 
be accompanied by a bank certificate showing the description of the product 
exported, the date of export and the f.o.b. value. It will be necessary for the 
applicant to produce recommendation of the sponsoring authority for this 
purpose. 

The facility allowed in sub-para (2) above, will also be available to a manu¬ 
facturer, none of whose products qualifies for REP entitlements in. Appendix 
17 of the Import and Export Policy, 1985-88 (Vol.l) although the f.o.b. value 
of his exports of such products manufactured by him during the previous 
licensing period was not less than 25% of the gross value of his production 
and also not less than Rs. 5.0 lakhs (f.o.b.) in value, provided the c.i.f. value 
of the machinery allowed during the current year is not more than 5% of the 
f.o.b. value of his exports, subject to a maximum of Rs. 20 lakhs. Other 
conditions laid down in sub para (2) above shall equally apply. 

In the case of manufacturere-exporters of marine products intending to import 


machinery against REP entitlements, the sponsoring authority will be Marine 
Products Export Development Authority (MPEDA). 

The Import & Export Policv provides that Export Houses Trading Houses 
may be allowed to import non-OGL machinery upto Rs. 20 lakhs a year, 
subject to indigenous clearance, against their REP licences for sale to Actual 
Users. Export Houses/Trading Houses intending to make use of this facility 
should approach the regional licensing authorities concerned for endorsement 
of the machinery on their additional licences, REP licences issued on their 
own exports or acquired by transfer. They should first obtain indigenous 
clearance from the DGTD (Import & Export Policy Cell), Udyog Bhavan, New 
Delhi. If the applicant has not obtained indigenous clearance from DGTD, 
the licensing authority will do so before allowing import. The endorsement 
for Import of machinery In such cases shall be subject to the conditions that 
the machinery shall be disposed of to eligible Actual Users (Industrial) and 
intimation thereof shall be given to the licensing authority and the sponsoring 
authority concerned Immediately after sale. 

The Import &• Export Policy provides that Export Houses/Trading Houses may 
be allowed to import Capital Goods against REP licences to enable to set up 
common servicing centres. Export Houses/Trading Houses intending to make 
use of this facility may approach the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports 
(E.P. Ill Section), New Delhi, giving details of the machinery sought to be 
imported, its c.i.f. value and the particulars of the common servicing centre 
proposed to be set up by them. After obtaining indigenous clearance from 
CCl&E, New Delhi, they would be required to approach the licensing authority 
concerned for a suitable endorsement on their additional licence or REP licence 
obtained on their own exports or acquired by them, to enable them to import 
machinery for the purpose. Such licences shall be subject to 'Actual User' 
condition. 


Trade Development Authority 

The details of Package of Services rendered by Trade Development Authority 
to its clientele are described below : 


PACKAGE OF SERVICES RENDERED BY TRADE DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


One of the major objectives of TDA has been to develop the export capabilities 
of small and medium scale units by providing them a package of services in 
the belds of export production and marketing. The central theme of the package 
servicing plan is to provide all services under one roof to its registered clients 
thereby eliminating procedural delays and ensuring timely supply of all inputs 
The various inputs/services provided by TDA are set out below - 


Import of (a) samples, drawings, technical literature and specification and 

(b) initial small lots of raw materials, components, consumables, tooling and 
test equipment for product development. 
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TDA has been granted by the Government of India a free foreign exchange 
allocation for product development by its clientele. It will meet the request of 
its clientele in this regard provided it Is satisfied that the latter is seriously 
interested in undertaking product development for export on a sustained basis. 
For this purpose, clients desiring avail of this facility should submit their 
applications direct to the Chief Merchandising Division on the form prescribed 
for actual users together with the necessary treasury chalan. Applicants should 
also furnish details of the product being developed for exports and the market 
to which it is beamed. After scrutiny, these applications will be forwarded 
by TDA for straight issue of licences by a designated officer of CCI 6- E. 

Duty free Import of Samples 

The Ministry of finance, as per Notification No. 186/76 and 187/76, have 
exempted from payment of customs duty prototypes of engineering goods, when 
imported Into India as samples for executing or for ues in connected with 
securing export orders when certified by the TDA to the effect that the samples 
are requred for executing or for use in connection with securing export orders. 
The facilty of imports is limited to samples upto Rs. 1,000/- only. In case of 
samples exceeding Rs. 1,000/- an undertaking has to be given to the Assistant 
Collector of Customs that the samples will be re-exported out of India within 
a period of six months of imports or such extended period as may be allowed 

by him. 

In addition to the above, TDA has also been authorised by the Government 
to recommend applications for import of technical samples allowed under 
Para 217 of import Policy, 1985-88 against REP licences. Clients availing of 
this facility mav route their applications for import of technical samples 

through TDA. 

Advance and imprest licences under the REP for regular export 
production 

The policies and procedures for the above category of licences would be 
basically the same as prescribed in the Handbook of Import-Export Procedures, 
1985-88. However, in order to eliminate delays, applications from clients 
should be submitted to the Chief Merchandising Division of TDA together 
with the prescribed documents. TDA has arranged with the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports a simplified procedure by which such licences would 
be Issued speedily in accordance with the approved plans and programme 

of TDA. 

Import of capital equipment and new tooling for balancing 
modernisation/creation of capacity. 

Import application under the prescribed procedures for Import of capital 
goods for export oriented units from the clients of TDA, should be submitted 
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direct to the Chief Merchandising Division of TDA. If such imoprts are in 
accordance with the approved plans and programme of TDA, it will arrange 
for the requisite clearances from the appropriate Government authorities in 
regard to essentially indigenous angle and approval by the Capital Goods 
Licensing Commitee. 

Issue of Industrial Licence and Approval of Foreign Exchange 

The Trade Development Authority sponsors application from Its clients for 
issue of Industrial licence and approval of foreign collaboration in the case 
of export oriented units. Applications on the prescribed forms have to be 
made direct to TDA who would follow up the cases with the concerned 
Government Departments and obtain necessary approval. 


Indigenous inputs into Export Production 


The Ministry of Steel & Heavy Engineering has recognised TDA as the 
sponsoring authority for the requirements of foundry grade pig iron roiled 
mild steel of Its clients for allocation on priority supply by the steel plants. 
Clients of TDA requiring advance supplies of these indigenous raw materials 
should submit their application direct to the Chief Merchandising Division 
of TDA accompanied by the following documents : 

(a) Evidence of export contracts, and 

(b) Detailed end use of raw materials and their technical justification. 


After scrutiny, these applications will be forwarded by TDA to the Iron and 

Steel Controllers for planning supplies on the concerned steel plants. Clients 

should also furnish to TDA the following : 

(i) At the time of application, an undertaking in writing that they will not 
approach the Engineering Export Promotion Council or other authorities 
for advance quotas covering the same export contracts : 

(ii) At the time of application an undertaking in writing to TDA that they 
will not claim any reimbursement of quota in respect of advance quotas 
secured through TDA from any source, and 

(iii) Monthly returns indicating the receipt and consumption of pig iron steel 
secured through TDA and relevant exports. 

Hire Purchase Facility 


The National Small Industries Corporation will accord priority to applications 
sponsored by TDA for hire purchase of machinery both indigenous as well 
as imported tor expansion of export-oriented existing units as well as for 

fTt'h» Applications on the prescribed proforma may be made 

^ the Director of Industries with recommendation from TDA. These applicants 
Will receive priority in the NSIC. 
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Marketing Contracts 

TDA has developed a number of marketing contracts with important buyers 
in USA, Canada, Western Europe, Japan, Australia and New Zealand for 
selected products. Enquiries generated by our foreign offices are circulated 
to TDA clients. Over and above, it arranges to bring to India a member of 
buyers missions from abroad and put them in touch with the clients of TDA. 
It also assists clients in providing contracts who visit foreign countries. Thus 
providing of buyers contracts is on of the important activities of TDA. 

Release of Foreign Exchange 

Applications for release of foreign exchange for export promotion travels and 
publicity abroad should be submitted by its clients direct to TDA on the form 
prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India. TDA will arrange with the Reserve 
Bank of India for the release of the necessary foreign exchange if the appli¬ 
cations fit in with TDA's approved programme. 


Drawback of duties 

For the product range chosen by TDA, it will assist its clientele in speedy 
fixation of drawback rates wherever these have not already been determined. 
For the purpose, the clients of TDA are advised to approach TDA with the 
requisite proforma, information prescribed by the Department of Revenue, 
Ministry of Finance, Government of India, New Delhi. 

Organisation of Buyers-Seller Meets and Partcipation in Trade Fairs 
& Exhibitions 

TDA organises Buyers-Seller Meets in different parts of the world, it has 
already organised 7 such meets in UK and United States, which have been 
highly successful from the point of view of business contracts. It also organises 
participation in specialised commodity trade fairs abroad in which clients of 
TDA are advised to approach TDA, with the required information. 


Trade delegations Study teams 

TDA sponsors trade delegations and study teams consisting of the represent¬ 
atives of its clients. The main objective of these delegations and study tear^s 
are to establish business contracts with the foreign buyers and conclude

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EXPORT LICENSING PROCEDURES 


As discussed earlier, the Exporters are devided Into two broad categories 
for the purpose of licensing— 

(a) Established exporters i.e. those and who have exports of a particular 
commodity in the prescribed basic period as admitted by the licensing 
authority. The basic period varies from commodity to commodity; and 

(b) New comers i.e. those who have no exports in the prescribed basic 
period but possess sufficient exports in the particular field either as an 
exporter outside the basic period or as a dealer in the internal trade of 
the commodity concerned. 

Quota Licensing 

Commodities of which the export is allowed on quota basis to established 
exporters have been mentioned In Chapter-6. Where an exporter desires to 
secure export quota of any such commodity, he is required to prove his 
exports of the total commodity during any one year or part of a year selected 
by him from out of the specified period called the "Basic period", prescribed 
for such commodity. 

The exporter is free to select from out of the prescribed basic period, his 
own best year or part of the year as the case may be. 

Evidence in support of the claim 

The following evidence may be accepted by the licensing authority in support 
of the basic period exports : 

(i) Bill of Lading; 
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(ii) Certificate from the Manifest Clearance Department of the Customs 
where bill of lading is not available: 

(ill) Certified copies of land Customs appendices In the case of export by 
rail or road; 

(iv) Export invoices; and 

(v) Postal receipts in the case of export by post (where original postal 
receipts are sent by the banks for collection purposes to foreign custo¬ 
mers. certificates from the banks concerned are accepted as valid 
evidence). 

Quota calculatad on the basis of ''Basic Exports" 

The quota of an exporter is generally calculated on the basis of his 
"basic exports" subject to adjustments in a few cases, prompted by consi¬ 
derations of equity e.g. fixation of minimum and/or maximum limits of 
export quotas. Sometimes, a limited quantity of a commodity is released 
for export. In such case, the quota of each Individual exporter is worked out 
on a pro-rata basis, calculations being based upon the percentage that the 
total of established exports bears to the total quantity released for export. 

In most cases, the percentage fixed for calculating the value or quantity to 
be allowed to be exported is announced. The quota of the individual expor¬ 
ter Is then worked out by applying the fixed percentage to his basic exports. 
In certain cases where the number of established exporters is very large as 
compared to the ceiling available for exports, quotas are granted at a 
flat rate. 

In cases where quotas remain under utilised or unutilised the item is considered 
for being allowed to other exporters, subject to such conditions as may be 

thought necessary. 

Where to Apply ? 

Applications for export of items which are licensable against quota should 
be made in the prescribed form (Annexure 8.1). 

The form duly filled in should be accompanied by the shipping bills, quota 
slips granted by the licensing authority and/or such other documents as are 
required to be furnished in terms of the relevant Trade Notice or are consi¬ 
dered necessary by the applicant. 

Entry of a New Comer and Licensing Procedure 

Ordinarily, an effort is made to provide for new comers to enter into the 
export trade unless the quantity allowed for export is small in proportion to 
the established exporters quota already in existence. Only such business 
concerns as have previous experience of handling the commodity concerne . 
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financial standing etc. are eligible to apply for new comer licences. Normally 
applicants are required to prove their standing in the internal trade 'h® 
commodity during a specific period. The conditions which a person must fulfd 
and the manner in which he should prove his experience, are announced 
as and when applications are invited. Certificates of Chartered Accountants 
who are not partners, directors or employees of the applicant firm or its 
associates certifying purchase or sale are accepted in evidence. Sometimes 
receipts of sales tax paid are called for as evidence. In addition, a new 
comer applicant may be required to prove to the licensing authority, his 
ability to enter into the export trade by producing the sale already concluded 
by him with the overseas buyers. 


Applications by the new comers for export should be made in the export 
application form stipulated (given at Annexure 8.1) alongwith the necessary 
supporting documents as discussed earlier. 


Canalised exports 

Certatn items export of which is canalised alongwith the list of the agency/ 
organisation recognised as a canalising agency for such items is discussed 
and provided while discussing the relevant policy provisions in chapter-6. 
For these items, the exports will be allowed only through the canalising 
agencies concerned. The quantum upto which export may be permitted in 
respect of these items and other details pertaining thereto are decided by 
the Government from time to time. The operations of the canalising agencies, 
thus, will be in accordance with the policy decisions and such directives 
as may be given to them by the Government. It will, therefore, be useful to 
contact the concerned canalising agency and know current situation as well 
as the norms under which such canalised exports are being permitted at a 
particular time by the exporter. 


Open General Licence 

As the title suggest the items covered by an Open General Licence can be 
exported freely without any licensing formalities to all destinations permitted 
therein. 

Various categories operated under Open General Licence are already discus¬ 
sed alongwith the relevant details in Chapter-6. However, for the ready 
reference, a broad summary of the same is provided below : 

(a) Open General Licence No. 1 applies to exports by land to any country 
adjacent to India and having no sea-port of its own, of any goods inclu¬ 
ded in Schedule 1 to the Exports (Control) Order, 1977 which are 
consigned under a procedure prescribed for regulating transit tarffic; 

(b) Open General Licence No. 2 applies to exports of bonafide samples; 
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(c) open General Licence No. 3 gives the list of items which can be 
exported on fulfilment of the condition shown in Colomn 4 against each 
of the items; and 

(d) Open General Licence No. 4 includes the list of items which can be 
exported directly by the canalising agency mentioned against each item 
in Column 4. 

Limited Free Licensing 

Where the export of a commodity is regulated within a set ceiling, or there 
is no established pattern of trade, export will be allowed on "first-come- 
first-served" basis. The Following principles and procedure will be applicable 
in such cases:— 

(i) A Public Notice/Trade Notice shall be issued, announcing the policy 
and indicating the licensing offices to which the available ceiling has 
been allocated for the purposes of dealing with such applications: 

(ii) Unless otherwise indicated in the Public Notice/Trade Notice, appli¬ 
cations will be received after 15 days after the date of its issue; 

(iii) All applications made on Form AX' as given at Annexure 8.1 complete 
in all respects, received on the prescribed date, between 10-30 A.M. 
and 1 P.M. shall have the same priority. Such applications should be 
accompanied by evidence to the effect that the Indian exporter applicant 
has accepted the offer of the overseas buyer to purchase the commo¬ 
dity, for the quantity applied for, subject only to the grant of a licence 

in his favour; 

(iv) As a rule, the licensing authorities shall record in writing, the reasons 
for rejection of applications; 

(V) Each exporter shall be allowed to submit one application per day 
supported by one contract from one foreign buyer only. With each 
export application, the exporter should file a declaration that he has 
not submitted any export application for the same commodity to any 
other licensing authority during the same iicensing perio . e icensing 
authorities will allocate the quota strictly on pro rata basis subject to 

the conditions stipulated in sub-para (vi), 

(Vi) An eligible applicant will be allowed a quota not exceeding 10% of 
the available ceiling per day allocated to the office concerned. If some 
quantity of the ceiling is ieft over, after disposai of the applications 
received on the first day. the balance will be carried over to the next 
day for fresh applications; this process wiil be repeated until the ceiling 

is exhausted; 

(vii) Exports will be allowed by issuing an Export Licence with a validity 
period of 45 days from the date of issue; and 
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(viii) Shipment shall be made of the quantity covered by the contract against 
which the Licence has been issued, within the period of its validity. 
No extension of time shall be granted except in the following circum¬ 
stances : 

(a) The licensing authority, which issued the licence, is satisfied within 
7 days of its issue, that no ship is available for carrying the 
consignment (s) within the said period of 45 days: or 

(b) Within the period of validity of the licence, the licensing authority 
at the port, to which the consignment might have been carried, is 
satisfied that there has been delay in the arrival of the ship within 
the initial period of validity. In either event, an extension of upto 
15 days only shall be available for effecting the shipments. No 
second extension will be granted i.e. the licence will lapse auto¬ 
matically thereafter. 

(ix) After the shipment is effected but within a period of 7 days of the shipment, 
each licence holder shall intimate to the licensing authority which issued 
the licence, particulars of the shipment (s) actually effected. Also, incase 
the licence is not utilised at all or only partly utilised, the licence holder 
shall report the position to the licensing authority concerned within 7 
days of the date of shipment or the date of expiry of the licence as 
the case may be. Failure to do so will entail him to the refusal of grant 
of export licence for the items allowed under limited ceiling for further 
exports in terms of clause 5(b) of the Export (Control) Order, 1977 as 
amended from time to time, for the licensing period. 

(x) Any quantity allocated against the earlier licences which lapses for the 
above reasons, shall be available again to the licensing office concerned 
for reallocation in the same manner as laid down above. 

Free Licensing 


Where an item Is allowed free for exports but is not covered by the Open 
General Licence, the intending exports are required to secure licensing 
endorsement on the connected shipping bills from the licensing authorities 
concerned. Once again the application for the same is to be made in the 
prescribed form given at Annexure 8.1. 


Ad-hoc Licensing 

In order to develop new markets and also to encourage home-based industries 

in producing new export products, requests for exports in small quantities 

are sometimes considered on ad-hoc basis, even if the indigenous production 

of such Items is some what limited. Ad-hoc licensing is, at times, resorted 

to enable an industry or unit to clear accumulated stocks and maintain 
continuous production.

Pre Ban Commitment Contracts 


Many a times, it happens that a contract is negotiated for the export and 
commitment is made when subsequent changes announced to be the Item 
under the banned list. In such cases, it Is possible that some commitments/ 
contracts will be half way being executed. To facilitate a proper solution In 
this situation and enable the exporter to discharge his obligations, he is 
permitted to hononr his commitments made prior to such control are ordinarily 
honoured subject to the conditions as described bellow : 

(a) Where against a specific export order an irrevocable letter of credit in 
the case of the exporter/exporting firm has been opened by the foreign 
buyer covering 100% f.o.b. value of the consignment and accepted by 
a scheduled bank in India prior to the date of ban/control; 

(b) Where advance payment has been received, provided that; 

(i) the advance payment has been received, against a specific export 
order and covers 100% f.o.b. value of the consignment: and 

(ii) such advance payment has been received through an authorised 
dealer In foreign exchange on or prior to the date of the ban. 


Notwithstanding the above. Government may, for sufficient reasons, treat any 
other claims, not covered by the above provisions, as a pre-ban commitment. 
Copies of pre-ban commitments/exports or (pre-control commitments/contracts) 
should be sent by the person concerned to the regional licensing authorities 
concerned alongwith documentary evidence replied upon in support of such 
commitments/contracts having been made. These documents should be sent 
to the licensing authority by Registered Post within a period of 15 days 
from the date of Public/Trade Notice or Notification announcing the immpo- 
sition of the ban on exports of the concerned commodity or the date on 

which such commodity is placed under export control, as t e h.pn 

Cognizance will be taken only of cases where these docurnents have been 
thus, filed in time. The submission of such evidence shall not. however 
confer any right on the person concerned to the grant of any export licence 

or permission to export. 

Note : A contract is deemed to be concluded after an officer is made and 
is accepted by the second party. It should be specific as to the 
mutually acepted terms and contents, i.e. it is binding on both, with 

reference to its enforceability. 

Where such evidence, as is required in the above para is in the 
a telegraphic/telex message detailing the offer or the acceptance of the 
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contract in its material particulars, the evidence relied upon for substantiating 
the pre-ban commitment/export contract (or pre-ban commitment/contract) 
should include the (confirmatory) post copy of the said message sent imme¬ 
diately after, despatch, together with the connected envelope bearing the 

stamp of the post oftice. 

Some important hints to the applicants 

(a) Application for the export licences or licensing endorsements on shipping 
bills are to be made on prescribed forms (Annexure 8.1) alongwith relevant 
documents. The form is to be submitted in duplicate with the particulars 
duly filled in to the licensing authority. The applicant may use their 
own typed/cyclosiyled or printed forms. 

(b) Every application for an export licence or for licensing endorsement on 
the shipping bill should be signed by the applicant himself or by a 
person duly/legally authorised by the applicant to do so. 

The position or nature of such legal authority held by the person signing the 
application/document/form should be clearly given therein along with the 
official stamp of his connected status. Otherwise, such application/document 
or Form will receive no consideration by the licensing authority. This require¬ 
ment applies equally to the applications made to a canalising agencies. 

Applications which are not (i) in the precribed form, (ii) accompanied by 
necessary export documents, (iii) accompanied by necessary particulars setting 
out the authority of the person signing it; or (iv) received after the last date 
prescribed, will stand summarily rejected. Applicants are expected to complete 
all the columns in the application from truly and properly. They may take the 
help of the Counter Assistances System to make sure that all these require¬ 
ments are met. 

No change shall be made or effect by the licensee or any other person in the 
description of the goods or the name of the consignor or the consignee and 
in the terms and conditions of the licence. Any un-authorised change would 
render the licence null and void, besides exposing the offender to the risk of 
being penalised. Applications for amendments and alterations should be sub¬ 
mitted to the authority who issued the licence. 

Whom to apply ? 

Unless otherwise stated, the applications for the export of items which are not 
normally allowed or whose export is allowed on merits should be addressed to

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Applications for export of all other controlled items should be addressed to 
one of the regional licensing authorities mentioned in Chapter-7 depending 
upon the port from which the export is to be made. 

In respect of commodities for which export ceilings are placed at the disposal 
of one or more of the specified licensing authorities, the intending exporter can 
apply for export to any one of such licensing authority. 

With each export application, in such cases, the exporters should file a 
declaration that he has not made export application for the same commodity 
to any other licensing authority in the same licensing period. 

Export of Samples of Indian origin for purposes of securing orders 
and their re-import 

Imports (Control) Order, 1955 and the Customs Act, 1962 permit, subject to 
certain conditions and observance of certain formalities, re-import of samples 
sent or taken to foreign countries by Indian businessmen for the purpose of 
getting the buyer's approval. With a view to avoiding any difficulty which 
the Indian businessmen may have to face at the time of re-import, the 
prospective exporters should contact the Customs/Import Trade Control 
authorities exporting the samples to foreign countries and ensure that the 
various conditions laid down are fulfilled. 


Recognition of New Established Exporters and Transfer of Quotas 
(TQR) 

An established exporter may be- 


(i) an individual 

(ii) a partnership concern 

(iii) a karta of a Hindu Undivided Family in respect of the family business 

(iv) a limited company ; and 

(v) any association or body of individuals. 


Licences are granted in the name of the business belonging to the established 
exporter. Where there is any change in the ownership, constitution or narne 
business, the established exporter will not be eligible to the grant of 
as he ceases to be an established exporter. However, in public interest and 
for continuity of business, the licensing authority may recognise new established 
exporters in respect of any business in accordance with the provision made 

in the following paragraphs. 


Where there is a change in the ownership or constitution of an established 
exporter's business, without any change in the name of business, an 
new owner or the reconstituted concern, as the case may be. acquires the 
quota of the original concern as a whole, the quota belonging to the original 
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concern will be deemed to have been transferred to the new concern. The 
new concern can obtain export licences on the basis of such quota, if other¬ 
wise admissible. In such cases, no application for TQR need be made but 
an intimation about the change should be sent in the form given in Annexure 
8.2, to the licensing authority within 90 days of the date of change. The 
constitution of the new concern should also be mentioned in the usual manner 
in the next application for export licence indicating therein the nature of the 
change and the date from which it has taken place. In case where the 
intimation about the change is sent after the expiry of 90 days, the quota 
entitlement of the applicant will be liable to a cut of 25^’^ in the first licensing 
period after the change. The licensing authority may, however, condone the 
delay if it is satisfied that the delay was due to circumstances beyond the 
control of the applicant. 

Where there is a change in the name of the established exporter's business, 
without any change in the ownership or constitution of the business, no 
application for TQR need be made. The established exporter should produce 
his quota certificate to the licensing authority concerned for necessary change 
therein alongwith an affidavit about the change of name and affirming that 
he will not claim any licence In future in the old name. Where a private 
limited company becomes a public limited company or vice-versa, it should 
report the fact to the licensing authority concerned. 

Where there is a change in the name of established exporter's business 
alongwith a change in the ownership or constitution of the business, the new 
concern cannot claim export licence on the basis of the quota of the original 
concern without obtaining TQR in its favour. The application for TQR should 
be made to the licensing authority concerned. 

Where there is any change In the ownership or constitution of an established 
exporter's business and as a result of such change, a part of the quota of the 
original concern is required to be separated or the quota of the original 
concern Is required to be divided, the application for such separation of the 
quota or for its division as the case may be, should be made to the concerned 
licensing authority. If the quota to be separated is also sought to be trans¬ 
ferred in favour of any person, the transferee should also make the application 
for TQR to the licensing authority concerned. In such cases, the new owner 
or the reconstituted concern(s) cannot claim export licences on the basis of 
the quota standing in the name of the original concern without obtaining TQR. 

Where an established exporter is a limited company and the company is 
amalgamated with another company, the application for TQR in favour of 
new company should be made to the licensing authority concerned supported 
by an order of the competent court or other evidence of amalgamation. 

Application for TQR 

An application for TQR should be made in the prescribed form C-X given 
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at Annexure 8.1 along with the prescribed documentary evidence. The juris* 
diction of the port licensig authorities for dealing with such applications is 
given below :

The application for TQR should be made by the head office of the applicant 
concern covering all its branches and such application should be made to 
the licensing authority in whose jurisdiction the head office is situated. 

The application made in accordance with the discussion above should be 
accompanied by the following documents : 

(i) In the event of death of any person, a death certificate should be 
produced ; 

(il) In the event of relinquishment of rights by any person in favour of 
another, an affidavit of relinquishment should be produced ; 

(ili) If the transfer of quota in favour of any legal heir or heirs is claimed 
on the basis of a "will", the application should also be supported 
by the said "will " and the probate thereof or an affidavit of consent 
by ail the other legal heirs ; 

(iv) Partnership deed of the outgoing concern ; 

(v) Partnership deed of the incoming concern, if it is a partnership 
concern. 

(vi) If the business has been sold, deed of transfer duly registered with 
Registrar of Documents should be produced ; if the firm is dissolved 
a deed of dissolution should be produced ; 

(vii) Where a common basic year is required to be selected for calculation 
of quota, application should be supported by an affidavit to the 
effect that the parties will select a common basic year for the 
establishment of quotas in respect of same or similar Items on the 
basis of the business done by the outgoing concern ; and 

(viii) Any other document on which the applicant may rely in support of 
his application. 


The affidavit to be produced by the applicant on their applications for transfer/ 
division of quotas wherever laid down, should be sworn before a First Class 
Magistrate or a Notary Public. 


Part transfer of business not allowed 

Subject to the provisions discussed in this paragraph, an established exporter 
is not allowed to transfer his business to which a quota is attached accept 
as a whole. If an established exporter has two or more branches each having 
a separate quota in respect thereof, it will be open to such established 
exporter to transfer the business of any branch with the entire quota belonging 
to that branch to the other branch.

Export licences against quotas based on "common basic order" 

In the following types of cases, export licences can be claimed only against 
quotas calculated on common basic year In respect of same or similar items 
on the basis of the business done by the outgoing concern : 

(i) Where a quota is divided and transferred in part to several persons separately, 
the persons In whose favour the quota is transferred have to select a 
common basic year. However, where a person acquires a quota in respect 
of any item transferred in his favour and he already holds a quota In 
respect of the same by virtue of a business done separately, it shall 
be open to him to claim licences on the combined value of the two 
quota certificates even if the quota certificates are In different basic years. 
This will also apply in the case of amalgamation of two limited companies. 

(ii) in cases falling under para on transfer as discussed above, the transferor 
and the transferee will be required to select common basic year for the 
same or similar items ; and 

(iii) the provisions of this paragraph will also apply to cases where the parties 
have been exempted from making application for TQR. 

Where an application for TQR is required to be made in terms of these 
provisions, such application should be made so as to reach the licensing 
authority concerned, complete in all respects, within a period of 90 days 
from the date of change in the ownership, constitution or name of business 
etc., as the case may be. The licensing authority may, however. In deserving 
cases, condone the delay in making the application If such authority Is 
satisfied that the delay was caused by circumstances beyond the control 
of the applicant. If the applicant is not in a position to make an application 
complete in all respects within the prescribed period of 90 days due to 

formalities to be observed in getting the deed of transfer of business registered 

with the Registrar of Documents, he can apply by producing an attested copy 
of the transfer deed with evidence to show that the original deed has been 
deposited for registration and should furnish an undertaking to the effect 
that the original deed duly registered will be produced by him within a 
period of 15 days from the date of registration. 

Where the application for TQR complete in all respects i.e. accompanied 
with the documents specified earlier is received by the licensing authority 
concerned within 90 days from the date of change in the ownership, constitution 
or name of the business, as the case may be, or where the delay in the 
receipt of the application is condoned by the licensing authority as discussed 

above, the transferee will be eligible to the transfer of quota from the licensing 

period during which the change occured. In other cases, the TQR will be 
effective from the licensing period during which the application for TQR is 
made completed in all respects. In the case of deficient application, the TQR 
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will be valid from the licensing period during which the documents stipulated 
to be attached with the application are produced. Where an applicant is unable 
to produce original documents, he may submit photostat/certified ^attested 
copies thereof in support of his application for TQR and the original docu¬ 
ments and subsequently to show that the photostat/certified/attested copies 
are correct. The benefit of TQR may, in such a case, be given from the date 
of which the photostat/certified, attested copies of the documents in question 
were received. If the TQR is otherwise admissible from such date. 

Normal time for disposal of application 

The licensing authorities will dispose of applications for TQR expeditiously. 
If an application for TQR. made complete in all respects Is not disposed of 
within a period of one month, the licensing authority will issue an interim 
reply to the applicant. If an applicant does not receive an interim reply even 
within this time limit, he can bring the matter to the notice of the Public 
Relation Officer in the Export Trade Control office concerned ; or book an 
interview with the officer concerned through the Enquiry Officer in order to 
know the reasons for the delay in the disposal of his application. 

Lapse of Quota 

In the following type of cases, the quota of the established exporter will lapse- 

(I) If the established exporter is an individual and is declared Insolvent ; and 

(ii) If the established exporter is limited company which is wound up without 
any arrangement having been made for the transfer of its business. 

In the following cases, however, no change of the ownership of the business 
will be held to have taken place for the purpose of these rules : 

(i) Change of directors or share holders in a public or private limited company ; 

(ii) Changes in the Hindu Undivided Family in a public or otherwise except 
the death or retirement of the karta ; and 

(iii) Change of address of an established exporter's business. 

In cases where the application for TQR is not required to be made under 
the provisions discussed above, the applications for the licence should be 
accompanied with a declaration in the form given at Annexure 8.2. 

Where the new established exporters have been exempted for making applica¬ 
tions for TQR. the export licences will be issued to them in the normal course. 
If otherwise admissible. They will, however, be required to state in their 
applications for licences the changes occuring in the business and the dates 
in which such changes have taken place. If in such cases any objection is 
received from any persons at any time against the licences claimed or granted, 
the licensing authority will examine such objection and call for such evidence 
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from both the parties as may be deemed necessary. If as a result of such 
examination the licensing authority finds that the established exporter is not 
entitled to the whole or part of the quota on the basis of which he has been 
claiming licence without obtaining sanction for TQR, the quota of the esta¬ 
blished exporter will be reduced accordingly and the parties found guilty of 
misrepresentation or contravention of these rules will be liable to penal action 
under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, and the orders issued thereunder. 
In such cases, the value/quantity of the excess licence already obtained by 
the party will also be adjusted against the future quotas of the party in respect 
of any items. 

If the objection as discussed above is made to the licensing authority 
concerned within 3 months from the date of change in the constitution or 
ownership or name of the established exporters' business and the objector is 
found to be entitled to either the whole or a part of the quota, he will be 
eligible to the transfer of such quota in his favour. The licensing authority 
may also condone the delay in making the objections, if such authority is 
satisfied that the dealy was caused beyond the control of the objector. 

Cancellation of Quota 

The licensing authority may, after giving a reasonable opportunity to the 
persons who have been recognised as established exporter and whom a quota 
has been granted, of being heard, cancel or amend the order regarding 
recognition of new established exporter and grant of quota if it is found — 

(i) that the application for recognition and grant of quota contained any 
false, fraudulent or misleading information; 

(ii) that the evidence tendered by the applicant contained any document 
which was false or fabricated or had been tampered with; 

(iii) that the applicant is guilty of any corrupt or fraudlent practice in respect 
of his application ; and 

(iv) that the recognition and the quota has been granted through inadvertence 
or mistake or due to any fraud or mis-representation. 

Period of Shipnnent 

An export licence (other than a licensing endorsement on a shipping bill) will 
be valid for shipment of goods covered by it for a period of three months 
from the date of its issue unless otherwise specified. However, an export 
licence issued under a limited ceiling provisions, will be valid for 45 days 
only Shipment against a licence can be effected from any port in India 
but for documentation, revalidation, etc. exporter will be required to report 
to the licensing authority who issued the export licence. 

When a consignment is booked on a Through Shipping bills, the period of 


validity for shipment of goods will be one month, unless otherwise indicated 
therein. 

Export by Rail to Neighbouring countries-critical Date of export 

When a consignment is booked on a through railway receipt for any desti¬ 
nation outside India in the neighbouring countries with whom India has 
rail links, the date of Through R.R. will be taken as the date of export for 
Export Trade Control purposes, provided the export licence and the letter of 
credit are valid on the date of issue of Through R.R. If the validity of the 
export licence and Letter of (Credit expires suring transit of the through 
consignments upto the last Indian customs checkpost on the border of its 
clearance by Customs thereafter, clearance of the through consignments will 
not be refused on that ground. Any ban imposed on the export of such 
goods subsequent to the issue of the Through RR will also not apply to 
such consignments. 


Extension in the period of Validity 


No extension in the period of validity of shipment will be granted in the 
case of export licences under the limited ceiling from the stipulated ship¬ 
ment period as discussed above having an initial validity of 45 days except 
in case of specific circumstances beyond the control of the exporter. In 
such cases of export licences or licensing endorsement on shipping bills, 
a request for extension (if it is otherwise in conformity with the current 
export policy) may be considered by the licensing authority concerned, where 
such authority is satisfied that the price and supply position of the com¬ 
modity within the country continues to be satisfactory and that the delay 
in the shipment of goods was caused due to reason beyond the control of 
the exporter. Extension where granted in such cases, will not exceed one 
month at a time and it will also not exceed three months In the over all, 
provided that the revalidation so granted does not extend beyond 15 days 
from the end of licensing period in which the export licence was endorsed 
(The provision will not. however, apply in cases where the export policy for 

the relevant licensing period has not gone into any change in the period 
subsequent thereto.) 


No export licence, however is lequired for the goods falling within the 
purvievv of the Clause 15 of the Export (Control) Order 1977. Similarly, no

Export by Post 


Export of goods by post parcel either as gift or for commercial 
regulated in accordance with the provision of Postal Notice No. 
3 12 1973 as amended from time to time (Annexure 8.3).

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With the exception of the items falling within the purview of the postal 

notice, all other items are permitted to be exported by post except to the 

Union of South Africa and South West Africa whether as gifts or as 
commercial consignments without export licences. However, parcels contain¬ 
ing articles included in the said postal notice are not allowed for export 
unless covered by export licences issued by the appropriate licensing autho¬ 
rities. Applications should be made for such licences In Form B-X (Anne- 
xure 8.1). 

It is the responsibility of the sender to ensure that the parcel Is covered 
by a proper export licence where such a licence is necessary, failing which 

the parcel is liable to be returned. The fact that a parcel is accepted by a 

post office in the first instance does not in itself constitute a guarantee 
that the requirements of export control have been fulfilled and also no 
claim for compensation or for refund on account of postage will be 
entertained. 

Export of Spares as free replacement during Warranty Performance 
Guarantee period. 

Exporters of machinery and equipment will be allowed to export spares of 
the machinery/equipment exported as free replacement, if the following con¬ 
ditions are fulfilled : 

(i) The spares in question are being supplied to foreign buyer of machinery 
and equipment during the warranty/performance guarantee period; 

(ii) The total value of spares supplied free of charges does not exceed 
2.5% of the f.o.b. value of the machinery/equipment exported; 

(iii) Spares under this provision can be supplied either with the main 
equipment or subsequently; and 

(iv) If the spares are supplied along with the main equipment, the parti¬ 
culars of such spares should be indicated in the exporters invoice, 
shipping bill and GR1 Form. It will not be necessary to indicate the 
bank certificate which is furnished by the exporter to the licensing 
authority for obtainining benefits. 

Where the spares under this provision are supplied at a time subsequent to 
the export of the main equipment/machinery, the exporter shall produce 
evidence to the Customs authorities to the effect that the spares are being 
supplied during the warranty/performance guarantee period. The exporter 
shall also furnish a declaration to the Customs authority at the time of 
exporting the spares that the total value of spares already supplied m free 
replacement in relation to the same machinery/equipment and the value of 
spares presently being supplied does not exceed 2.5% of the f.o.b. value 
of the relative machinery/equipment. 
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Where the value of spares supplied free of charge exceeds 2.5% of the f o b. 
value of the main equipment, the exporter has to obtain prior permission of 
the Reserve Bank of India. In obtaining such permission of the Reserve Bank 
of India the exporter should also indicate to the Reserve Bank the value of 
spares already supplied free of charge in relation to the equipment/machinery 
and also the total f.o.b. value of the equipment/machinery exported. 

The exporter will not be required to obtain any prior permission from the 
licensing authority for export of such spares unless the spares are such as 
require an export licence under the Export (Control) Order, 1977. 

Requests for export of spares not covered by the above provisions will also 
be considered on merits to enable exporters to meet their requirements of 
after-sales service/warranty obligation or for execution of projects under¬ 
taken abroad. The permission for export granted in such cases shall be 
subject to the conditions as may be laid down.

In supression of the instructions contained in paragraph 1 of Director General's 
Post Office Circular No. 21 dated the 30—12—1970 as amended from time to 
time, the following revised instructions, which take effect immediately, are 
published on the accompanying Postal Notice for the information and guidance 
of all concerned. 

2. Export of all articles with the exception of those mentioned in Schedule 
1 to the Exports (Control) Order, 1968, should be allowed by post without 
licence to all permissible destinations. 

Note—By 'permissible destinations' is meant countries with which this 
Administration maintains mail service (letter and parcels) and those 
countries with which there is no trade ban. 


POSTAL NOTICE 


No. 13 dated 3-12-73. 

In supersession of Postal Notice No. 18 dated December 1970 the following 
revised instructions are published for the information and guidance of all 
concerned. 

2. Except for goods included in Schedule 1 to Exports (Control) Order 1968 
export of other goods as gifts or for commercial purposes by post parcels 
will be allowed to all permissible destinations without production of 
licences under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947. 

3. With the exception of what is detailed in sub-paras (i) to (x) below 
items shown in Schedule I to the Exports (Control) Order 1968 will not 
be allowed for despatch by post unless they are covered by licences issued 

by the Export Trade Control authorities. 

(i) Commercial samples when covered under OGL No. 2 upto values 
indicated in Schedule IV to the Exports (Control) Order, 1968. 

(ii) Silver Zari goods without any monetary limit, whether for commercial 
purpose or as gift. 

(iii) Hand woven woollen Carpets and Woollen Chain stitched Rugs shown 
against item No. 23 in Part B of Schedule I to the Exports (Control) 
Order, 1968, when exported as gifts without monetary limit. 
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(iv) Footwear, all types, shown against item No. 50 in Part B of Schedule 
1 to the Exports (Control) order, 1968 upto Rs. 200 in value 
when despatched as gifts. 

(v) Handloom stripped bed-spreads known as Etawah stripes shown 
against item No. 21 (i) in Part (B) of Schedule I to Exports (Control) 
Order, 1968 upto Rs. 200 - in value for each parcel when despatched 

as gift. 

(vi) Handloom cloth of lungi design of non fast colours (including those 
having bleeding properties) and garments made there from shown 
against item No. 21 (ii) in Part B of Schedule I to Exports (Control) 
Order. 1968 upto Rs. 200/-in value for each parcel, when despatched 
as gift. 

(vii) Exports of Cotton manufactures to U.K., U S.A., Austria, West Ger¬ 
many, France. Italy and Benelux countries shown against items Nos. 
21 (iii), (iv) (viii), (ix). (x), (xi) and (xiii) in Part B of Schedule I 
to the Export (Control) Order, 1968 upto Rs. 200/-in value for each 
parcel when despatched as gift. 

(viii) Cellulosic Art Silk Fabrics shown against Item No. 21 (vi) in part B 
of Schedule I to the Exports (Control) Order. 1968 upto Rs. 200/- 
in value for each parcel when despatched as gift. 

(ix) Nylon Fabrics shown against item No. 21 (xii) in Part B of Schedule 
1 to the Exports (Control) Order. 1968 upto Rs. 200/- in value for 
each parcel when despatched as gift. 

(x) Silver coins where (i) export value is not less than the price of 
silver contents, (ii) permission of the Reserve Bank of India has been 
obtained, (iii) antiquity clearance has been obtained from the 
Archaeological Department of the Ministry of Education for coins 
more than 100 years old and (iv) the relevant shipping bills are 
endorsed by a competent Customs Officer. 

4. Notwithstanding what has been stated above, exports by post will continue 
to be subject where necessary to the P.P. Form and other procedure laid 
down in the Postal Notice No. 12 dated the 25-5 1951 as amended from 
time to time regarding restrictions on the export of goods by post to 
countries outside India under the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act 1947 
(VI of 1947). 

5. The provisions of this Postal Notice will also apply to the Exports of 
goods by air postal parcels provided the parcels do not exceed 5 (five) Kg. 
In weight. 
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IMPORT POLICY FOR 
REGISTERED EXPORTERS 


Those manufacturers who undertake production of Items for the export market 
need to a varying degree certain materials/items for manufacture of the 
products exporting. The object of the import policy for registered exporters 
is to provide them by way of Import replenishment the materials required in 
the manufacture of their products for exports. 

The eligibility criteria 

Minimum export prices : For certain products, minimum export prices i.e. 
floor prices have been fixed up as export prices. Products for which minimum 
export prices i.e. floor prices have been fixed will qualify for import replenish- 
ment only If they satisfy this condition. A declaration of the exporter about his 
compliance with these condition should accompany the relevant import applica¬ 
tion. Also where the licensing authority considers that the value of the goods 
exported is over invoiced or there has been a missed declaration/wrong 
description of the goods exported, the licensing authority may refuse the 
REP licence or reduce It to the value deemed fit. Any other action under 
the import export statute or other legal provisions can also be taken. 

Policy for import replenishment 

Export made up products which comply with the description covered by the 
import policy for registered exporters are eligible for import replenishment. 

The exact provisions of the policy and the percentage of import replenishment 
and materials allowed for imports against each product as well as other con¬ 
ditions relating thereto are described below. 
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Product Groups 

The export products have been classified under various product groups such 
as Engineering Goods, Chemicals and Allied Products and so on. These product 
groups have been given alphabetical numbering e.g. 'A' for Engineering Goods 
etc. Certain product groups have been sub-devided into broad 'Categories' 
such as "Ferrous Manufactures", "Nonferrous (other than aluminium) Semis 
and Manufactures" in the Engineering Group and so on. In each Product 
Group/Category, export products have been mentioned with their Serial 
Numbers or Sub-serial Numbers. In the serial numbering there are certain 
gaps. Serial numbers and sub-serial numbers which appeared in the earlier 
policy but which are missing from this policy, have been deleted as export 
products qualifying for import replenishment. 

Materials permitted for import 

The materials permitted for import, their description and details regarding 
the import replenishment percentage etc. are described in details later on. 

The percentage figure indicated in brackets against some of the materials in 
column 4 or column 5 represents the percentage of the licenced value (i.e. 
REP entitlement) upto which import of the material concerned will be allowed. 
In such cases, the licence holder can-for more economic ordering/packing/ 
freight considerations-import relevant items more in value/quantity only upto 
5% of the specified limit within the overall value of the licence. These value 
restrictions of individual Items, however, will not apply In the following cases: 

(a) Where the REP entitlement against 'quarterly exports' for which REP 
licence is issued does not exceed Rs. 10,000 (c.i.f.) in value or 

(b) Where the REP entitlement against 'half yearly exports' for which the 
REP licence is issued does not exceed Rs. 20,000 (c.i.f.) in value. 

These relaxations mentioned above will not be available for the items appea¬ 
ring in Appendices 2 and 5 Part-B (restricted items and canalised items cove¬ 
ring petroleum products. Fertilizers, Drugs, feature films/Video films. Oil/Seeds, 
Cement, Cereals, Newsprint, Fatty Acids etc). 

CKD/SKD exports also qualify 

Where a product is exported in an assembly form either in Completely 
Knocked Down (CKD) or Semi-knocked down (SKD) condition, it is eligible 
for import replenishment under this policy. 

The raw-materials/components/consumables tools and spares which are cove¬ 
red under Appendix-2 of the import policy 1985-88 (banned/restricted items) 
will not be permitted for import except the item covered under the restricted 
list (Appendix-2 Part-B) if it is specifically described for import under 
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Column 4 or column 5 or against and advance/imprest licence issued under 
the policy in force. 

Packing materials to include items liks self-adhesive tape 

Where "packing materials" is allowed for import and the items permitted is 
packing material including paper or card board or plastic materials such as 
LDPE, the licence will also be valid for import of "self adhesive tape" as 
packing materials upto 1"' of the value earmarked for import of packing 
materials or Rs. 500/- whichever is higher within the overall value for which 

packing material can be imported against the relevant REP Licence where 

' packing materials ' appear in Col. 4 without mentioning the particular items 
allowed for import, the REP licence will be valid for import of only such 
packing materials or raw materials required for the manufacture of only such 
packing materials as are normally used for packing the relevant export 

product against which the REP licence in question has been issued. 

Against certain export products for example serial number 64. serial number 
b.11.1. etc. column 4 permits the import of itemsappearing In Appendix 3 
and Appendix 5 without mentioning the specific items. In such cases, the 
export product In Column 2 covers more than one product and it Is difficult 
to mention in column 4 itself the specific items of raw materials and com¬ 
ponents which go into the produotion of each of the export products covered 
by the particular serial number or sub-serial number. Therefore, in such cases, 
while applying for REP licences, each exporter should submit with the import 
application the list of such items as are actually used as raw materials/ 
components in the manufacture of the products exported except items which 
have been specifically excluded in column 4 or column 5. (Para 8 Appendix-1 7 
of Import Export Policy 1985-88 - Volume-1). It should be also ensured that 
only those items are included in the list which are actually used as raw 
materials and components in the manufacture of the relevant product exported . 
The licensing authority may, after due scrutiny of the list, exclude therefrom 
any Item which in his opinion is not actually used as raw material/component 
in the manufacture of product(s) exported. If at any time, it is found that 
an exporter obtained REP licence under this provision for an item which was 
not actually used as raw material/component for the manufacture of the 
product exported against which the REP licence was issued, the licence 
in question, shall be liable to cancellation. If the licence has been used by 
the time the irregularity comes to notice, the value of the licence 
shall be adjusted against the import entitlement of the exporter in any cate¬ 
gory. These actions will be without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken in this behalf under the import and export control regulations. 

Where import of Acrylic plastic off cuts is allowed in Column 4 or Column 
5 their size shall not be more than 25 cms either in length or width. 
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Wherever production of quality control/preshipment inspection certificate is 
compulsory as per Compulsory Export Quality Control and Inspection Act 
1963 or any other statute, the registered exporter shall produce such certi¬ 
ficate while claiming replenishment benefits under this Policy. Where such 
inspection is not compulsory as above, exporters may approach the Export 
Inspection Agency or other statutory agencies concerned on voluntary basis, 
for issue of such certificates, wherever test certificates are required showing 
the quality and contents of the different materials constituting the export 
products, such certificates will also be furnished by the exporters. The grant 
of REP licences will be subject to the production of these certificates, wher¬ 
ever applicable. This provision will also apply to grant of REP licences on 
supplies of indigenous materials against valid Import Licences as per the 
Policy In force. 

In respect of carbon steel and alloy steel wherever allowed in Column 4 and 
Column 5 against various products in this Appendix, the following clarifi¬ 
cations are made : 

(a) Wherever 'CRCA sheets' are permitted, the same shall be understood to 
mean 'Carbon Steel CRCA sheets' only. 

(b) Wherever as per provisions of Appendix 17 of this Policy stainless steel 
coils/strips/sheets/circles are imported it would be in cold rolled condition 
only. 

(c) 'High Carbon' shall mean carbon contents 0.6" and above.

The following type of exports fall in this category of "deemed exports" and 
will also qualify for the benefits of REP licences as prescribed earlier for the 
registered exporters.

(c) Leather goods, namely footwear, hand bags belts, purses, etc; 

(d) Carpets, Rugs, druggets, durries and namdhas; 

(e) Cotton Sarees, Cotton dress materials. Cotton table linen, bed spreads 
bedcovers, cotton stoles, scarves, shawls and cotton furnishing 
materials: 

(f) Ready-made garments; 

(g) Silk fabrics and made-up articles, including furnishing material; 

(h) Consumer electronic items; 

(I) Disc records; 

(J) Books/statlonery; and 

(k) Stainless steel utensils/cutlery, 

2. Supplies made to IBRD/IDA aided projects in India where such supplies 
are made under the procedure of international competitive bidding: 

3. Supplies made in India to United Nations Organisations or under the 
Aid Programmes of United Nations and other multi-national agencies, at 
international prices and paid for in free foreign exchange. 

4. Sales to foreign shipping companies, where payment is received in foreign 
exchange or in Indian Rupees obtained from the exchange of foreign 

currency; 

5. Supplies of fitment items (of capital goods nature) to Indian shipyards 
building ocean going ships; 

6. Supplies made in India to projects financed by multilateral or bilateral 
assistance, either under international competitive bidding or under limited 
tender required under the procedure governing multilateral/bilateral assi¬ 
stance and allowing tendering to parties from both India and abroad 



(This will apply to supplies made to projects as a result of tenders 
opened by the project authorities on or after 11th December. 1981); 

7. Supplies made in India to units to free trade zones or 100', export 
oriented units, according to the policy laid down under the respective 

schemes; 

8. Supplies made in India of 'intermediate products" to holders of advance 
licences under the scheme of supply of intermediate products (Reference 
Appendix 19-Import and Export Policy Volume-I) 

9. Supplies at international prices of raw materials, components, machinery, 
equipments, instruments, accessories, tools, howsoever described) to 
ONGC. Oil India Limited and Gas Authority of India Limited, both for 
their off-shore and on shore exploration, drilling and production opera¬ 
tions in pursuance of offers/contracts based on such offers^orders. 

10. Other supplies made in India against international competitive bidding 
where the payment is received in free foreign exchange. 

Exports not qualified for REP benefits 
The following exports will not qualify 

(i) Exports to Bhutan except supplies made by Indian suppliers against 
payment in free foreign exchange by United Nations agencies in 
connection with their Aid Programmes or supplies made to IBRD-IDA 
aided projects; 

(ii) Exports to Nepal and Afganistan except those paid for in free foreign 
exchange or in accordance with the procedures for procurement under 
IBRD/IDA/ADB regulations; 

(iii) Exports under barter deals or under trade promotion agreements entered 
into by public sector enterprises in India with overseas buyers, unless 
otherwise provided v\/ith prior Government approval in the relevant barter 
deal or trade promotion agreement; and 

(iv) Exports to Bangladesh against commodity grants under the Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notice No. 3-ETC (PN)/75 dated 25.1.1975. 

Export on Consignment basis 

In case of exports on consignment basis, the exporter will be eligible to get 
the benefits only after the proceeds have been realised against the final 
sales The import replenishment rate in such cases would be that in force 
on the date of realisation of sale proceeds. 

Additional benefits for exports made through Indian Vessels 

In respect of exports made through Indian vessels, the registered exporter 
will be eligible for REP licence under the Import policy for registered exporters 
In accordance with the relevant provisions (as prescribed in the statement 
earlier in this chapter), at the rate of import replenishment higher by 10*'' 
of the normal rate i.e. 11% instead of the normal 10"' ^nd so on. 
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Import of technical designs and drawings against REP licences 

Import of technical designs, drawing or other documentation and/or facilities 
for type testing abroad may be allowed to manufacturer exporters against 
REP licences upto Rs. 5 lakhs in value (or Rs. 20 lakhs in value in the 
case of units which exported select products at least 25% of their production 
in any of the two previous financial years subject to minimum of Rs. 5 
lakhs, or which exported select products of at least Rs. one crore in FOB 
value in any of the two previous financial years) in each case during the 
licensing year for which an endorsement on REP licence will be made, on 
request by the licensing authority concerned. The manufacturer-exporter 
should send post-facto intimation to the Director Genera! of Technical Deve¬ 
lopment (Import and Export Policy Cell), New Delhi, immediately after the 
import has been made. Requests for import of these items of higher value 
may also be considered by the licensing authority concerned in consultation 
with DGTD. 

The facility for import of technical designs etc. upto Rs. 20 lakhs in value, 
available as described above to manufacturer-exporters having a minimum 
performance as laid down, can be availed by them either against their 
exports as per policy, or against valid REP licence acquired by transfer in 
accordance with the import policy. The licensing authority, while making 
an endorsement on REP licence for the purpose under this para shall also 
impose Actual User condition. Where the manufacture-exporter intends to 
transfer the balance value of the REP licence, in question, under the provi¬ 
sions of the import policy, the licensing authority may, on request, issue a 
separate non-transferable licence for import under the para described above, 
by corresponding reduction in the value of the concerned main REP licence. 

The facillity described in paras above will be issued by the manufacturer- 
exporter only for the purpose of authorised production. 

REP licence will also be valid for the import of computer tags/cards, printed/ 
woven labels, printed polyethylene/ polypropylene bags, illustrated catalogues 
pictures, albums and mailing lists/pricing/marking / coding equipments/hand 
operated labelling upto 2% of the value of each licence and within its overall 

value. 

In cases where the items mentioned above are supplied free of charge, customs 
clearance permits will be considered, provided the items are used for the 

purpose of exports only. 

Registered exporters may be granted Customs Clearance Permit for import of 
labels and other items as mentioned above supplied free of charge of a value 
equal to 1% of the f.o.b. value of their exports during the preceding year of 
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readymade garments covered by the product group O'. The Customs Clear¬ 
ance Permits will bear a condition that the imported article will be used 

for exports only. 

Import of Samples by Registered Exporters 

Samples imported by exporters for export production purposes will be exerript 
from import control restrictions if such samples are imported against blanket 
released of foreign exchange provided by the Reserve Bank of India for travel 

abroad. 


Technical Samples 

Manufacturer-exporters can import technical samples valued upto Rs. 20,000 
c.i.f. under OGL 4 provided these are supplied free of charge by foreign 
suppliers. Customs authorities will also take a liberal view in allowing 
clearance of such samples which are imported as personal baggage of the 
manufacturer-exporter. Export Promotion Councils, Trade Development Autho¬ 
rity and Export Houses/ Trading houses can also import technical samples 
under OGL 4. subject to the conditions laid down therein. 


Import of samples may be allowed by the customs authorities without import 
licence in case where (i) the value does not exceed Rs. 10,000, (ii) the 
importer is a registered manufacturer-exporter and produces evidence to this 
effect to the customs authorities at the time of clearance. The authorised 
dealers in foreign exchange may open letters of credit or make remittance 
on behalf of the registered manufacturer-exporter against such imports after 
satisfying themselves about the bona-fide of the applicants and their com¬ 
pliance with the conditions stipulated above. 


Import of Samples for Product Development against REP Licences 


REP licences issued to a Registered Exporter on his own exports will be 
valid within the value of the licence for the import of samples required for 
product development by the registered exporter himself or by his supporting 
manufacturer, upto Rs. one lakh provided the import of each type of sample 
is not more than two in number. This limit will be Rs. 50.000 for others. 
This facility will not be available for import of the following items: 


1. TV Set 

2. Air Conditioner 

3. Refrigerator 

4. Cooking Range 

5. Washing machine 

6. Moter Cycle, Scooter and Moped 

7. Tape recorder 
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8. Amplifier 

9. Radiogram 

10. Camera/Movie Camera 

11. Golf Set 

12. Watch 

13. Electric Shaver 

14. Hair Dryer 

15. Movie Projector 

16. Flash gun 

17. Exposure meter 

18. Motor vehicle (car, jeep, bus, truck, tractor etc) 

19. Office machines/equipment 

20. VCR/VTR 

21. Computer (including personal computer, word processing system and 
Desk Top Computer). 

But this restriction will not apply to the import of TV set. Air conditioner. 
Refrigerator, Radiogram, Tape recorder, Amplifire, Flash gun. Two-wheeler, 
moped, scooter and motor cycle, by a manufacturer-exporter who is an Actual 
User (Industrial) himself manufacturing such item(s). 

Manufacturer exporters requiring to import samples for value higher than their 
permissible as limit discussed in the para above against REP licences can 
apply to the licensing authority concerned for suitable endorsement on the 
recommendation of the Export Promotion Council, Trade Development Autho¬ 
rity, or other registerering authority concerned. 

Special facilities to Registered Exporters 

(a) A manufacturer-exporter holding a valid REP licence issued in his own 
name against exports of select products manufactured by him will be 
eligible to import within the overall value of REP licence items of raw 
materials, components, consumables, spares and packing materials which 
are related to select products exported or manufactured by him either in 

the same factory as the one from which the'goods were exported against 

the REP licences concerned or in some other factory of the same name 
of the manufacturer. However, in respect of items covered by sub-para 
(b) below, import will be subject to the value restrictions indicated 
against the different categories of licence holders. The special facility 
will be subject to the following conditions : 

(i) Items mentioned in Appendix-2 and Appendix-5 Part B of the Import 
Policy Volume-1 will not be allowed to be imported. Import of 
(i) Raw silk, and (ii) Component/modules of electronic watches, 
clocks and time pieces will also not be allowed. 


(ii) Import of instruments will not be allowed under this facility. However, 
import of testing, measuring, and quality control instruments used in 
electronic industry will be allowed upto 20% of the face value of the 
licence subject to a single item not exceeding Rs. one lakh. 

(iii) Import of tools including consumable tools will be allowed under this 
facility subject to the value restrictions on items referred to at SI. No. 1 

in sub-para (b) below. 

(iv) Additional import replenishment wherever provided in column 5 against 
certain SI. Nos. in the statement giving details of REP licences given 
earlier in this chapter will not be allowed to be used for this facility. 
Against such additional import replenishments, only the items specially 
permitted in column 5 will be allowed. 

(v) Import of components under this para by DGTD and textile machinery 
manufacturing units which are or which have been subject to phased 
manufacturing programme will be governed by the List Attestation Pro¬ 
cedure. 

(vi) Single item for which the value limit is provided in this para will have 
the same meaning as defined in para 7 of Import & Export Policy 
Volume-1 reproduced below : 

"A reference to single item, wherever it appears in this policy shall 
mean : An item will count as one even if It may be used in various 
sizes and specification e.g. ball and roller bearings, etc. will be treated 
as a single item. Secondly, the value limit for a single item, wherever 
referred to in this policy would apply to : 

(a) a single entry wherever there is no sub-classification thereunder; 

(b) a sub-classified item having its own sub-entry number; 

(c) a group of items of the same nature having descriptive heading 
under the same entry/sub-entry number; 

(d) the totality of electronic items included under entry No. 607 in 
Appendix-3 Part-A.“ 

(vii) The imports when made will be subject to Actual User Conditions. 

(viii) REP licenes to be used for the facility under this para shall be "non- 
transferable" and shall be endorsed accordingly. 

(b) Value restrictions 

The different categories of REP licence holders, face value restrictions for 
import of items, value limits for import of single item in Appendix-3 or 
Appendix-5 Part A based on the replenishment percentages indicated in 
column 3 in the statement giving details on REP benefits against the rele¬ 
vant export products and conditions subject to which import is allowed are 
given below ; 
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The flexibiirty in the utilisation of REP licences allowed to manufacturer- 

exporters in sub-para (a) above is extended to the merchant export/trading 

houses subject to the following conditions 

(i) The items allowed for import are only those which are actually required 
as raw materials, components, spares and packing materials by the 
supporting manufacturer of these export/trading houses. These shall 
also be subject to the conditions laid down in sub—para (a) above. 

(ii) The materials imported under these provisions shall be disposed of 
only to the supporting manufacturers subject to Actual User conditions. 
A list of such supporting manufacturers whose products have been 
exported by the export/trading houses will be furnished in advance to 
the licensing authority concerned alongwith (a) consent letters in 
writing in original from these supporting manufacturers and (b) a 
photostat copy of the valid Registration Certificate/Industrial licence 
held by such supporting manufacturers. The list once furnished shall 
not be allowed to be changed in the course of the licensing period. 
The list so furnished by the export/trading houses shall form part of 
the REP licence endorsed under these provisions and shall be subject 
to the condition that the materials imported shall be disposed of to 
the Actual Users named in that list. In the case of export houses, 
the list shall not include more than 50 such supporting manufacturers. 
This restriction shall not, however, apply to trading houses. 

(iii) Each export house and trading house availing of the facility under 
this para shall furnish separate quarterly returns to the port licensing 
authority ^concerned giving the description and value of the items 
imported by them and disposed of to Actual Users with their complete 
addresses and Industrial Registration Nos. etc. Each such quarterly 
report should reach the licensing authority concerned within a month 
from the expiry of the quarterly period, failing which the facility 
provided under this para shall be withdrawn for the rest of the licensing 
period. The export/trading house will also be liable to actions under 
the Import & Export (Control) Act 1947, and the Order issued thereunder. 
A copy of the quarterly returns referred to here shall also be submitted 
by the export/trading ;house to the concerned sponsoring authority 
of the supporting manufacturer to whom the imported materials under 
this facility have been supplied. 

In the case of sub-para (b) above where the items in Appendix-3 or 
Appendix-5 Part A proposed to be imported are already figuring in column 
4 or column 5 (excluding items for which additional replenishment for specific 
items are granted) in Appendix-17 of this Policy against the relevant export 
product, the manufacturer-exporter will be eligible to import the items con¬ 
cerned either to the extent specifically permitted in Column 4 or Column 5 



or general conditions, if any, laid down in Appendix 17 (see statement) or 
to the extent permitted under sub-para (b) obove, whichever is more 

favourable to him. 

The facility available in sub-para (a) above will also be available to manu¬ 
facturers who are not registered but whose select export products are exported 
by other manufacturer-exporters or merchant exporters. While submitting the 
application for issue of REP licence, the applicant exporter concerned will 
furnish declaration giving the name and address of the manufacturer whose 
select products were exported stating that the REP licence may be issued in 
the name of manufacturer with suitable endorsement under para 204. On 
such a declaration, the REP licence will be issued in the name of the manu¬ 
facturer concerned with endorsement of the facility under this para in the 
same manner as laid down. This provision is, however, not available - 

(I) for issue of licences to other manufactures of the same or similar 
products ; or 

(ii) manufacturers of packing materials of the select products concerned ; or 
(iil) to export/trading houses. 

If an exporter claiming facility under this para requires a part value of the 
licence separately issued for importing column 4 or column 5 items provided 
In Appendlx-17 (see statement) against the serial numbers in question, the 
port licensing authority concerned will consider such requests. However, the 
different restrictions relating to percentage or import of items specified in 
para above will be available only for the face value of the remaining part of 
the licence for which an endorsement under the provision Is granted. 

For availing of the facilities under this para, an endorsement on the REP 
licence is required from the licensing authority concerned. The licensing 
authorities will work out separately the c.i.f. values of import of items per¬ 
missible under sub-para (b) and specify such value limitations while making 
these endorsements. 

Manufacturer-exporters seeking the facility provided in this para will be 
required to produce Export Performance Certificate issued by the Export 
commissioner in the office of the Chief Controller of Imports Exports, 
New Delhi, as an evidence of having achieved the required level of export 
performance. This certificate will, however, be necessary only in case the 
manufacturer seeks endorsement for the higher value limit, if any, in column 
7 of sub-para (b) discussed earlier. 

The facilities under this para will be available in respect of REP licences 
issued after 1.4.1985 irrespective of the export period to which they belong. 
The endorsement made under para (a) of this policy on REP licences issued 
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after 1.4.1985 against exports effected prior to 1.4.85 will also be subject 
to the conditions laid down in this policy. 

Units exporting 100% of their production—special facilities 

Manufacturer-exporters who have been in production during last 3 years 
and have exported 100% of their production of select products during the 
preceding one year but are not approved as such under the scheme of 
100% export oriented units may be allowed to import any item appearing 
in Appendix-3 (limited permissible items) and Appendix-5 Part-A (canali¬ 
sed items through Public Sector Agencies) within the overall value of a 
valid REP licence acquired by transfer in accordance with the import policy 
in force. Such import shall be subject to the following conditions: 


(i) The licensing authority will allow endorsement upto a value not excee¬ 
ding 100% of the value of REP licences obtained by the concerned 
unit during the preceding year against exports of such select products 
manufactured by it, and which qualify for import replenishment at a rate 
not more than 50%. 

(ii) Requests for endorsement under this provision will be entertained by 
the regional licensing authorities concerned, subject to the prescribed 
conditions. 


(iii) The request for endorsement should be accompanied by a photostat 
copy of the Export Pereformance Certificate issued by Export Commis¬ 
sioner showing that the unit concerned exported 100% of its product¬ 
ion of select products during the preceding year. 




The request for endorsement should be accompanied by a list of items 
to be imported. The items should be those as are related to the select 
product (s) exported by the concerned unit or related to the select pro¬ 
ducts proposed to be manufactured (within his licence/reg.strat.on) and 
exported, and which appear in Appendix 3 or Appendix art o 
policy. 


-he REP licence sought to be endorsed should 

>f at least 3 months in its period of validity as on the date on w^ ch 
equest for endorsement is received by the concerned l.censmg authority.

The licence endorsed shall be marked "Non-transferable ’. 

The list of select export products eligible for the facility under this 
provision is given in Appendix-12 of the policy. 


(vili) Import of the following items 


shall not be allowed under this provision : 


(a) Raw silk, silk fabrics/thread/yarn/waste/noils. 



(b) Components/modules of electronic watches, clocks and time pieces 
mentioned in Appendix-5 Part A. 

(c) Instruments. 

(d) Items mentioned in Appendix 2 and Appendix 5 Part B. 

(ix) A condition shall also be imposed on the licence that it shall be subject 
to Actual User' condition and the entire production of select products 

of the unit shall be exported. 

(x) The manufacturer-exporter availing of facility under this provision will 
execute a legal undertaking to the effect that his entire production of 
select products will be exported within 18 months from the date of import 
of the first consignment. 

(xi) The licence holder shall furnish to the licensing authority concerned 
reports of imports and exports on a quarterly basis, within one month 
of the expiry of the concerned quarterly period, giving c.i.f. value, quantity 
and description of each item imported, and f.o.b. value, quantity and 
description of each product exported. 

Manufacturer-exporters referred to in the discussion above will also be 
eligible to import capital goods (whether new or second hand) under OGL 
given in Appendix-23 of the Import and Export Policy 1985-88 Volume-1 
(Annexure II to Appendix-23). For further details of this, please refer to the 
chapter on 100% Export Oriented Units. 

Re-export of Rough Diamonds 

In order to increase the unit value of export of cut and polished diamonds 
by use of appropriate rough materials, the re-export of imported diamonds 
(uncut and unpolished) other than those supplied by- 

(i) Hindustan Diamond Co Ltd. Bombay; 

(ii) MMTC, New Delhi; or 

(iii) Any other agency duly approved by the Government 
may be allowed subject to the following conditions : 

(i) The re-export does not exceed ten per cent of the c.i.f. value of reple¬ 
nishment (including Imprest) licences issued for uncut/unpollshed 
diamonds, and 

(ii) Re-export made in accordance with these provisions will be eligible 
for import replenishment at the rate of 100% of the c.i.f. value minus 
foreign exchange cost of such re-export of uncut/unpolished diamonds 
including commission, etc. i.e. only net receipt of foreign exchange 
after meeting all expenses of such re-export. 
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Applications for replenishment licences against export of such rough 

diamonds may be preferred to the licensing authority concerned alongwith : 

(a) Customs attested copies of shipping bills showing actual exports of 
roughs during a financial year; 

(b) Photocopies of REP (including Imprest) licences, received by the appli¬ 
cants for import of uncut/unpolished diamonds for the financial year 
in (a) above; and 

(c) Full particulars relating to expenses for such re-exports, including 
commission paid, if any. 


Project Exports 


How to apply ? 

The following categories of contracts will be treated as Projects Exports 


(i) Turnkey projects, namely, those which involve the rendering of services 
like design, civil construction, erection and commissioning of plant or 
supervision thereof, alongwith the supply of equipment. 

(ii) Engineering services contracts, involving the supply of services alone, 
such as design, erection, commissioning or supervision of erection and 
commissioning. 

(Mi) Consultancy services contracts, which may include the preparation of 
feasibility studies, project reports, preparation of designs and advice 
to the project authority on specifications for plant and equipment, 
preparation of tender documents, evaluation of tenders and purchase of 

plant and equipment. 

(iv) Civil construction contracts, with or without preparation of designs or 
drawings for the civil work to be undertaken. 

The categories ntentioned above are not to be treated as mutually exclusive 

and a project contract could include supply of services or equipment, coming 

under more than one of the categories. 


Turnkey projects may involve the extension of deferred payment terms to the 
buyer abroad, in the sense, that foreign exchange remittance, according to 
the contract, will not be completed within the time limit after shipment, 
stipulated in the Foreign Exchange Regulations. For expeditious clearance 
o CTosals for Turnkey projects, as also supply of equipment on deferred 
payment terms, a Working Group of financial institution has been set up 

which functions in the Industrial Development Bank of 

♦u Pxnorters can themselves clear proposals under powers dei 

gated to them. Details in this regard will be found in 

to Exporters of Engineering Goods on deferred payment Basis and Turnkey 
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Projects" published by the Industrial Development Bank of India/Reserve 
Bank of India/EXIM Bank. 

have been issued by the Reserve Bank of India 

Turnkey project exporters will have to indicate the extent of °‘^‘bv 

ment or machinery and related spares, tools and accessories ^nvi g 
them from a third country, into the project country for supply to the buyer 
as part of the project, when they forward their proposals for clearance accor¬ 
ding to the Broad Guidelines. Once the Bank or the Working Group as the 
case may be, approves the proposals, necessary permission for remittance o 
foreign exchange out of India will also be given by the Reserve Bank of 
India after completion of required formalities. No import licence will b 
required to be obtained for such third country imports into the project country. 


The project contractors requiring construction equipment, machinery and 
related spares, tools and accessories for enabling them to execute the projects 

undertaken may buy such equipments, machinery and related spares, tools 
and accessories in the project country or from third countries. The proposed 
purchase of construction equipment, machinery and related spares, tools and 
accessories will have to be indicated to the Bank or the Working Group and 
clearance obtained as part of the proposals for which clearance is sought. 
After completion of the project, such equipments, machinery and related 
spares, tools and accessories will be allowed to be imported into the coun¬ 
try by the Customs authorities without production of an import licence or a 
Customs Clearance Permit. The project contractors shall give a declaration 
to the customs authority concerned that these equipments, machinery and 
related spares, tools and accessories imported/re imported were used for exe¬ 
cution of the project (name of the project to be mentioned) and were 
either taken from India or purchased abroad for which necessary permission 
of the Reserve Bank of India or EXIM Bank of India/IDBI or the Working 
Group of the EXIM Bank/IDBI was obtained. Such contractors will also be 
allowed to re-import, without production of an import licence or a customs 
clearance permit, office equipments which they had used during the course 
of execution of their contracts abroad for at least one year on production 
of satisfactory evidence to this effect to the Customs authorities. 


Import Replenishment licence will be issued in the manner prescribed 
hereunder for the value of the items exported from India whether or not 
these are supplimented by third country import for executing a project in 
the manner prescribed above. 


The Registered Exporter in such cases will have the option to claim import 
replenishment either at the rate applicable to the totality of exports covered 
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by the project or at the rates applicable to individual parts of such exports 
This option will be available only in cases where the project contract sets 
down the break-up of plant prices item-wise. When there is no such break¬ 
up in the contract, the exporter will be eligible to claim import replenishment 
only at the rate applicable to the plant as a whole. (These provisions apply 
to exports made on or after 12th January, 1977). 

Exports through Third Party 

In respect of "third party" exports, i.e. where all or any of the export 
documents contain the names of two parties, the import replenishment 
licence as admissible under the import policy for Registered Exporters may 
be claimed by any of these two parties provided- 

(i) the claimant Is a Registered Exporter and is otherwise eligible under the 
policy, 

(li) the claimant produces a certificate of "disclaimer" from the other party 
in his favour, and 

(iii) the party granting the disclaimer. Is not itself debarred from receiving 
licence, etc. under the Imports (Control) Order, 1955. 

Note : It is clarified that the provisions of this para will not apply to import 
licences having export obligation such as Advance licences. Special 
Imprest licences. Imprest licences, Import-Export Pass-Books; and 
export obligations fixed on approved 100% export oriented units. 

Associate Exporters of STC/MMTC 

An exporter securing export order through a public sector agency namely, STC 
or MMTC, and who exports the goods in execution of that order as asso¬ 
ciate of such agency can obtain imported materials off the shelf from them 
as replenishment admissible under the import policy for Registered Exporters, 

in the following manner : 

(a) By handing over to the STC/MMTC the goods intended for export in 
execution of the export order in question; and 

(b) By handing over to the STC/MMTC the export documents in respect 
of the exports made in execution of the export order in question and 
surrendering his right to apply for import replenishment licence against 

the same export. 

Exports of new products or to new markets 

Registered exporters exporting a new product or exporting products to a 
new market will be eligible for REP license against such exports under the 
import policy for registered exporters in accordance with the provisions 
discussed earlier pertaining to the import replenishment etc. at the rate o 



import replenishment higher by of the norma! rate i.e. 11 instead of

They will be able to 
avail of the benefits only on production of such Export Performance Certificate 
to the licensing authorities concerned. Applications to the Export Commis¬ 
sioner should be sent in the form and manner as given in Annexure 9.1 on 
or before 31st October of the licensing year.

The policy pertaining to the 100'*^ export oriented units as declared by the 
Ministry of Commerce vide their resolution dated 31st December, 1980 and 
amended from time to time is explained in the following paragraphs. 

The 100% Export Oriented Unit Scheme envisages an industrial unit offering 
for export its entire production, excluding rejects or items otherwise specially 
permitted to be supplied to the Domestic Tariff Area. A copy of the Ministry 
of Commerce Resolution dated the 31st December. 1980 as amended, regarding 
100% Export Oriented Units appears at Annexure 10.1. 

Application for approval as a 100% Export Oriented Unit should be submitted 
to the 

Secretariat for Industrial Approvals. 

Ministry of Industry

in the prescribed form (Annexure 10.2) alongwith relevant foreign collaboration 

orm where applicable. These applications will be considered by a Board 
headed by the Commerce Secretary. 

Industrial units, approved by the Board, set up for this purpose will alone 
e e igible for import of capital goods, raw materials, components and spares 
etc., required by them for export production under the Scheme. While giving 
Its approval, the Board will also decide the percentage of value addition in 
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the product to be exported as well as the description of the product to be 

exported. 

Such approvals will be subject to the conditions given below ; 

(a) The entire production and operation of the 100% Export Oriented Unit 
shall be in a Customs-bonded factory. The Collector of Customs/Central 
Excise concerned will provide the bonding facilities for the factory 
premises on payment. Normal procedure that is applicable for Customs 
bonding will be followed, including transit bond for the purpose of goods 
being taken from the port of importation to the factory ; 

(b) Import of capital goods permitted is to be effected within two years 
from the date of issue of the Letter of Approval. For any additional 
requirements of capital goods, over that permitted initially, the unit will 
have to apply afresh to the Board of Approval ; 

(c) No export benefits like cash assistance or replenishment licences would 
be admissible on any export or supplies effected by a 100% export 
orienetd unit ; 

(d) The entire production shall be exported except (i) rejects upto 5% or 
such percentage as may be fixed by the Board; (ii) supplies effected in 
the Domestic Tariff Area not exceeding 25% of the total output as per 
procedure ; and (iii) supplies effected in the Domestic Tariff Area under 
global tender conditions ; 

(e) The items permitted for import under OGL and the conditions applicable 
thereto are contained in the OGL. For their other import requirements, 
if any, not covered under OGL, such as air-conditioners required for the 
factory, the unit concerned will have to obtain import licence from the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi. Applications will 
be considered on merits, having regard to indigenous angle and other 

conditions. 

(f) The unit will have to show a minimum value addition of 20% or such 
percentage as mentioned in the Approval Letter/Letter of Intent. For 
this purpose, all foreign exchange out-go attributable to the 100% 
export oriented unit and supplies procured from the domestic tariff area 
of raw materials, components and consumables shall be taken into 
account. Formula for calculating value addition is given in the application 

form (Annexure 10.2). 

(g) A unit approved under this scheme shall execute a bond or legal agree¬ 
ment (Annexure 10.3) with the licensing authority concerned, undertaking 

to fulfil the export obligation prescribed. Failure to discharge the expor 
obligation will render the unit liable to the payment of customs duty 
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on the material imported at the value at the time of import and at the 
rates in force at the time of clearance without prejudice to any other 
actions that may be taken under the Customs Act, 1962 and the Imports 
and Exports (Control) Act 1947 and the Orders issued thereunder. 
Exemption from customs duty on imports by lOO’p export oriented units 
will be subject to such other orders as may be issued separately by the 
Department of Revenue, Ministry of Finance, New Delhi. 

(h) Within a month of the close of each financial year, the unit concerned 
shall furnish an account to the concerned licensing authority in regard 
to (i) the quantity and value (c.i.f. or the price paid, as the case may 
be) of items directly imported or supplies obtained from the domestic 
tariff area: (ii) the quantity and f.o.b. value of items exported outside 
the country; (iii) sales of rejects permitted; (iv) sales permitted upto 
25% of production to the domestic tariff area; and (v) supplies to domestic 
tariff area under the global tender condition. The approved unit shall also 
furnish quarterly returns indicating the progress of implementation of 
the project in the form as prescribed directly to the Export Commissioner 
In the office of the CCI&E. The annual returns as well as other returns, 
as may be prescribed by the Board of approval, will be sent through 
the Customs/Central Excise Officer attached to the industrial unit con¬ 
cerned. Failure to submit the above periodicals/returns may result in 
with-holding of permission for disposal of rejects, etc. 

(i) Wherever an existing industrial unit is operating both as domestic unit 
as well as an approved 100% export oriented unit, it should have two 
distinctly different names for the two units. It is clarified that it Is not 
necessary for the approved 100% export oriented unit to have a separate 
legal entity. However, it should be possible to distinguish the import 
and export or supplies effected by the 100% Export Oriented Unit, though 
not having separate legal entity, would not be eligible to be considered 
for the benefits of any provisions under this policy other than those 
expressly provided for 100% EOUs. 

(j) While applying for approval, the applicant unit should also furnish the 
list of items Including capital goods, it will need to import. In respect 
of raw materials components and spares etc. the requirements covering 
a period of 12 months in respect of each items should be given. The 
quantity should be mentioned In respect of each Item though not item- 
wise value. The value mentioned should be aggregated separately for 
(i) Capital goods and (ii) raw materials, components, consumables, 
intemediates, packing materials and spares. The list of items should 
also include items which have been placed under OGL under the normal 
Import Policy. 

Based on the approval granted by the Board, a 100% Export Oriented Unit 

will be eligible to import (without payment of Customs duty) capital goods 
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(whether new or second hand) or proto-types and technical samples, 
generating sets, raw materials, components, consumables, intermediates, 
packing materials, handling equipment like fork lifts, overhead cranes (only 
initially at the time of setting up of factory), building construction materials 
and spares under OGL in the Appendix, subject to the conditions laid down 
therein. Items banned for import in the Domestic Tariff Area in Appendix 
2 Part A of Import Export Policy are however not allowed to be imported. 
Indigenously manufactured capital goods components and raw materials will 
be allowed without payment of Central Excise duty. 


Supplies made by Domestic Tariff Area units to 100% Export 
Oriented Units : 


(a) Supplies of material handling equipment such as fork lifts, overhead 
cranes (only initially at the time of setting up of factory), building 
construction materials, consumables and spares to 100% EOUs shall be 
treated as 'Deemed Exports' and will be eligible for Import replenishment 
licences in accordance with the Import Policy for Registered Exporters, 
provided : 

i. the goods supplied have been manufactured in India; 

ii. the supplier is a Registered Exporter and is otherwise eligible to 
the import replenishment licence under the Policy in force. 


(b) The supplier's relevant invoice in such cases should be got endosred by 
the Custom/Central Excise authorities to the effect that goods covered 
by the invoice have been received by the 100% export oriented unit 
concerned giving the name and address of the unit. 


(c) Where buyer's unit concerned has an import licence for the import 
of the same goods, the Customs authority endorsing the invoice will also 
debit the import licence making it invalid for direct import of goods 
to the extent procured locally. 


(d) The goods obtained locally under this provision whether against an 
import licence or otherwise shall be included in the account to be 
furnished by the unit to the licensing authority at the end of each financial 

year as laid down in para (h) above. The goods thus obtained locally 
shall be used for export production in accordance with the provision 
laid down for a 100% Export Oriented Unit. 

(e) The supplier of the goods can claim, if admissible otherwise, import 
replenishment licences under the import policy for Registered Exporters 

against such supplies. Import applications should be made to the licensing 
authorities concerned in the prescribed form and manner. The application 
should be supported by the following documents : 

(i) Challan for the requisite amount towards application fee. 
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(ii) Supplier's invoice duly endorsed by Customs authority to the effect 
that the goods covered by the invoice have been received by the 
buyer unit concerned. 

(iii) A statement of exports in the form prescribed in the Hand Book of 
Import-Export Procedure 1985-88. 

(iv) The value on which REP licence will be admissible will be "FOR 
destination*. 

Applications based on such supplies should be made separately and not 
included in the claim based on physical exports. 

(f) The supplier of the goods can also claim other benefits namely : 

(i) discharge of export obligation against capital goods licence or 
Industrial licence or foreign collaboration approval; 

(ii) grant of export house certificate and 

(iii) benefits, if any, available-to exporting units under the Actual User 
Policy. 

Transfer of materials from 100% Export Oriented Units to unit In 
FTZ/100% EOUs. 

Transfer of products manufactured by 100% EOUs to another 100% EOU or 
to a unit In "Free Trade Zone" may be allowed subject to the same conditions 
as prescribed in para 8 (v) of Appendix 15 of the Import Export Policy 
1985-88. 

Sale of goods by 100% Export Oriented Units in the Domestic Tariff 
Area. 

(a) Sale of goods manufactured by an approved 100% Export Oriented Unit 
may be allowed in the Domestic Tariff Area against valid import licence 
if the items sought to be supplied to the Domestic Tariff Area require 
an import licene in accordance with the import policy in force. Such 
sales shall not exceed 25% of production of the same item by the unit 
concerned during the licensing year. Within the 25% limit, the sale into 
Domestic market of the item allowed for import under OGL may also 
be allowed, subject to the conditions laid down for import as OGL. 

(b) The sale shall be effected only with the prior permission of the Export 
Commissioner in the office of the CCI&E, New Delhi. The unit desiring 
to sell its goods in the domestic market should approach the Export 
Commissioner. It should also indicate the quantity of the item sought to 
be supplied in the domestic market against valid import licence, or 
covered under OGL, and the total quantity of the same item produced 
by the unit, as on date, during the licensing year. The application should 
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be certified by the officer of the Customs/Centra! Excise In-charge of 
the bonded area. The Export Commissioner will verify that the proposed 
sale does not exceed 25% of the actual production already turned out 
by the unit before allowing sale in the domestic market. 

(c) After obtaining the permission from the Export Commissioner, the pur¬ 
chaser may prefer an application through the 100% [EOU which is to 
supply such goods in the following manner : 

(i) In respect of items which require an import licence under the Import 
Policy in force on the proposed date of sale, applications for sale 
of such items may be preferred to the Customs/Central Excise 
Officer concerned alongwith valid import licence held by the Domestic 
Tariff Area Unit (purchaser). If the valid import licence(s) produced 
cover(s) import of items proposed to be sold by the 100% EOU, 
the Customs/Central Excise Officer concerned will allow such 
supplies to the unit in DTA after suitably debiting the licence(s) 
(on both copies), making an entry of the value of supplies in the 
permission of the Export Commissioner referred to in para (b) above. 
The details like the date of supply, description of items, quantity, 
value and duty paid should be indicated while debiting the licence(s). 

(ii) If the matetial(s) proposed to be sold by the 100% EOUs does/do 
not require any import licence in accordance with the policy In 
force on the date of such sale, a 100% EOU which proposes to 
sell may prefer an application for Issue of Release Order to the 

licensing authority concerned. 

(d) The Release Order will be issued in duplicate and the value of the 
Release Order will be entered by the Licensing Authortiy in the permission 
of the Export Commissioner referred to in para (b) above. The original 
of the Release Order shall be retained by the 100% EOU after obtaining 
the acquittance of the Release Order holder for the receipt of goods and 
the value/quantity thereof. This will serve as an evidence of export by 
the concerned 100% Export Oriented Unit. The value to be treated as f.o.b. 
value of exports will be the value for which the goods are supplied or 
the value of the Release Order, whichever is lower. 

(e) The purchaser of the goods shall be liable to pay excise duty, sales tax 
and such other taxes/duties as may be leviable on the goods in question. 

(f) The sale shall be subject to the notification as may be issued by the 
Department of Revenue, Ministry of Finance, New Delhi or such other noti¬ 
fication or instructions as may be issued by them from time to time in this 

regard. 

For facilitating the units approved under this Scheme to be eligible for priority 

treatment in matters relating to setting up and implementation of their projects 


they can apply for Green Cards to the Export Commissioner in the office of 
the CCia-E. New Delhi. These Green Cards will be issued to those units 
which have taken effective steps for implementation of their projects. 

Units in Free Trade Zone. 

The Import Policy for registered exporters in the Free Trade Zone is enume¬ 
rated below : 

Licensing Authority : 

The Controller of Imports and Exports. New Kandia is the licensing authority 
for Kandia Free Trade Zone and the Deputy Development Commissioner 
(Imports and Exports) Santacruz Electronics Export Processing Zone. Bombay 
is the licensing authority for that Zone. 

Import of Capital Goods : 

(I) Import of Capital Goods into these Free Trade Zones has been placed 
on OGL. 

(ii) The Development Commissioner of the Zone will verify whether the 
machinery imported is meant for the purpose of production for which 
the importing unit has been approved in the Zone. 

(iii) Import of prototypes, office equipment and consumables for office 
equipment into these Zones has also been placed on OGL. 

(vi) Import of Diesel Generating set Into these Zones has also been placed 
on OGL. 

Import of Raw Materials, Components and Spares etc. 

Import of raw materials, components, spares etc. into these Zones has been 
placed on OGL, However, items banned for import in the Domestic Tariff 
Area under Appendix 2, Part A of the Import Policy will not be allowed to 
be imported in the FTZs under OGL. 

The importers are advised to regulate their imports under OGL in such a 
way that they adhere to the value added criterion on the basis of which 
their project was approved. The Development Commissioner of the Zone shall 
examine that the value added criterion is being observed. 

Supplies from Domestic Tariff Area (DTA) to the Zone. 

Items vvhich the units in the Zone can import under OGL, if supplied from 
omestic Tariff Area to the units in the Zone will be eligible for import 
rep eniss ment licences in accordance with the policy for Registered Exporters, 

(a) the goods supplied have been manufactured in India: 
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(b) the supplies have been made at international price; 

(c) the supplier is a Registered Exporter and is otherwise eligible to the 
import replenishment licence under the policy in force; 

(d) the supplies are made against a letter of authority issued by the Develop¬ 
ment Commissioner of the Zone; and 

(e) supplies made are not semi-finished goods. 

Units located in the Zone desiring to procure any goods from DTA for export 
production should make separate applications to the licensing authority through 
the Development Commissioner for obtaining letter of authority, indicating 
the items and their value. (No letter of authority will be required for such 
goods which are not required for export production). 

While dealing with such applications, the Development Commissioner will see 
whether the supplies sought to be made in the Zone from the DTA are 
essential for export production and will also scrutinise the prices at which 

the materials in question, are sought to be purchased. 

* 

Based on the above, the licensing authority will issue a letter of authority 
to enable the unit in the Zone to obtain supplies of goods of specified 
description and value from the Domestic Tariff Area within a specified period. 
The letter of authority will, inter alia be subject to the condition that the 
goods, in question, shall be utilised in the factory of the letter of authority 
holder in the Free Trade Zone for export production. An undertaking to this 
effect shall also be given by the applicant to the licensing authority along- 
with his application for such letter of authority. Failure on the part of the 
letter of authority holder to comply with the condition of the letter of autho¬ 
rity and the terms of the said undertaking shall render him liable for such 
action as may be taken against him in this regard. 

The goods will be allowed entry into the Zone on the strength of the said 
letter of authority. At the time of entry of the goods into the Zone, the 
customs authority or the Development Commissioner of the Zone will endorse 
the supplier's invoice to the effect that the goods covered by the invoice 
have been received in the Zone. 

The supplier of the goods can claim import replenishment licences under 
the import policy for registered exporters against such supplies. Import 

applications should be made to 

The Controller of Imports & Exports, New Kandla/Dy. Development Commis¬ 
sioner (Imports & Exports) Santacruz Export Processing Zone, Bombay in 
the form prescribed (Annexure 10.4), The application should be supported 

by the following documents : 

(a) Challan for the requisite amount towards payment of application fee. 


(b) Photostat/attested copy of the letter of authority issued by the Develop¬ 
ment Commissioner, on the basis of which the goods, in question, 

were supplied. 

(c) Supplier's invoice duly endorsed by customs authority in the Zone to 
the effect that the goods covered by the invoice have been received 
in the Zone. 

(d) A statement of exports in the form prescribed. 

(e) An undertaking/declaration in the form appended to the form of import 
application. 

Further details may be ascertained from the Development Commissioner of 
the Zone or the licensing authority concerned. 

The supplier of the goods can also claim other benefits, namely ;— 

(a) discharge of export obligation against Capital Goods licence or industrial 
licence or foreign collaboration approval; 

(b) grant of export house certificate; and 

(c) benefits. If any. available to exporting units under the Actual User Policy. 
Disposal of surplus imported goods : 

Requests for disposal of goods imported into the Zone may be considered, 
on merits, by the Ministry of Commerce, on the recommendation of the 
Development Commissioner of the Zone. The permission for disposal. If 
granted will be subject to such conditions as Government may impose. 

Sale of goods in India against Valid General Currency Area Import 
Licences : 

1. Goods manufactured in Free Trade Zone in India may be allowed to be 
sold in the DTA against Valid General Currency Area Import Licences. 
Such sale shall not exceed 25% of production of the same item by the 
unit concerned in the Free Trade Zone during the licensing year. 

2. The sale shall be effected only with the prior permission of the Develop¬ 
ment Commissioner of the concerned FTZ. The unit desiring to sell 
their goods to the DTA should, therefore, approach the Development 
Commissioner. It should also indicate the quantity of the item sought 
to be supplied in DTA against valid GCA licence and the total quantity 
of the same item produced by the unit, as on date, during the concerned 
licensing year to enable the Development Commissioner to verify that 

the proposed sale is not exceeding 25% of the production already turned 
out by the unit. 

3. After obtaining permission from the Development Commissioner, the sale 
can be effected against valid GCA licence. The Development Commissioner 
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will debit the connected import licence before the goods are allowed 

to be taken out of the Zone. To this extent, the import licence shall 
cease to be valid for further imports. 

4. The purchaser of the goods in the DTA shall be liable to pay the excise 
duty, sales tax and such other taxes as may be leviable on the goods 
in question. This shall be subject to Notification No. 13/83-Central 
Excise dated the 11th February, 1983 issued by the Department of 
Revenue, New Delhi and such other notifications or instructions as may 
be issued by them, from time to time in regard to the sale of goods 
manufactured in a Free Trade Zone into the Domestic Tariff Area. 

Transfer of Goods imported into Free Trade Zone. 

The following procedures will apply to the transfer/loaning of goods imported 

Into Free Trade Zones : 

(i) The imported materials can be transferred or given on loan to another 
unit in the same zone with the written permission of the Development 
Commissioner of the concerned Zone. 

(ii) The goods imported into Free Trade Zones will not be allowed to be 
given on loan to units situated outside the Zone. 

(iii) Where a unit situated in the zone is unable to utilise the imported 
goods for the purpose for which these were imported or the material is 
surplus to its needs, it may transfer that material to an eligible Actual 
User outside the Zone or to a public sector agency, with the prior 
written permission of the licensing authority concerned provided 

(a) the case has been recommended by the Development Commissioner 
of the concerned Zone and the sponsoring authority of the buyer (where 
the buyer is an Actual User) (b) the Customs Authorities in the Zone 
have no objection to the goods being taken out of the Zone on pay¬ 
ment of customs duty and other charges if any. 

(iv) In the event of the Board of Approval allowing debonding of a unit in 
Free Trade Zone or granting permission for disposal of capital goods, 
imported raw materials, or components etc., rendered surplus with the 
unit, the customs duties on debonding 'disposal will be leviable in the 
following manner : 

(a) Customs duty on Capital Goods on the depreciated value but at 
rates prevalent at the time of import; 

(b) Customs duty on unused imported raw materials and components 
on value at the time of import and at rates in force at the time of 

clearance; and 

(c) In respect of excisable goods, excise duty to be levied without 
depreciation and at rate attracted at the time of clearance. 
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(v) Supplies/transfers of materials from a unit in Free Trade Zone to a 

unit in another Free Trade Zone or to a 100% EOU may be permitted 

by the Development Commissioner subject to the following conditions : 

1. It shall be ensured that the value addition expected to be fulfilled 
by the supplier has already been fulfilled by him before the material 
leaves the unit in the Zone. 

2. The value of these goods Is accounted by the buyer for the purpose 
of value addition prescribed for him in accordance with the instruc¬ 
tions in force from time to time. 

3. For payment of duties, the original supplier will be liable, and for 
this purpose a joint bond will be taken from the seller and the buyer. 

4. Movement of materials from a unit in the Zone to a unit in another 
Zone or 100% EOU will be under Customs bond. 

5. The liability of the original supplier will remain notwithstanding the 
supplies/transfers effected by him to units in other FTZ or 100% EOU. 

6. Transit cost is to be borne by the seller. Similarly, all expenses 
incurred by the Customs on account of such movements will be 
recovered as per Procedure for Recovery to be announced by the 
Customs. 

7. Only one such transfer of goods shall be allowed and thereafter 
the goods/products manufactured therefrom shall be exported.

No. 8(15)/78-EP New Delhi, the 31st December. 1980, as amended vide 
Ministry of Commerce Resolution No. 1/5/82-EP, dated the 21st November, 
1983. 

100% EXPORT ORIENTED UNITS 

In order to bridge the increasing deficit in the balance of trade and running 
down of exchange reserves, it has become necessary to step up the growth 
of our exports. Accordingly Government have decided to implement a scheme 
to facilitate the setting up of 100% export oriented units. It has been decided 
to give such units certain concessions to enable them to meet rigours of 
foreign demand in terms of pricing, quality, precision etc. 

2. A 100% export oriented unit would imply an Industrial unit offering for 
exports its entire production excluding permitted levels of rejects. An agreed 
time phasing for achieving 100% export will be permissible on merits of each 
case. Such an unit would belong to an industry in respect of which the 
export potential and export targets have been considered by the relevant 
Export Promotion Council. The product concerned should not be subject to 
export control quota ceilings which can be reached by existing units in 
the industry. The intention is that capacity should be created which should 
result in additionality of exports and not mere substitution. 

3. Minimum value added content of 20% or more will be necessary for 
production of such a unit. Domestically procured raw materials shall be 
treated as imports for computation of value added. 

4. While approving such a unit the additional employment which would be 
generated by the proposed unit would also be taken into consideration. 

5. An illustrative list of industries which may be considered under the Scheme 
is annexed. 

6. All the units intending to set up industries under the scheme shall make 
applications to the Secretariat for Industrial Approvals, Ministry of Industry 
Department of Industrial Development, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi in the 
relevant IL/FC forms super-imposed with the words "100% Export Oriented 
Industry". These applications will be considered by a Board headed by 
the Commerce Secretary. 
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7 . 


A unit approved by the Board shall be governed broadly by the followinq 

terms and conditions :— 

(i) The unit shall undertake to manufacture in bond and to export its 

entire production fora period of 10 years ordinarily and 5 years in 

the case of products having high degree of technological change. 

The customs authorities shall provide bond facilities to such units 
wherever located. 

(ii) Import of Capital Goods, components, raw materials, spares, con¬ 
sumables. office equipments, material handling equipments, such as 
fork-lifts, over-head cranes including construction material shall be 
exempt from impoit duty. 

(iii) No export benefits like cash assistance, replenishment licences 
would be admissible on these exports. 

(iv) Import of capital goods, components, raw material and consumables, 
as required will be permitted. 

(v) Imports of necessary capital goods shall be allowed against free 
foreign exchange or bilateral credits in such a way that the cost 
of units is not unduly raised. 

(vi) Foreign collaboration may be permitted on merits of each case 

(vii) The conditions for dilution of foreign equity as stipulated in the 
Department of Economic Affairs Press Note of 19th February, 1972, 
will not be enforced in 100% export oriented cases 

(viii) So as to keep rates of return on export production competitive, 
exporting units including Large Houses/MRTP units may be permitted 
to borrow from financial institution at normal debt/equity ratio. 

(ix) Indigenously available capital goods, components and raw materials 
will be allowed without payment of Central Excise duty. 

(x) Receipts up to 5% or such percentage as may be fixed by the Board 
may be allowed to be sold in the domestic tariff area on payment 
of customs duty on imported inputs and central excise duty on the 
indigenous inputs and also central excise duty on the rejects or an 
amount equal to the aggregate of such duties. 

(xi) Time phasing for achieving 100% exports may be considered on 
merits. However in such cases exports shall have to be at least 

three fourths or more of the production. 

(xii) The gestation period for achieving export targets shall not be more 
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than two years and the period of export obligation in terms of the 
approval shall commence after the gestation period. 

(xiii) The condition of export obligation shall be subject to review by 
the Board and thequestion whether the unit can be allowed to be 
debonded after completion of export obligation period and thereafter 
allowed to produce for domestic market shall be decided in the 
light of industrial policy in force at that time, equity participation, 
indigenous capacity and protection to small scale industry. 

(xlv) On debonding after the period of export, duties shall be leviable 
as follows :— 

(a) Customs duty on capital goods on the depreciated value but 
at rates prevalent at the time of import; 

(b) Customs duty on unused imported raw materials and components 
on value at the time of import and at rates in force at the time 
of clearances; and 

(c) In respect of excisable goods, excise duty to be levied without 
depreciation and at rate attracted at the time of clearance. 

(xv) An application made for industrial licence, to the Secretariat for 
Industrial Approvals shall be treated as an application under the 
MRTP Act 1969 and simultaneous action shall betaken to process 
the same so that a single point clearance is given by the Board. 

(xvi) If any unit approved under this scheme Is unable for any reasons, 
to fulfil its exporter other obligations under this scheme, the Board 
will review the circumstances of that unit and recommended the 
future course of action to be taken in regard to that unit. 

(xvii) The units which are approved for these special facilities would 
have to execute Bond/legal undertaking with the CCI£tE and in 
case of failure to fulfil their obligations, they would be liable to 
penalty in terms of such bond/legal undertaking besides the 
penalty, if any, under the Import Trade Control Regulations. 

(xviii) Import of samples/prototypes not exceeding two in number of each 
type of sample shall be exempt from import duty. 

(xix) Import of drawings, blue prints, technical maps and charts shall 
be exempt from import duty 

(xx) Finished products shall be exempt from excise and other central 
levies. 

(xxi) The unit can supply upto 25% of its output in the home market 
provided it is consistent with the import policy, and subject to 
licences and payrr.ent of Import duties on the goods.

(xxii) Material handling equipments, such as fork-lift, over-head cranes 
and building construction materials, spares, consumables, if supplied 
to 100% Export Oriented Units by units in the domestic tariff area, 
shall be treated as 'Deemed exports'. 

(xxiii)The unit can sell its products to domestic projects under global 
tender conditions. 

(xxiv) Supplies made by units in the domestic tariff area shall be exempt 
from payment of Central Sales Tax. 

(xxv) If any unit approved under this scheme wants to take on rent or 
lease machinery (either from a foreign country or from indigenous 
sources) to be utilised in the bonded premises for producing goods 
for exports, and then to re-export or dispose of the machinery after 
the same has outlived its utility, it may apply to the concerned 
administrative Ministry/Department alongwith relevant details, with 
a copy to the Ministry of Commerce (Export Production Section), 
the DGTD or the technical authorities concerned. Such requests 
may be permitted on merits of each case.

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 17/85 

In exercise of the Powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act 1947, (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives 
general permission till further orders to the Actual Users approved by the 
Government as 100% export oriented units for the import of : 

(1) Capital Goods (whether new or second-hand) including Generating sets; 

(2) Prototype and technical samples not exceeding two in number of each 
type for product diversification or development or evaluation; 

(3) Raw materials, components, consumables and Intermediates; 

(4) Spares; 

(5) Packing materials; 

(6) Material handling equipments like Fork lifts. Overhead Cranes (for initial 
setting up of the unit only), and building construction materials; 

(7) (a) One number each of the following for Its own production/use or 

product diversification or development or evaluation : 

(I) Electric/Electronic typewriter. 

(li) Electrically operated calculating machine. 

(iii) Photocopying machine, 

(iv) Dictation Tape Recorder. 

(v) Teleprinter, if cleared by Ministry of Communications. 

(vi) PBX/PABX/ including electronically operated PBX/PABX. 

(b) Photocopying paper, calculating machine, paper rolls, toner and disper¬ 
sant for photocopying purposes, spares of the machines from (i) to 
(vi) in 7 (a) above and consumable tools required for these machines 
for a value not exceeding Rs. 5000 per year; 

Subject to the following conditions : 

(a) Import shall be subject to actual user conditions. 

(b) the goods shall be imported in customs bonded factory. 
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(c) the unit shall comply with all the conditions subject to which pay¬ 
ment of Customs duty on the imported materials is exempt; 

(d) the normal procedure that is applicable for Customs bonding will 
be followed, including transit bond for the purpose of goods being 
taken from the port of importation to the factory. 

(e) the entire production and operations shall be by/under Customs 
bonded factory. 

(f) Import of items which are banned for import in the Domestic Tariff 
Area under Appendix 2—part A of this policy will not be allowed.

(c) Present condition of the plant of machinery and Its expected residual 
life (import of machinery having expected residual life of less than 
5 years and also machinery more than 7 years old shall not be 
allowed).

(e) nature of reconditioning/repair done, if any, and the date(s) on which

(f) opinion regarding the price asked for by the suppliers and the basis 
for such opinion.

Imprest licences (including Customs Clearance Permits and Release Orders) 
are intended to supply import inputs for export production and will bear a 
suitable export obligation. The value of such licences is debited to the REP 
entitlement, if any, admissible under the policy (Appendix 17 of Import Export 
Policy 1985-88) on exports made In fulfilment of such obligation. An imprest 
licence will not be eligible for customs duty exemption. No application for 
licences under this scheme is entertained for export of cinematographic films 
(exposed). 

A registered exporter is eligible to apply for imprest licences—

There is no objection, however, to the export documents indicating simply 
the name of the manufacturer, if required, but under no circumstances these 
exports would be considered or accepted as the exports effected by the 
manufacturer. 

A merchant exporter seeking issue of licence will have to indicate the name(s) 
and address(es) of supporting manufacturer(s) where the goods imported 
shall be utilised in the manufacture. A copy of the registration certificate 
issued by the sponsoring authority concerned to the supporting manufacturer 
as well as a consent letter from him are to be produced along with the 
application. It will also be necessary for the applicant and the supporting 
manufacturer(s) involved to execute a Joint bond with bank guarantee or 
legel agreement, as the case may be. 

A supporting manufacturer who receives the imported goods from an imprest 
licence holder shall utilise these goods in the manufacture of the products 
to be exported by the imprest licence holder and supply the manufactured 
goods to the imprest licence holder. Exports will not be allowed to be 
effected by the supporting manufacturer directly in his name or on behalf 
of or on account of the imprest licence holder. 

In the case of the following export products, however, the applicant merchant 
exporter need not indicate name(s) of the supporting manufacturer(s) 

(i) EPNS and German Silver-ware; 

(ii) Leather manufactures; 

(iii) Sports goods; 

(iv) Handicrafts; 

(v) Agarbattis and Chandan Dhoop; 

(vi) Natural Silk Fabrics; 

(vii) Readymade Garments; 

(viii) Woollen carpets, druggets and durries (hand made); 

(ix) Handloom products, namely, cotton fabrics and fabrics of cotton and 
wool/silk/Jute and non-fabric cotton textile items: and 

(x) Gem and Jewellery. 
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An imorest licence will be granted only if there is a minimum value add.tion 
of 33”/ from the c.i.f. value of imports to the f.o.b. value of exports. Licensing 
Lhohties may. for reasons to be recorded, decline to consider applications 
for imprest licence where they consider the minimum value addition though

The following cases are exempt under this stipulation : 

(if In respect of cases involving an exporter who desires to 
^ the items permitted under Appendix 17 of Import Export Policy 1985-88 
which stipulate import poiicy for registered exporters (import replenish¬ 
ment entitlements) within the replenishment rate set down therein, he 
will be eligible to get imprest licence to the full extent of such value and 
the export obligation will be calculated at the inverse of the import 
replenishment rate i e. if the replenishment rate is 10%, the export 
obligation in f o b. terms will be ten times the c.i.f. value of the 

Imprest licence. 

(ii) If the application is for item(s) and the quantity/value conforming to 
Appendix 17 in toto, the exporter will be eligible to get an imprest 
licence for a value that would suffice for export production upto 50% 
of his annual average export performance of the relevant products during 
the preceding 3 financial years. The export obligation will be determined 
on the basis given in para (i) above. 


A registered exporter is eligible to apply for imprest liceces for items 
excluding : 

(a) Those eligible to be imported by him under OGL as per provisions of 
the import export policy in force from time to time, and 


(b) Items covered by Appendix 2 Part-B (banned items) 

items of appendices 2 Part B (restricted items) and 5 Part B (Petroleum, 
products. Fertilizers. Drugs, Picture Films/Video Films, Oil/Seeds. Cement, 
Cereals, Newsprint. Fatly acids etc. listed as canalised items through different 
agencies like IOC, STC etc.) specifically permitted for import in Appendix 17 
of the import Export Policy for .the export products involved may be allowed 
by the licensing authority only within the limits, if any, for import of such 
items under Appendix-17. If any excess value for import of these items is 
sought, these will be considered only on receipt of clearance from the CCI&E 
(EP-II Section), New Delhi. 


Application for Imprest Licence is to be submitted In the prescribed form 
(Annexure 11.1) 


The Specimen bond form and form for legal agreement for imprest licence 
are given at Annexures 11.2 and 11.3 respectively. 
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The application is to be submitted to the licensing authority concerned. 

For Import of components by a DGTD or a Textile machinery manufacturing 
unit, the list of attestation procedure discussed earlier is required to be 
followed. 

Imprest Customs Clearance Permits 

Applications for issue of Customs Clearance Permits for raw materials, 
components or consumables supplied free of cost or re-export after proces¬ 
sing in India may be considered. Similarly, applications for Customs Clearance 
Permit for goods supplied free of cost to be re-exported after jobbing, 
repairing, servicing and reconditioning in India may also be considered. A 
suitable export application shall be imposed in all such cases. Import of jigs, 
tools, fixtures, tackles and instruments relevant for such export production 
supplied free of cost may also be allowed. 

Such applications for customs clearance permit may be referred to the 
licensing authority concerned with copy to the CCI&E (EP-II Section), New 
Delhi. Imprest CCP will be issued on receipt of clearance from the CCI&-E. 

Import Export Passbook Scheme for registered Manufacturer- 
Exporter. 

This is a new feature introduced when the Import Export Policy 1985-88 
was declared. The particulars of this scheme to facilitate the exporters are 
given below : 

Objective : 

A new scheme, known as the Import-Export Pass Book Scheme, is being 
introduced for manufacture-exporters to provide duty-free access to imported 
inputs for export production. This scheme is designed to simplify systems 
for export production by eliminating procedural delays. This scheme which 
is broader in its coverage than the Advance licensing scheme, will help the 
regular registered manufacturer-exporters to obtain their requirements of 
imported raw materials etc. duty free to suit their production/export time 
schedule. The need to apply repeatedly for Advance/Imprest and REP licences 
will be eliminated with the issue of this pass book which will serve as a 
single all purpose duty free import licence. 

Eligibility : 

This scheme will be applicable only to registered manufacturer exporters 
who have been in production and regularly exporting for a minimum period 
of 3 years and who are otherwise eligible for issue of import licences. 
Import-Export pass book issued under this scheme shall be treated as a 
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licence under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act. 1947 and the Orders 
issued thereunder. The validity of such a pass book for the purpose of 
import shall be 18 months and for the purpose of exports. 27 months from 

the date of issue. 

Entitlement of Imports : 

A separate pass book for each export product shall be issued to the applicant. 
This pass book will indicate the value and items allowed for import as well 
as the export obligation thereon. Import of only those items which are 
actually required in the manufacture and export of products specified in the 
Import-Export pass book shall be allowed. Items falling under Appendix-2 
Part A of the Import Export Policy, however, shall not be allowed. Notwith¬ 
standing the permission that might have been granted to the holder of a 
pass book regarding the import of any item, in the event of its inclusion 
in Appendix-2 Part A, such permission shall cease to operate and its further 
import from the date of such change of policy shall be disallowed. 

Each pass book holder would be required to give a minimum value addition 
of 33/0 on the c.i.f. value of imports or such higher value that might be 
prescribed keeping in view the import content in the export product. Subject 
to the minimum value addition, the import entitlement will be worked out 
on the basis of the import content in the export product. For this purpose, 
first, for the export product concerned the base of exports will be worked 
out by taking the annual average exports during the preceding 3 years plus 
25% thereof or the best year's export of that product within preceding three 
years plus 10% thereof, whichever is more. On this base, applying the import 
entitlement percentage the annual import entitlement will be worked out. 
Maximum entitlment which may be allowed for import shall be times 
of this annual import entitlment. 

The exporters will be free to import within the overall value one or all 
items indicated in the pass book subject to the respective face value restriction, 
if any. indicated against individual items. 

All imports against the pass book shall be duty free. The holders of the 
pass book shall be allowed the facility of executing a legal undertaking and 
bond accompanied by a bank guarantee may not be insisted upon. 

All import and export transactions under the pass book scheme will be 
entered in the pass book by the customs authorities. 

Application : 

An eligible registered exporter would be required to apply to the concerned 
licensing office which is headed by an officer not below the rank of a 
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Deputy CCI&E within whose jurisdiction, the registered/head office of the 
company/firm is located. In case the office of the eligible importer falls 
within the jurisdiction of a licensing office which is headed by an officer 
below the rank of a Dy. CCI&E, the application shall be directly made to 
the concerned zonal Jt. CCI&E. The Import-Export pass book may be issued 
on the payment of an application fee which will be worked out on the basis 
of the maximum value of imports allowed against the pass book to the 
registered exporters as indicated above. 

Export Obligation : 

Each pass book wilt bear a suitable export obligation which shall be worked 
out in the inverse ratio to the imports entitlement. Shipping bills in 
fulfilment of the export obligation will bear the pass book number against 
which the exports are made. Exports made against the pass book in 
fuflilment of the export obligatton mentioned therein will not be entitled for 
REP licences, nor for duty drawback. The holder of the pass book shall also 
not be entitled for issue of Advance Licences/Imprest Licences for that export 
product admissible against export under the normal provisions of the Policy. 
Similarly, no REP licences against the excess entitiment that might accrue 
on account of exchange/price fluctuation, shall be admissible. Cash 
compensatory support benefits, if otherwise admissible, shall be admissible, 
on the lines of the advance licensing scheme. In other cases the above 
schemes would continue to be available. 

The monitoring of the export obligation shall be done on six monthly basis 
by the respective licensing offices which have issued the pass book. In each 
such licensing office, designated officers will personally review the import 
and export position as well as the fulfilment of export obligations that have 
become due at the end of 6 months period. 

Normally a period of 9 months shall be allowed to complete manufacturing 
process and effect exports. Therefore, the export obligation period on the 
imports made in the first quarter shall expire at the end of the fourth 
quarter i.e. export obligation on the imports made in the quarter October 
to December will be need to be fulfilled before the end of the quarter ending 

September of the following year. 

The pass book shall be finally closed after full and final accounts of all 
imports and exports have been presented to the designated officer. At the 
end of 18 months, the pass book shall cease to be valid for any further 
imports. Exports against that pass book can, however, be made till the 
expiry the export obligation as per the above para but upto a maximum 
of 27 months. The holder of the pass book within a period of one month frorn 
the date of last import/export shipment or 27 months from the date o 
issue of pass book, whichever is earlier, shall present all relevant documents 


alongwith the pass book to the designated officer. Any default in this 
regard may result in suspension of further imports against this or any other 
pass book that might have been issued \A/ithout prejudice to any other action 
that may be taken in terms of legal undertaking or Imports & Exports (Con¬ 
trol) Act 1947 and the Orders issued thereunder. A similar action may also 
be taken in the event of failure on the part of the pass book holder to 
remain present at the time of periodical reviews with the required information 
as asked for by the designated officer, and for non-fulfilment of export 

obligation due. 

With a view to maintaining the continuity of production, eligible exporters 
shall be free to apply for a fresh pass book at the end of 18 months which 
may be issued if export obligation, due upto that time has been fulfilled. 

Date of operation : 

The above provisions are in the nature of broad parameters of the scheme. 
Since all the relevant details of the scheme are still to be worked out as 
well as the forms and the pass books required for operation of the scheme 
are to be printed, the Pass Book Scheme shall be given effect from October 
1, 1985 as per provisions and details to be notitied in due course before 
that date.

necessary for the disposal/distribution in a manner and at a price as 
may be decided by the Government, in addition to recovering liquidated 
damages in terms of clauses. If the liquidated damages are not paid on 
demand. Government will be free to recover these from any cost assistance 
that may be due to the company. Any order issued by the Government 
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in this regard shall be final and binding and the company hereby 
undertakes to comply unconditionally with such an order. This shall 
however, be without prejudice to any other action that may be taken 
under the Import and Export (Control) Act. 1 947 and orders issued there¬ 
under. In the event of the failure of the company to pay the liquidated 
damage on demand, (such liquidated damages shall also be recoverable 
from any cash assistance payable to the company. Any stamp duties 
payable on this document or any documents executed thereunder shall 
be borne by the Company.

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GOLD JEWELLERY 

EXPORT PROMOTION SCHEME 


Because of the master craftsmenship of Indian craftsmen and also the 
availability of cheap labour, there is a good scope for promoting the export 
of gold jewellery and ornaments. Realising the importance of this and the 
tremendous potential, the Government of India, in the Import and Export 
Policy 1985-88, have declared a specific scheme for promotion of jewellery 
exports. The salient features of this scheme are described below: 

SCHEME FOR EXPORT OF GOLD JEWELLERY AGAINST GOLD 
SUPPLIED BY THE FOREIGN BUYER 

Export of gold ornaments and articles (other than coins) as defined in the 
Gold (Control) Act, 1968, will alone be allowed under the Scheme. Such 
ornaments and articles when studded will also be permitted to be exported 
under the Scheme. The items for export should be made of gold of purity 
not less than 0.5833 fineness which corresponds to 14 carats. 

2. The Scheme will apply to the export orders received by Handicrafts and 
Handlooms Export Corporation, New Delhi either directly or through 
their eligible associates. 

3. The following categories of persons holding valid dealer's licence under 
the Gold Control law will only be allowed to operate as eligible associa¬ 
tes of Handicrafts and Handlooms Export Corporation for the purpose 
of the scheme :— 

(i) Registered Exporters having valid Registration Certificates issued to 
them by the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council: 
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(ii) Co-operative Societies of certified goldsmiths; and 

(til) Corporations owned or controlled by Government holding Export 

House Certificates issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, New/ Delhi. 

4. The Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council will keep the parti¬ 
culars of the identification marks, if any, of its Registered Exporters under 
the Hall Marking Scheme of the Indian Standards Institution. But it 
would not be obligatory on the part of its Registered Exporters to follow 
the Hall Marking Scheme until further orders. 

Scope of the Scheme 

5. The Scheme provides for export of gold ornaments and articles against 
gold supplied, free of charge in advance by the foreign buyer concerned 
to the extent of the quantity of the gold used in the manufacture of the 
Items to be exported. Export orders should, therefore, provide for the 
supply of gold, free of charge by the foreign buyer to the extent required. 
Such gold should be received, in any case, before the export of 
ornaments or articles is allowed Export orders should provide for payment 
of manufacturing and other costs Involved, either by means of an irrevocable 
letter of credit, or payment on cash-on-delivery basis, or advance 
payments in foreign exchange received through the authorised dealer 
(Bank). The documents should be negotiated through an authorised 
dealer in foreign exchange only. The export order should relate to the 
single buyer overseas, although it may cover more than one item of 

export. 

6. A minimum value added of 15% over the value of the gold content will 
be insisted upon in respect of exports made under the scheme. The 
value added will be calculated with reference to the value of the gold 
content in the items exported, at the price notified by Handicrafts and 
Handlooms Export Corporation, New Delhi as the price of gold, at the 
beginning of each month. For example, if the f.o.b. value of the items 
to be exported is Rs. 100 the value of the gold calculated at the notified 
price should be Rs. 87 or less. In the case of studded items, the 
total value of the gold and other items, namely, stones, gems, pearls 
and other precious metals, if any, used in the manufacture of the items 
exported, should be Rs. 87 or less. 

7. Exports of gold ornaments and articles (other than studded) made under 
the scheme will not be eligible for any other incentive. Exports of gold 
ornaments and articles, when studded, made under the scheme will, how¬ 
ever, be eligible for import replenishment subject to the condition that 
the net value added will not be less than 15% as provided in para 6 
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above. For the purpose of determining F.O.B. value, the value of gold 
and other precious metals as shown in the customs attested invoice, 
shall be excluded. Import replenishment of the same items and to the 
same extent, as allowed against SI. No. P. 4 in Appendix 17, will be 

addmissible. 

8. The Handicrafts and Handlooms Export Corporation of India Ltd., New 
Delhi (HHEC) has been nominated as the authority to operate the scheme. 
The export orders against which exports will be allowed will be those 
as are received directly by this agency or through their eligible associates. 

Import of gold under the Scheme 

9. (1) The imported gold shall be cleared through the customs authorities 

only by the said nominated agency i.e. HHEC either on their own 
behalf where the export orders are received by them or on behalf 
of their eligible associates, where the export orders have been received 
through such associates. In the latter case, the exporter shall have to 
authorise the HHEC to act as its agent to file the Bill of Entry and 
clear the imported gold from the Customs as also to file the relevant 
Shipping Bill for making the corresponding exports through the 
customs. 

(2) The HHEC will also obtain a general permission from the Gold Control 
Administration for receiving the gold on import into India. 


10. Import of pure gold under the scheme will be allowed by the Customs 
authorities to the designated agency I.e. HHEC on the basis of an 
exemption order, whether general or specific, issued by the Reserve Bank 
of India, for the purpose of the scheme. In respect of each consignment 
of imported gold, HHEC will execute before clearance a bond with the 
customs authorities undertaking to export gold equivalent to the entire 
quantity of the imported gold as input in the finished gold jewellery or 
articles, within the period stipulated in the contract or within such further 
time as may be allowed by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi, and to pay customs duty leviable on that quantity which Is 
not proved to have been exported. In the case of export orders received 
by the eligible associates of the HHEC, it will be for the HHEC to secure 
corresponding guarantees from their such associates separately, to eusure 
compliance with contractual obligations. 


11 . 


The HHEC shall be required to deposit the imported gold in Government 
of India Mint at Bombay or Calcutta either on the same day on which 
the gold is cleared through the customs or, at the latest, by the following 
day, and to obtain a proper receipt from the Mint authorities. Since Mint 
facilities exist only at Bombay and Calcutta, the gold imported under this 
scheme should be allowed to be imported only at these two places. The 
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imported gold will be converted by the Mint into standard bars of. 995 
purity. The corresponding exports will be allowed by the customs authorities 
only on their satisfaction on the basis of the Mint receipt that the required 
quantity of gold used in the manufacture of the items sought to be exported, 
was received by the Government of India Mint. 


Export of gold ornaments etc. under the Scheme 

12. The articles to be exported under the scheme will be manufactured out 
of the gold procured from the domestic market. After the exports have 
been made, and the gold content used in the exported items verified, the 
HHEC will obtain the requisite quantity of gold from the Mint for being 
used as replenishment for the gold used in the items exported, in the 
manner as may be prescribed from time to time 

13. Exports under the Scheme will be allowed only by air-freight and through 
the customs houses at Bombay, Calcutta. Madras or Delhi. 


14. Where the export order Is received by the HHEC directly In its own name, 
the shipping bill for the relevant exports will be filed by the HHEC in its 
own name as required under the customs regulations. In cases where the 
export order has been received through the eligible associates of the 
HHEC, the shipping bill for the relevant exports will be filed in the name 

of HHEC on account of the concerned associates whose name and address 

will also appear on the shipping bill. Such shipping bills shall also contain 
an endoresment by HHEC certifying that.the export is being made against 
an order received through the concerned associate and registered with 
HHEC giving also the date on which it was registered with them and 
certifying that the gold for the execution of the export order, m question

ment the HHEC will satisfy itself about the quantity of gold used in the

Of the purity of gold used is 
the same in respect of all or some of the items to be exported, the 
exporter may give the total weight of gold and the total value of such 
items as are of the same purity, instead of giving their details itemwise). 

In the case of studded items, the shipping bill should show, in addition 
to gold content as above, the description/weight/value of the stones/gems/ 
pearls used in their manufacture, as well as the weight/value of any other 
precious matels used for alloying gold 

16. Each shipping bill as endorsed will be valid for exports made only through 
the customs house located at the place where the HHEC's office which 
made the endorsement is situated. It will be valid for shipment for a 
period of seven days from the date of the endorsement by HHEC, excluding, 
however, the date on which the endorsement was made. If the exports 
can not be made within this period, the exporter should file a fresh shipping 
bill. No extension in the period of shipment will be allowed in respect 
of any shipping bill. 

17. At the time of export, the exporter shall present to the concerned customs 
authority, alongwith the shipping Bill, three copies of the connected 
invoices as well as other documents as may be required by the customs. 
Before allowing the export, the said authority will, inter alia :— 

(i) do the necessary checks to verify that the weight and the purity 
of gold used in each item for export is as per the exporter's decla¬ 
ration in the said documents; and 

(ii) satisfy itself that the export value (minus the cost of gold) declared 
by the exporter is in accordance with the Customs Act and the 
Foreign Exchange Regulations Act 

18. The weight and purity of the gold content of the items so passed for 
export will be verified by the customs authority on the relevant shipping 
bills. The customs authority will also attest the connected invoices and 
return two copies of the shipping bill and the connected invoices—one 
copy to the person who presents the export documents and the other 
copy to the office of HHEC directly. 

19. The exporter shall, within 15 days from the date of export, submit to 
the same office of HHEC which endorsed the shipping bill, an-applica- 
tion in the prescribed form and manner for release of gold and attach 
thereto the customs attested invoice, customs authenticated shipping bill 
and the bank certificate in original evidencing the negotiation of docu¬ 
ments and the flight number by which the consignment was exported. 
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The HHEC will, after verifying the documents, release the gold to the 
exporter to extent of the gold used in the manufacture of the jewellery 
exported as certified by the customs on the shipping bill. 

20. For the purpose of calculating the quantity of gold to be issued, the 
HHEC will multiply the weight of the gold content of the exported item, 
as certified by the Customs authority which allowed the export, by the 
following whichever is appropriate :— 

(i) Their caratage divided by 24, If the declaration is in carats; or 

(ii) Their fineness if the declaration is in fineness. The figure of pure 
gold so calculated will be rounded to the nearest 10th of a gramme. 
No allowance will be allowed for any wastage. 

21. When the export order was secured directly by HHEC and the exports 
were made by them on their own, the quantity of gold used in the items 
exported will be taken by HHEC on its records for replenishment after 
having satisfied itself with respect to the quantity to which it is entitled 

Applicability of Gold Control Law 

22. The HHEC shall maintain a complete account consignment-wise of the 
gold imported for execution of each export order, the exports effected 
and the quantity of gold released against such exports. At the end of 
each quarter viz., 30th June, 30th September, 31st December and 31st 
March, the HHEC shall submit a report to the Reserve Bank of India, 
Ministry of Commerce, the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports and 
Jurisdictional Collector of Central Excise of Customs, as the case may be, 
indicating the total quantity or gold Imported, the total quantity of gold 
used in exports effected and the total quantity of gold released as 
replenishment against exports thus effected. In order to get a discharge 
of its obligations under the bond executed by it with the Customs autho¬ 
rities the HHEC will furnish to the concerned Collector of Customs a 
statement indicating the Bill of Entry No. against which gold was im¬ 
ported for execution of the contract, date of imporatation, quantity of gold 
imported, number of each of the Shipping Bills against which correspon¬ 
ding shipments of ornaments/articiss were made description of the goods 
exported and the gold content in respect of each Shipping Bill as certified 
by the concerned customs authorities. Such applications for the cance¬ 
llation of bond will have to be made immediately after the completion 
of the shipment of all the ornaments/articles to be exported against a 
particular contract or the expiry of the period of export stipulated in the 
relevant contract with the foreign supplier of gold, whichever is earlier. 
In cases where any of the shipments of ornaments/articles are made 
through a Custom House other than the one through which the corres¬ 
ponding import of gold was effected, the HHEC, with their application 
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for cancellation of the bond, will also furnish copies of the Shipping. 
Bills against which exports are effected through Custom House other 
than the one through which gold was imported. Further details of 
supplementary procedures, checks and instructions, if necessary, would 
be furnished by the Collector of Customs concerned. HHEC would, for 
this purpose, get in touch with the Collectors. 

23. The entire transactions under the Scheme will be subject to all the 
provision of the gold control law 

24 The following branches of HHEC will release gold in accordance with 
the scheme :—

Subodh Mullick Square. Calcutta. 

(iv) The General Manager, HHEC of India Ltd., Sudarshan Building, 16 1. 
Whites Road, Madras. 

SCHEME FOR EXPORT OF GOLD ORNAMENTS AND ARTICLES FOR 
SALE AT APPROVED EXHIBITIONS 

Under this Scheme, export of gold ornaments and articles (other than coins) 
defined in the Gold (Control) Act, 1968, will alone be allowed. The items 
for export should be made of gold of purity not less than 0.5833 fineness 
which corresponds to 14 carats. 

2. (1) The export will be made by HHEC or Its associates. The eligible 

associates will be the following categories of persons holding valid dealer's 
licence under the Gold Control Law :— 

(1) Registered Exporters having valid Registration Certificates issued to 
them by the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council ; 

(ii) Co-operative Societies of certified goldsmiths ; and 

(iii) Corporations owned or controlled by Government holding Export 
House Certificates issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, New Delhi. 

(2) Export will also be permitted by others if approved by Reserve Bank 
of India and the Ministry of Finance provided they hold valid dealers 
licence under the Gold Control Law and RCMC issued by the Gem 
and Jewellery Export Promotion Council. 
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3. Under this scheme, exports will be made on consignment basis for holding 
exhibitions with the specific or general approval of the Reserve Bank of 
India. The description of each item exported, its total weight/value, and 
the weight and purity of its gold content, shall be clearly given. In the 
case of studded items, in addition to gold content as above, the description/ 
weight/value of the stones/gems/pearls used in their manufacture, as well 
as the description/weight/value of any other precious metals used for 
alloying gold shall also be given. 

4. At the time of export, the customs authority will check to verify that 
the weight and purity of gold used in each item for export is as per the 
exporter's declaration in the relevant shipping bill. 

5. The export shall be subject to the conditions that (i) the items exported 
which are not sold abroad shall be re-imported into India within 15 days 
of the close of the exhibition, and (ii) in respect of the items sold abroad, 
the gold content thereof shall be imported as replenishment not later than 
one month of the close of the exhibition. The Handicrafts and Handloom 
Export Corporation of India Limited shall execute a bond to this effect 
with the Coustoms Authority before export is allowed. In respect of 
exhibitions organised by others (approved as per para 2 above), such 
bonds are to be executed by the organisers themselves. 

6. A minimum value added of 13 per cent over the value of the content will 
be insisted upon in respect of the goods exported and sold under the 
scheme. The value added will be calculated with reference to the value 
of the gold content in the items exported and sold. For example, if the 
f.o.b. value of the item exported and sold is Rs. 100, the value of gold 
to be replenished shall be Rs. 87 or less. In the case of studded items, 
the total value of the gold and other items, namely, stones, gems 
pearls and other precious metals, if any, used in the manufacture of the 

item exported and sold shall be Rs. 87 or less. 

7. Purchase of gold as replenishmerrt will be rrrade abroad with the assistance 
of the State Bank of India or their duly authorised agent at the place 
where the exhitibion is held. It will be ensured that the price of gold 
paid is such that it does not at any time erode the prescribed minimum 
value added of 15 per cent for the jewellery exported. For the purpose 
of calculating the quantiiy of gold, the weight of the gold content of 
the exported item, as certified by the Customs authority which allowed 
the export, will be multiplied by the following whichever is appropriate 

(i) Their caratage divided by 24, if the declaration is in carats; or 

(jj) Their fineness if the declaration is in fineness. The figure of pure 
gold so calculated will be rounded to the nearest 10th of a gramme. 
No allowance will be allowed for any wastage. 
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8 The gold imported into India as replenishment by HHEC will be deposited 
with the Government of India Mint for subsequent release to eligible 
associates The HHEC shall be required to deposit the imported gold in 
Government of India Mint at Bombay or Calcutta either on the same 
day on which the gold is cleared through the customs, or at the latest, 
by the following day and to obtain a proper receipt from the Mint 
authorities. Since Mint facilities exist only at Bombay and Calutta, the 
gold imported under this scheme should be allowed to be imported only 
at these two places. The imported gold will be converted by the Mint 
into standard bars of. 995 purity. The HHEC will obtain the requisite 
quantity of gold from the Mint for being used as replenishment for the 
gold used in the items exported and sold in the exhibitions abroad. 

9 In the case of Registered Exporters other than HHEC and its associates, 
replenishment of gold, wherever admissible, will be through the State 
Bank of India as per provisions in Annexure III to this Appendix. For 
this purpose, a registered exporter (other than the HHEC and its associ¬ 
ates) need only submit the documents specified in para 10 below. 

10. The following documents will be submitted for claiming replenishment 
of gold against export of gold ornaments and orticles sold at exhibitions 

abroad :— 

(1) Customs attested invoice representing the exports made for the pur¬ 
pose of exhibition. 

(2) Certificate from (i) the HHEC in respect of exhibitions conducted by 
them or (ii) Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council for exhi¬ 
bitions conducted by others indicating the particulars as per form 
prescribed in Appendix XVIIl of the Hand Book certifying, among 
others, that the payment against sales in exhibition/s has been 
repatriated to India and surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control. 

(3) Bank certificate in the Form given in Annexure III to Appendix 
XIV-D of the Hand Book indicating the receipt of payment in foreign 
exchange. (The time limit for submission of an application will be 
reckoned from the date of payment as shown in the bank certificate). 

(4) Where an applicant is unable to produce bank certificate as the 
documents were not negotiated though the bank, the licensing autho¬ 
rity may accept the documents in (2) above if it is satisfied on the 
basis of other evidence that the payment for goods in question has 
been received through authorised channels. 

11. Exports and sales of gold ornaments and articles (other than studded) 
made under the scheme will not be eligible for any other incentive, 
except replenishment of gold to the extent as laid down in this scheme. 
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Exports of gold ornaments and articles, when studded, made under this 
scheme, will however be eligible for import replenishment subject to 
the condition that the net value added will not be less than 15% as 
provided in para 6 above. For the purpos of determining f.o.b. value, the 
value of gold and other precious metals as shown in the customs attested 
invoice, shall be excluded. Import replenishment of the same items to 
the same extent, as allowed against S. No. P 4 in Appendix 17, will be 
applicable. 

12. The HHEC will maintain complete record of exports made, goods sold 
abroad, goods re-imported and the gold purchased abroad and imported 
into India. At the end of each exhibition, the HHEC shall submit report 
to the Reserve Bank of India, the Ministry of Commerce, the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports and the Jurisdictional Collector of 
Central Excise and Customs, giving complete account as aforesaid. 

13. The Gold Control regulations will apply as appropriate. 

14. The HHEC will produce to the customs authority concerned, the letter 
in original or its certified copy, containing Government's approval to 
the holding of the exhibition concerned. In respect of exhibitions orga¬ 
nised other than through HHEC, the Organisers concerned will have to 
produce to the Customs authority concerned letter in original or a 
certified copy containing the approval of the Reserve Bank of India and 
the Ministry of Finance. 

GOLD JEWELLERY EXPORT PROMOTION AND REPLENISHMENT 
SCHEME 

Scope of the Scheme 

Export of gold ornaments and articles (other than coin) as defined in the 
Gold (Control) Act, 1968 will alone be allowed under the scheme. Such 
ornaments and articles when studded will also be permitted to be exported 
under the scheme. The items for export should be made of gold of purity 
not less than 0.5833 fineness which corresponds to 14 carats. The scheme 
has come into effect from 25th April 1984. 

2, The scheme will be confined to the following categories of persons 
holding valid Dealer's Licence under the Gold Control Law : 

(i) Registered Exporters having valid Registration Certificates issued to 
them by the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council; 

(ii) Co-operative Societies of certified goldsmiths; and 

(iii) Corporations owned or controlled by Government holding Export 
House Certificate issued by the iChief Controller of Imports & Exports, 

New Delhi.

3. Membership of the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council will not 
be pre-requisite condition for the category (ii) above to participate in 
the Scheme to begin with, but they should join the Council within a 
period of 3 months from the date of first export. 

4. The Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council will keep the particulars 
of the identification marks, if any, of its members under the Hall Marking 
Scheme of the Indian Standards Institution. But it would not be obligatory 
on the part of its members to follow the Hall Marking Scheme until 
further orders. 

5. The scheme provides for the replenishment of pure gold to the extent 
of the quantity/value admissible thereunder, against exports made in 
accordance with it. Government will notify separately, from time to time, 
the places and price at which the gold will be sold to the Release 
Order holders. Such replenishment will be arranged through the State 
Bank of India. 

6. The scheme will be limited to exports effected against such orders as 
are backed by an irrevocable letter of credit or payment on cash-on- 
delivery basis or advance payment in foreign exchange received through 
an authorised dealer (bank). The documents should be negotiated through 
an authorised dealer in foreign exchange only. The export order should 
relate to a single buyer overseas, although it may cover more than one 
item of export. 

In case of export effected against such orders as are backed by either an 
irrevocable letter of credit or payment on cash-on-delivery basis, the exporter 
will have to give an undertaking in writing agreeing to refund the difference 
between the sale price of gold released by the State Bank of India and its 
prevailing "internal' market price, if he fails to repatriate the export proceeds 
in full or if the articles exported are rejected or returned to India. 

7. A minimum vlaue added of 15% over the value of the pure gold content 
will be insisted upon in respect of the exports made under the scheme 
and for the purpose of replenishment of gold. The added value will be 
calculated by relating the value of pure gold content in the jewellery 
exported, at the price notified under para 5 above, as ruling on the date 
on which the relevant Shipping Bill is endorsed by the licensing authority 
under para 14 below, to the f.o.b. price of the items to be exported. 
For example if the f.ob. price is Rs. 100/-, the value of pure gold should 
be Rs. 87 or less. In the case of studded items, the total value of pure 
gold, stones or gems or pearls as well as other precious metals if any. 
used in their manufacture, should be Rs. 87 or less. 

8. On furnishing (i) an undertaking as provided in paragraph 6 and (ii) 
the declaration as provided in paragraph 17 of the scheme that no 
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realisation of foreign exchange against exports made under this scheme is 
outstanding beyond a period of two months from the date of shipment 
the release order issued by the licensing authority may be honoured by 
the State Bank of India even prior to the realisation of the export pro¬ 
ceeds in foreign exchange. 

9. Exports under the scheme, shall be allowed only by Air-freight and 
through the Customs House at Bombay/Calcutta/Madras/Delhi/Jaipur. 

10. Export of gold ornaments and articles (Other than studded) made under 
the scheme will not be eligible for any other incentive. Exports of gold 
ornaments and articles, when studded, made under the scheme will, 
however, be eligible for import replenishment subject to the condition that 
the net value added will not be less than 15% as provided in para 7 
above. For the purpose of determining f.o.b. value, the value of gold 
and other precious metals as shown in the Customs attested invoice, 
shall be excluded. Import replenishment of the same items and to the 
same extent, as allowed against SI. No. P. 4 in Appendix 17, will be 
admissible.

The application should be supported by a certified copy of the export orde 
referred to in para 7 above. Where the price contracted for on c '.h 
basis, the applicant shall also declare the estimated f.o.b. value thereof 
the application for the export. (For the purpose of replenishment 
gold only the f.o.b. value will be taken into consideration). 
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12. The shipping bill should, inter alia, contain the exporter's declaration 
about the weight and the purity of gold used In each item to be exported, 
and the f.o.b. value of the items to be exported. An extra copy of the 
Shipping Bill should also be furnished. (If the purity of gold used is the 
same in respect of all or some of the items to be exported, the exporter 
may give the total weight of gold and the total value of such items as 
are of the same purity instead of giving their details itemwise). In the 
case of studded items, the shipping bill should show. In addition to the 
gold content as above, the descriptlon/weight/value of the stones/gems/ 
pearls used in their manufacture as well as the weight/value of any other 
precious metal used for alloying the gold. 

13. The licensing authority will, after satisfying itself about the minimum 
value added as set down in para 8 above, make an endorsement on the 
Shipping Bill to permit export, if the application is otherwise in order. 

14. Each Shipping Bill, as endorsed, will be valid for exports made only 
through the Customs House located at the place where the licensing office 
which made the endorsement is situated and for a period of seven days 
from the date of the endorsement, excluding, however, the date on which 
the endorsement was made (In the event of the exporter being unable to 
effect exports during the period of the said validity, he may apply afresh; 
no request for extension of validity will be entertained under the scheme). 

15. At the time of export, the exporter shall present to the concerned Customs 
authority, along with the Shipping Bill, three copies of the connected 
invoice as well as such other documentation as may be required by the 
Customs Before allowing the export, the said authority will interalia : 

(i) do the necessary checks to verify that the weight and the purity of 
gold used in each item for export are as per the exporter's declaration 
in the said documents; and 

(ii) satisfy itself that the export value declared by the exporter is in 
accordance with the Customs Act and the Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act. 

16. The weight and the purity of the gold content of the items so passed 
for export will be verified by the Customs authority, on the relevant 
shipping bills. The Customs authority will also attest the connected 
invoice and return two copies of the shipping bill and the connected 
invoice to the exporter. 

17. The exporter shall, within 7 clear working days after the exports have 
been made and without waiting for the realisation of the sale proceeds 
in foreign exchange submit to the same licensing authority as that which 
endorsed the Shipping Bill, an application, in the prescribed form and 
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manner, for the issue of a Release Order, and attach thereto the Customs 
attested invoice, the customs authenticated Shipping Bill and the Bank 
Certificate, in original. Alongwith the application for issue of a Release 
Order, the exporter should also furnish a declaration, duly signed by him, 
certifying that no realisation of foreign exchange against exports made under 
this scheme is outstanding beyond a period of two months from the date of 
shipment. The licensing authority, will after verifying the documents, issue 
a Release Order so as to enable the exporter to secure the replenishment 
of the pure gold-content of the items exported as above, if the application 
is otherwise in order. 

18. No Release Order issued under the Scheme shall be transferable and 
each Release Order will be valid for a period of 15 days from the date 
of its issue. 

19. The Release Order will be expressed in terms of 0.999 fineness and for 
a value determined at the notified price as ruling on the date on which 
the relevant Shipping Bill was endorsed by the licensing authority. Both 
quantity and value shall be limiting factors in the case of each Release 
Order. 

20. For the purpose of calculating the quantity of pure gold to be set down 
in the Release Order, the licensing authority wHI multiply the weight of 
the gold content of the exported items, as certified by the Customs 
authority which allowed the export, by the following whichever is 
appropriate :— 

(i) their cartage divided by 24, if the declaration is in carats; or 

(ii) their fineness, if the declaration is in fineness. 

No allowance will be made for any wastage and the figure of pure gold so 
calculated will be rounded to the nearest tenth of a gramme. 

21. (i) In the case of "Meenakari" items, a deduction of 3 per cent will 

be made in the weight of pure gold as calculated above for the 
purpose of import relenishment under the scheme. 

(ii) In the above cases, both quantity and value will continue to be 
limiting factors. 

22. The licensing authority will endorse a copy of the Release Order to 
the designated office of the State Bank of India located within the area 
of its own jurisdiction, which is authorised to sell gold under the scheme. 

23. The said designated office of the State Bank of India will sell the gold 
to the Release Order holder at the notified price as ruling on the date 
of its sale. Where gold of purity less than 0.999 is sold, the State Bank 
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of India will be entitled to make necessary quantitative adjustment, but 
within the value limit of the connected Release Order. It will sell the gold 
in multiples of 10 gramme only. Any balance so left unserviced against 
a Release Order—or a group of Release Orders presented by the same 
exporter, on the same date and to the same designated office of fhe State 
Bank of India—shall be available to the Release Order-holder along with 
his future entitlement, the State Bank of India will grant him a certificate 
to that effect. 

24. Every Release Order shall be surrendered by the holder, in original, to 
the State Bank of India at the time of the purchase of the gold as 
above, against proper acquittance. 

Applicability of Gold Control Law 

25. Gold bought from the State Bank of India under the Scheme shall be 
subject to all provisions of the Gold Control Law.

Procedure for Export of Gold Jewellery. 

27. The procedure for export of gold jewellery is being notified separately. 
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28. The Scheme for export of gold jewellery against gold supplied by the 
foreign buyer as notified in Public Notice No. 39-ITC(PN)/80 dated 
the 14th October, 1980, and included as Appendix 22, Annexure 1 to 
the Import and Export Policy for April 1985—March 1988, Volume I, 
will co-exist along with this scheme. 

SCHEME FOR SETTING UP SPECIAL EXPORT ORIENTED COMPLEXES 
FOR MANUFACTURE OF GOLD JEWELLERY 

Manufacture of gold jewellery will be permitted in special export oriented 
complexes. These special export oriented complexes will be governed by the 
provisions of the 100% export oriented units scheme as detailed in Appendix 
23 of this Policy, except that : 

(a) nothing, including the rejects, manufactured in these complexes 
will be permitted to be sold in the domestic tariff area ; 

(b) the specific requirements of jewellery manufacturing units, including 
machines. Equipment, consumables and ancillaries will be determined 
on a case by case basis, from a list of items which will be drawn up; 

(c) the format for the bond for the units in these complexes, which 
will be for a period of ten years, will be drafted specially by the 
Ministry of Commerce ; 

(d) as soon as a unit is debonded, it will no longer be permitted to 
function within the complex; and 

(e) on a unit being debonded, gold, other precious metals alloys, gems 
and other material available for manufacture of jewellery will be 
handed over to an agency nominated by the Ministry of Commerce 
at the price to be determined by that agency. Ministry of Commerce 
will identify such an agency, and issue appropriate notification. 

2. To start with, the complexes will be permitted at five centres, viz. Delhi, 
Jaipur, Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 

3. The decision to extend the facility of setting up such complexes at other 
centres will be taken on merits by the Ministry of Commerce. 

4. Special export-oriented complexes will be identified by the trade or may 
be sponsored by either State Government or a public sector enterprises 
of the State or Central Government and the proposals from individual 
enterpreneurs will be coordinated either by the sponsoring agency or 
the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council. 

5 Each building complex so identified for a complex of units for jewellery 
manufacture will serve as a common facility, all costs, including for the 
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Customs staff, being shared by the enterpreneurs operating in the complex 
on the basis laid down by the sponsoring agency. 

6 A Site Selection Committee will be constituted by the Ministry of 
Commerce which will be responsible for marking recommendations to 
the Board of approval regarding the locational suitability of the complexes 
from the view point of security and Customs bonding arrangements. 

7. The recommendations of the Site Selection Committee as well as indi¬ 
vidual applications of units wishing to function in a complex will be 
considered by the Board of approvals for 100% EOUs. 

8. In the case of gold jewellery manufacturing units operating in these 
complexes, the facilities to be allowed for import of capital goods, 
prototypes, technical samples, consumables, spares and packaging material 
will be separately worked out as approved by the Board of Approvals, 
and a separate notification will be issued. 

9. The units in these complexes will be permitted in accordance with the 
procedure applicable to the 100% EOU scheme and the stipulation laid 
down in para 10 below, to directly import all raw material, intermediates 
and components, including gold alloys, carat gold, coloured gold, precious 
metals including platinum and palladium, sockets, frames, mountings, 
gems and stones. Gold of 0.999 fineness and purity will, however, not 
be allowed except through the State Bank of India or any other agency 
designated by the Ministry of Commerce in consultation with the Gold 
Control authorities, the Central Board of Excise & Customs and the Chief 
Controller of Imports 8- Exports and. in such cases, special identification 
marks will be stamped by the Government Mint at Bombay. 

10. The assessment about the quantity of imported material required for 
manufacture by a particular unit will be determined on the basis of the 
potential of export and its periodical requirement according to a cycle 
of turnover indicated by a unit and approved by the Board of Approvals. 
The limits of quantities determined initially may be reduced or enhanced 
by the Board of Approvals in the light of export performance, orders in 
hand or the capacity of production, established on the basis of the 
recommendations of the Export Commissioner or any other officer desig¬ 
nated for re-assessment by the Board of Approvals. 

11. Dealers licences under the Gold Control Act for units approved by the 
Board of Approvals for operation in jewellery complexes will be obtained 
by the units. 

12. Membership of the Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council will 
not be a pre-requisite condition to participate in the Scheme to begin 
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with but they should join the Council within a period of three months 
from the date of first export. 

13. Export under this scheme shall be allowed only by air freight through 
the Customs Houses at Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, Delhi and Jaipur. 

SCHEME FOR MANUFACTURE OF GOLD JEWELLERY IN FREE 

TRADE ZONES 

Manufacture of gold jewellery will be permitted in FTZs. Units set up in FTZs 

for manufacture of gold jewellery will be governed by the provisions of the 

FTZ scheme as detailed in Appendix 15 of Import Export Policy, except that: 

(a) nothing. Including the rejects, manufactured in these complexes will 
be permitted to be sold in the domestic tariff area; 

(b) the specific requirements of jewellery manufacturing units, including 
machines, equiprr.ent, consumables and ancillaries will be determined 
on a case by case basis, from a list of items which will be drawn up; 

(c) in the event of a unit ceasing its operations, gold, other precious 
metals, alloys, gem and other material available for manufacture of 
jewellery will be handed over to an agency nominated by the Ministry 
of Commerce at the Price to be determined by that agency. Ministry 
of Commerce will identify such an agency, and issue appropriate 
notification. 

(d) minimum value added content of 30% or more will be necessary for 
production in such a unit. 

2. To start with, such units will be permitted in the FTZs at FALTA, 
Madras, Cochin and NOIDA. 

3. The decision to extend the facility of setting up such units at other 
FTZs will be taken subsequently by the Ministry of Commerce. 

4. In the case of gold jewellery manufacturing units operating in these 
Zones, the facilities to be allowed for import of capital goods, prototypes, 
technical samples, consumables, spares and packaging material will be 
separately worked out as approved by the Board of Approvals, and a 
separate notification will be issued.

The objective of the scheme of registration of export houses and the grant 
of special facilities to them is to strengthen their negotiating capacity in 
foreign trade and to build up a more enduring relationship between them and 
their supporting manufacturers.

The products which do not feature in the list of select products are treated 
as ''non-select products". 

Eligibility criteria 

The eligibility for the grant of export house certificates shall be determined 
on the basis of the exports actually made in the proceeding financial years 
which shall be treated as "base period". The general conditions governing 
the eligibility criteria for such registration are listed below : 

a) The annual average f.o.b. value of exports in the prescribed base period 
of Select Products, should not be less than Rs. 3 crores or those of 
non-select products, Rs. 7 crores. 

b) The prescribed minimum set down above shall be only Rs. 75 lakhs and 
Rs. 3 crores respectively in the case of a Small Scale Unit holding 
permanent registration certificate issued before 1st April of the licensing 
year by the sponsoring authority concerned. At least 50% of the export 
should be direct exports of its own manufacture. 

c) There will have to be exports in each one of the three years covering 
the prescribed base period; the exports in each one of the three years 

will have to be at least 10% of the exports in the preceding year. Subject 

to this, exports of only those products will qualify for recognition as 
have been made ragularly by the applicant at least during any of the two 
years of the prescribed three—year base period. 

d) Direct exports made in the name of the applicant, as evidenced by the 
following documents, will be counted 

(i) Export orders/export contracts (in his own name). 

(ii) Bank certificates (in his own name). 
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(iii) Invoice (whether or not they indicate the name of the manufacturers 
of the goods exported) in his own name. 

(iv) Exports made as an associate of the State Trading Corporation or 
other similar public sector enterprise may also be counted if such 
exports are otherwsie acceptable provided 

a. all the REP benefits on the exports In question have been made 
available to the applicant. 

b. the name of the applicant appears in any of the relevant docu¬ 
ments, with or without the name of the Public Sector Enter¬ 
prise, and 

c. the Public Sector Enterprise certifies that the applicant has made 
a significant effort in effecting the connected exports. 

e) The value of the export of Select Products may be reckoned for making 
up any deficiency in the prescribed minimum exports of Non-Select 
Products. 

f) Invisible earnings of foreign exchange by way of erection charges, 
consultancy/collaboration fees, ship repair, net foreign exchange earned 
by way of commission received from foreign buyers twoards services 
rendered to them in execution of export orders placed by them in India, 
and the like will also count on par with Select Products for determining 
eligibility. The net earnings by way of commission will, however, be 
counted only to the extent of not more than 10% of the minimum 
prescribed f.o.b. value of exports on the basis of which Export House 
Certificate can be claimed under the policy. 

g) In determining the eligibility of an applicant, other than a small scale 
manufacturer, the value of the exports of the products made by small 
scale Industries will be reckoned at twice the actual f.o.b. value of such 
exports. 

h) In determining the eligibility of applicant, exports of new products and/ 
or to new markets, as defined and laid down, made during the preceding 
financial year will be reckoned at twice the actual f.o.b. value of such 
exports. 

i) "Deemed" exports referred to earlier will count on par with other exports. 

j) Foreign exchange earnings on account of royalties for books will be 
treated on par with exports of select products for eligibility purpose. 

k) The applicant is registered with F.I.E.O. 

It may be clarified that only registered exporters can apply for Export House 
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Certificates. For the purpose of granting eligibility certificate or their renewal, 
the minimum export performance shall be taken as the annual average of 
the 3 years of the base period or the exports in the immediately preceding 
year provided the applicant fulfils the conditions laid down in para (c) above. 
Re-exports will not qualify for this eligibility purpose. 

This would mean that no benefits are admissible in the case of imported 
goods which are re-exported in the same State without indicating any pro¬ 
cessing or manufacturing operation in India. No benefits will also be admissible 
under the import policy for registered exporters in the case of export of spares 
as free replacement during warrantee/performance guarantee period. For 
the purpose of granting eligibility certificate or the renewal and for calcula¬ 
ting entitlement for additional licences, the exports of fresh fruits/vegetables, 
cut flowers and decorative plants shall be treated on par with the export of 
select products manufactured by the small scale unit. 

The following aspects will also be considered in determining the eligibility: 

a) structure, functioning and trade development programmes of the applicant, 

b) his managerial capacity including technical, financial and services resources, 
testing facilities and other quality control measures adopted by him etc. 
and 

c) involvement in the export of the products of small scale industries as 
well as the assistance by way of availability of imported inputs and 
the like provided to supporting manufacturers. 

It is expected that export houses will diversify their range of export products, 
however, diversification would not necessarily mean export of goods more 

than one product group. 

Export Houses of Small Scale Industries 

To encourage and assist the export efforts of small scale units on their own, 
such units holding permanent registration certificate granted before 1st April 
of the licensing year by the sponsoring authority concerned will be permitted 
to set up Consortia to organise the sales of their own products abroad. 
Similarly, a co-operative society of small scale units will also be permitted 
to do so. Such Consortium or a co-operative society of small scale units 
will be eligible for grant of an Export House Certificate on the following 

basis 

(a) the applicant is a corporate body or a partnership firm ora Co-operative 
Society having a distinct legal entity and is registered as an Exporter. 

(b) all the members of the applicant Consortium are small scale or cottage 
units. New members can also join the consortium after the issue of 
Export House Certificate with the approval of Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports. However, there shall be a minimum of two SSI units for a 


consortium. If the number of such units at any time falls below this 
minimum limit, the holder of the certificate should immediately inform 
this fact to the CCI & E. In such a case, the Export House Certificate 
issued shall also automatically cease to be valid for operation. 

(c) the minimum limit prescribed for Select Products or Non-Select products 
for grant of the Certificate will be Rs. 75 lakhs or Rs. 3 crores respectively. 
(The minimum exports may be either in the immediately preceding year 
or as the annual average of the three years of the base period). There 
will have to be exports in each one of the three years covering the 
prescribed base period; the exports in each one of the three years will 
have to be at least 10% of the exports in the preceding year. 

Such consortium obtaining REP licences on the exports of products 
manufactured by its member units, will be eligible to the facility provided 
in praa earlier for the import of raw materials, consumables, spares and 
packing materials required by its member units, subject to the conditions laid 
down therein. 

For the purpose of granting the first Export House Certificate to the 
consortium, direct exports of products manufactured by its member units will 
alone be taken into account, if otherwise acceptable. Thereafter, for the 
purpose of renewal, the exports made in name of the consortium alone will 
be acceptable and at least 50% of the direct exports should be of its 
constituents own manufactures. 

Grant of Export House Certificates—How to apply ? 

Eligible applicants should submit their applications to the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi on or before 31st May of the licensing year 
In the manner and form prescribed below :

(ii) Detailed information about the applicant's competency as required above. 
Application for renewal 

A registered exporter holding an Export House Certificate, the validity of which 
is due to expire in the licensing year or on the last day of the preceding 
financial year may apply for its renewal if the requirements given below are 
fulfilled. The application should be sent to the CCI&E, New Delhi on or 
before the 31st May of the year in which renewal is sought. 

(i) The applicant satisfies the conditions stipulated in the preceding paras 
regarding grant of recognition as an Export House; 

(ii) The applicant shows a minimum annual average growth rate of at least 
20% in the prescribed base period or in the immediately preceding year, 
as compared to the preceding three years of the pre-base period. 
This annual average growth rate will be calculated on the net foreign 
exchange realisation in the prescribed base period of immediately preced¬ 
ing year, as compared to the immediately preceding three years in the 
pre-base period. For this purpose, the net foreign exchange realisation 
would be the total f.o.b. value of admissible exports minus the c.i.f. 
values of all categories of Imprest licences, REP licences and Import- 
Export Pass Books, if any issued/eligible during the relevant year. 

(iii) The applicant seeks the renewal of export house certificate for the same 
category for which he was issued this certificate earlier. A switchover 
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to another category for renewal will not be permitted. As such, an 
applicant recognised as export house earlier on exports of select products 
will not be eligible for renewal based on exports of non-select 
products or vice-versa. 

Applications which do not fulfil the prescribed requirements are liable to be 
rejected. However, in respect of an applicant who has been a recognised 
Export House continuously for six preceding years, the Export House Committee 
may consider the request for renewal in the following type of cases : 

(i) The shortfall in the prescribed growth rate is not more than 25% i.e. 
growth rate achieved is not less than 15%; 

(ii) The shortfall in the minimum export performance prescribed for each year 
of the base period Is not more than 25% i.e. exports are not less than 
7.5% of the exports of the preceding year. 

The renewal of an Export House certificate in the type of cases referred to 
above shall be subject to the following conditions : 

(a) The renewal will be valid only tilt the end of the financial year in which 
it is granted; 

(b) The shortfall in the aforesaid conditions will be made good over and 
above the minimum level of performance prescribed during the period for 
which the renewal is granted. 

(c) If the shortfall is only in one of the aforesaid conditions mentioned at 
(I) or (ii) in the above para, a minimum cut of one-third shall be 
imposed on - 

(i) the value of the additional licence due; 

(ii) value of spares permissible for import as per the policy. 

(d) If the shortfalls are there in both the conditions mentioned at (i) and 
(Ii) in the earlier para, a minimum cut of two-third of 

(i) the value of the additional licence due; and 

(ii) value of spare parts permissible for import under the policy 

will be imposed 

Request for renewal which are not covered under the above paras shall be 
rejected. 

A registered exporter who has held a valid Export House Certificate for a 
period of 3 years or more and whose validity expired during any of the pre¬ 
ceding three financial years but the Export House Certificate was not renewed 
because of non-fulfilment of requirements prescribed for renewal in the 
relevant year, will not be eligible for being considered for grant of a fresh 
Export House Certificate in the licensing year. However, he can also apply 
for renewal in the licensing year and his request for renewal can be consi¬ 
dered if he 
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(a) fulfils the conditions for the grant of an Export House Certificate pre¬ 
scribed in the policy as on the date of application for renewal; and 

(b) fulfils the conditions for the renewal of the Export House Certificate for 
the intervening period during which he did not have a valid Export 
House Certificate as per conditions applicable during that period. 

In such a case, the renewal, if granted, will be effective from the year in 
which it is granted. 

The minimum growth rate to be shown for renewal by an SSI Export House 
or SSI Consortium Export House whose annual average exports of select or 
non-select products are not less than Rs. 1.5 crores or Rs. 6 crores respec¬ 
tively, or other Export Houses whose annual average exports of select or 
of non-select products are not less than Rs. 7 crores or Rs. 14 crores respec¬ 
tively will be 15% instead of normal 20%. If, however, there is a shortfall 
in the growth rate not exceeding 25% of 15%, requests for renewal of Export 
House Certificate may be considered subject to the coditions and cuts pres¬ 
cribed in the earlier para. 

Application for renewal 

Application for renewal of Export House Certificate will be made in the same 
manner as prescribed for initial grant of recognition. The form prescribed for 
renewal application appears at Annexure 13.1 

Validity of Export House Certificate 

An Export House Certificate may be valid for a period of 3 financial years 
in cases where it has been granted on the basis of annual average of 3 years 
of the base period of export performance. Where an Expprt House Certificate 
is issued on the basis of the exports in the immediately preceding year, it 
will be valid for one year only, i.e., till the end of the financial year in which 
it is granted. Similarly, Export House Certificates renewed specifically for one 
financial year will be valid till the end of the financial year in which these 

are renewed. 

It may be clarified that an existing Export House Certificate valid beyond 
30th June, 1985, will continue to be valid till the expiry date even if it is 
based on an export performance lower than the enhance minimum 
performance limits fixed. However, Export House Certificates s a e su jec 
to such amendments in the Policy as may be made from time to time. 

Import facilities available to Export Houses 

Export Houses will be granted the following facilities under the Import a 
Export Policy 1985-88. 

(i) Import replenishment (REP) licences admissible to them as Registered 
Exporters; 
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(ii) Import replenishment licences transferred to them by others; 

(iii) Import of items placed on Open General Licence in the manner set 
down hereunder; 

(iv) Additional licences as provided hereunder; 

(v) Imprest licence to the extent of 100% of the value of REP licences 
earned against their own exports made during the previous year; 

(vi) Export Houses may be allowed to import Capital Goods against REP/ 
Additional licences to enable them to set up common servicing centres 
for the benefit of their supporting manufacturers and other exporting 
units. Applications for such import will be considered by the Chief 
Controller of Imports (EP II Section), New Delhi in consultation with 
the technical authority concerned; 

(vii) Export Houses may also be allowed to Import non-OGL Capital Goods 
(other than those in Appendix I Part-A) upto Rs. 20 lakhs (c.i.f.) during 
the licensing year. 

(viii) Import of one Electronic Telephone Exchange for use in its own offlce(s) 
as laid down In the policy provided the export house has a minimum 
export of select products of Rs. 5 crores or non-select products of 
Rs. 10 crores in the preceding financial year; 

(ix) The export house whose export performance in the previous financial 
year is not less than Rs. 1 crore may be allowed to import technical 
designs, drawings and other documentations for a value not exceeding 
Rs. 10 lakhs for supply to its supporting manufacturers against REP/ 
Additional licences issued in favour of the export house. 

IRMAC Facilities to Export Houses 

(a) Export Houses whose annual export performance is not less than 
Rs. 7 crores will be allowed IRMAC (Industrial Raw Materials Assistance 
Centre) facilities, so that such Export Houses may supply raw materials 
and components (non-canalised items only) to Actual Users off-the 
shelf against valid import licences held by such Actual Users. 

(b) This facility will also be allowed to Export Houses which showed in the 
preceding year a minimum growth of 50% in their exports of select 
products, subject to their total exports of select products in the year 
before the preceding year being not less than Rs. 4 crores in value. 

Regarding the import facilities available under various heads like OGL etc. 
to the registered export house, it will be useful to refer the Import and Ex¬ 
port Policy 1985-88. In general, however, it could be mentioned that the 
export houses will be allowed to import OGL items covering capital goods, 
raw materials and spares against REP licences issued in their own name or 
transferred to them by others. The import of OGL items under this facility. 
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however, shall be subject to the condition inter-aiia that shipment of goods 
shall take place within the validity oftheOGL i.e.31st March of the licensing 
year or within the validity period of the import licence itself (without any 
grace period) whichever date is earlier. This restriction will also apply to 
licences issued before 1st April of the licensing year in respect of items 
which continue to be on OGL in the licensing year. The condition for 
registration of contracts as applicable to the import of items under OGL 
listed in Appendix 6 of the Import and Export Policy 1985-88 Volume I 
will also apply for Import of such OGL Items by export houses. Export 
houses are not allowed to import components placed on OGL for actual 
user (industrial). However, if the export house has to meet the requirement 
of imported components for an eligible actual user (industrial). It may be 
allowed to import such components against REP licences with a specific 
endorsement made therein by the licensing authority concerned. For this 
purpose, however, the export house will furnish to the concerned sponsoring 
authority the name and address of of the actual user (industrial) the des¬ 
cription and the number (quantity) of each component to be imported and 
their total value. The sponsoring authority will scrutinise the list of componets 
and clear only those items for import as are in conformity with the imple¬ 
mentation of the approved phased manufacturing programme of the unit 
concerned. 

Application for additional licence in the prescribed form given at Annexure 
13.2 should be made upto 30th September of the licensins year by those 
holding Export House Certificates valid beyond 30th June of the licensing 
year. Fresh applicants or those whose certificates expire on 30th June of 
the licensing year may apply for grant of Additional Licence within two 
months after securing the export house certificates concerned. All applications 
of Export Houses for Additional Licences shall be made to the licensing 
authority concerned within the area of whose jurisdiction the address m 

the Export House Certificate is shown. 

Foreign Exchange for Promotional Activities 

The Reserve Bank of India may allow an Export House to utilise foreign 
exchange upto 2.5% of the f.o.b. value of Its total exports in the preceding 

year for the following purposes . 

(a) Foreign Exchange expenditure on promotional activities permitted under 
the Code of Grants-in-Aid for export efforts; and 

(b) Import of testing instruments and equipment for packing and tagging 
and their spares, duly cleared from indigenous angle, and required for 

setting up Common Service Centres. 

The permit issued by the Reserve Barrk of India in regard to above will be 
valid for a period of one year from the date of its issue. 
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The above limit of 2.5% will be subject to a maximum of Rs. 10 lakhs and 
any amount in excess thereof shall be adjusted against the REP entitlement 
of the Export House on its own exports. The upper limit of Rs. 10 lakhs in 
the case of export houses whose exports of select products in the preceding 
year were atleast Rs. 5 crores in value (FOB), and for export houses referred 
to in para (b) on IRMAC facilities. 

The procedure to be followed in this regard is given below : 

ALLOCATION OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE TO EXPORT HOUSES AND 
TRADING HOUSES FOR PROMOTIONAL ACTIVITIES 

(a) Foreign Exchange expenditure on promotional activities otherwise per¬ 
mitted under the Code of Grants-in-Aid for export efforts. A list of the 
relevant export promotion activities covered by the Code of Grants-in- 
Aid is given below : 

1. Sales or Sales-cum-study teams abroad. 

2. Publications for use abroad, including journals, brochures, pamphlets, 
folders etc. for bound publicity products of the Export House. 

3. Brand Publicity projects through advertisements In news papers and 
periodicals abroad or through other useful media. Such projects. If 
not sponsored by an approved organisation under the code, should 
have prior approval of the Ministry of Commerce for assistance under 
the code. 

4. Participation in exhibitions abroad, display of exhibits in show-rooms 
abroad. 

5. Settlement of small value claims with foreign bayers. For this purpose, 
a small value claim means a claim not exceeding ten per cent of 
the f.o.b. value of the transaction to which it pertains subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 10,000. 

6. Expenditure on stamp duty, court fees stamp, advocate fee, and 
other legal expenses incurred abroad, and also expenses on adver¬ 
tisement and publicity, calendars, diaries, souvenirs, catalogues and 
other sundry materials/gift articles. 

and 

(b) Imports of testing equipment and spares and machinery, duly cleared 

from indigenous angle and considered essential for setting up common 
servicing centres. 

The above limit of 2.5% is in addition to the blanket foreign exchange 
facility separately available to export houses and large exporters from the 
Reserve Bank of India and it is subject to a maximum of Rs. 10 lakhs (Rs. 
20 lakhs In the case of Export House whose exports of select products in the 
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preceding year were at least Rs. 5 crores in value f.o.b.) and Export Houses 
whose exports of select products in the year before the preceding year were 
not less than Rs. 2.0 crores (f.o.b.) in value and increased their exports 
during the preceding year by at least 50% over the level of the year before 
the preceding year. The amount exceeding Rs. 10 lakhs/ Rs. 20 lakhs but 
within the overall 2.5% will be adjusted against the REP entitlements earned 
by the export house on its own exports. 

For Trading Houses, the upper limit mentioned above will be Rs. 60 lakhs. 
Within this foreign exchange allocation, the Trading Houses may also set 
up warehouses and offices abroad without obtaining prior approval of 
the Reserve Bank of India. They should, however, send post facto intimation 
to the Reserve Bank of India, immediately after setting up the warehouses/ 
offices abroad. 

During the licensing year the facility will be avilable on the basis of 2.5% 
of the exports made in the preceding year of all products, subject to the 
provision indicated above. 

In the Export House/Trading House Certificates issued in the licensing year, 
the total value of exports of the export house/trading house made in the 
preceding year will be indicated. This will enable them to avail of the 
provision made in this policy. In the case of those to whom Export/ 
Trading House Certificates were issued in the preceding year and which are 
valid in the licensing year, the f.o.b. value of exports for the preceding year 
will be intimated by the regional licensing authorities concerned to the 
regional office concerned of the RBI. Based on the f.o.b. value of exports 
thus made available, the RBI will issue a Blanket Pass Book to each export 
house/trading house releasing the amount of foreign exchange for the purpose, 
equal to 2.5% of the f.o.b. value of exports subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 10 lakhs or Rs. 20 lakhs or Rs. 60 lakhs, as the case may be. If an 
export house/trading house wants to utilise for this purpose an amount more 
than Rs. 10 lakhs/ Rs. 20 lakhs, Rs. 60 lakhs, but within the overall entitlement 
of 2.5% of the f.o.b. value of its exports in the preceding year by surrendering 
REP entitlements on Its own exports as indicated above, the export house/ 
trading house will approach the import licensing authority concerned with 
whom the REP entitlement is pending and surrender the REP entitlements 
on its own exports of the required amount. To the extent the REP entitle¬ 
ment is thus surrendered the licensing authority will Inform the Reserve Bank 
of India. On that basis, the Reserve Bank of India will release further 
amount of foreign exchange in the Pass Book referred to above. 

The said Pass Book will enable the export house/trading house to remit 
foreign exchange for the purposes referred to in sub-para (a) above through 
any authorised dealer in foreign exchange. The authorised dealer will debit 
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the amount thus remitted in the Pass Book under Intimation to the Reserve 
Bank of India. 

Export Houses/Trading Houses intending to utilise this foreign exchange 
allocation for import of equipments etc., referred to in sub-para (b) above 
should approach the DGTD (EP Directorate) giving full particulars of the 
goods sought to be imported, their c.i.f. value and the purpose/justifications 
for import and the name of the licensing authority which has to issue the 
licence. The DGTD will send their recommendation direct to the said licensing 
authority. Based on that, the licensing authority will issue import licence. 
The value of the licence will be debited by the licensing authority in the 
said Pass Book under intimation to the Reserve Bank of India. 

The Pass Books issued in the licensing year may be made valid by the 
Reserve Bank of India for one year from the date of issue. After the Pass 
Book has been fully utilised, it should be surrendered to the Reserve Bank 
of India (Exchange Control Department) for post scrutiny, if any, as decided 
by the Reserve Bank of India. 


Reporting and Control : 


Every Export House is required to maintain a true and proper account of 

Its exports, imports and disposal of imported items. These shall be open for 

inspection by any authority nominated by the Chief Controller of Imports and 

Exports, New Delhi. The quarterly statement shall be furnished in the required 
format (Annexure 13.3) to

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Separate quarterly Reports for imported items under special faci¬ 
lities to registered exporters : 

The export house have to furnish separate quarterly reports pertaining to 
Import and disposal of the materials brought in under this special facilities to 
registered exporters (Reference para 204 of Import and Export Policy 
1985-88 Volume I, Page 63) and for the import and disposal of the com¬ 
ponents imported by them against REP/additional licences in accordance 
with the provisions of the policy from time to time. 

Any change in the constitution, name or ownership of export house should 
be forthwith intimated to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New 
Delhi and the licensing authority concerned. In such an event, the export 
house shall cease to enjoy the facilities provided under the policy until and 
unless the concerned export house status has been got approved by the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi In favour of the new 
or re-constituted body. 

Refusal to grant, renew and cancellation/suspension of Export 
House Certificate 

If the applicant has on any occasion during the previous three years, tam¬ 
pered with the import/export licence; or has been a party to any corrupt or 
fradulent practice in its commercial dealings or in obtaining any licence; or 
if any agent or employee of the applicant has been a party to any corrupt 
or fradulent practice in obtaining the licence, under the Imports and Export 
(Control) Act or any condition of licence granted under Import/Export Con¬ 
trol Order or commits a breach of Import and Export Trade Regulations, the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports may refuse to grant/renew Export 
House Certificate for a period to be specified, after giving a Show Cause Notice. 

An Export House Certificate may be cancelled, amended, or otherwise rende¬ 
red ineffective 

(a) if the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports is satisfied that it had 
been obtained by misrepresentation or issued by oversight; or 

(b) if the Export House commits a breach of the Import-Export Policy: or 

(c) if the Export House is found, on a complaint received from a foreign 
buyer, to have committed a breach of contract or indulged in unfair 

trade practices; or 

(d) if the Export House fails to discharge an export obligation undertaken 

by it, under this policy or any earlier periods; or 

(e) if the Export House fails to furnish in time the prescribed statements/ 
returns or any other information required by Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi or the sponsoring authority concerned. 

A reasonable opportunity of being heard in the matter will be given to the 
Export House before action as above is taken. 
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An applicant who is not satisfied with the decision taken on his application 
for the grant or renewal of his certificate can represent to the Export House 
Certificate or for cancellation/amendment/suspension of Export House Com- 
mitee in the office of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports within 
45 days of the date of the said decision. The decision of the Committee 

shall be final. 

Trading Houses 

A new scheme of recognition of trading house was introduced in 1981-82. 
The objective of the scheme is to develop new products and new markets 
for export particularly from the small scale and cottage industry sectors. 
Export Houses which have demonstrated export capability and have facilities 
for testing and quality control will be eligible for recognition as trading 
houses. 

Eligibility 

The following are the eligibility criteria for qualifying as trading houses : 

An Export House having a valid Export House Certificate expiring on 30th 
June of the licensing year or on the last day of the preceding finacial year 
will be eligible to apply for recognition as Trading House, provided It fulfils 
the following conditions : 

(a) The applicant is registered with the F.I.E.O. 

(b) It has been in the export field during at least three previous years. 

(c) It has an annual average export in the previous three financial years, 
of at least Rs. 15 crores in value (FOB) of select products; these 
exports should be "direct" exports as defined in the Policy and spread 
over at least three Product Groups. These exports should include exports 
of the products manufactured by small scale units to the extent of at 
least 10% by way of direct exports, or 20% by way of indirect exports 
of the products manufactured by ancillary units. In determining the 
eligibility of an applicant, exports of new products and/or to new 
markets, as defined and laid down, made during the preceding year will 
be reckoned at twice the actual fob value of such exports. Exports of 
fresh fruits/vegetables, cut flowers and decorative plants shall be treated 
on par with export of select products manufactured by SSI units. 

(d) Amongst the three Product Groups referred to in (b) above, the f.o.b. 
value of exports in each Group should not be less than 15% of the 
export performance level achieved. The condition that the qualifying 
exports must be spread over at least three Product Groups may be relaxed, 
on merits, in cases where the products exported technically happen to 
fall in the same Product Group, but they are distinctly different from 
each other from the point of view of raw materials used in their manu> 
facture, their production process and technology and the International 
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marketing pattern. For trading houses which export select products of 
fob value of Rs. 100 crores or more in a single product group, the 
minimum value of exports of select products in each product group 
shall be at least 10% of the minimum export performance level prescribed 
for recognition. 

(e) Invisible earnings of foreign exchange referred to in sub-para describing 
the conditions for consideration of the eligibility for the export houses 
may also be taken into account for determining the eligibility for the 
purpose of recognition, to the extent of not more than 10% of the 
total minimum export performance on the basis of which recognition as 
Trading House can be claimed under the policy. 

(f) It undertakes to show an annual average growth in exports of minimum 
20% to become eligible for renewal of its status. 

(g) It has adequate financial and technical resources, especially in regard 
to quality control. 

(h) There will have to be exports in each one of the three years covering 
the prescribed base period; the exports in each one of the three years 
will have to be at least 10% of the exports of only those products will 
qualify for recognition as have been made regularly by the applicant 
as least during any of the two years of the prescribed three year base 

period. 

(i) "Deemed" exports referred to earlier will count on par with other 
exports. 

(j) Exports falling under the following categories will not qualify for 
eligibility purpose ; 

No REP benefits are admissible in the case of imported goods which 
are re-exported in the same state without under going any processing 
or manufacturing operation in India. 

No REP benefits will be admissible under the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters in the case of export of spares as free replacement during 
warrantee/performance guarantee period. Also, value of such spares is 
not to be set-off against the REP entitlements of the exporters. 

(k) Exports made as associates of State Trading Corporation or other similar 
public sector enterprise, may also be counted if such exports are other¬ 
wise acceptable, and satisfy the conditions stipulated in sub-para{d) (iv) 
of this Chapter prescribing the eligibility criteria for Export Houses. 

Whom to apply? 

Applications for the grant of recognition certificate as trading house should 

be made to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. EP-III Section, New 
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Delhi by 31st May of the licensing year In the same form to be used for 
the recognition as export house certificate. Along with the application, the 
applicant should also sent- 

(i) The statement of exports in the prescribed form certified by Chartered 
Accountant or Cost Accountant or Company Secretary who is not a 
proprietor/partner/director or an employee of the applicant or its associates : 

(ii) A note in four copies indicating the financial, managerial and technical 
resources of the applicant, especially in regard to quality control and 
information with regard to the various aspects mentioned describing 
the eligibility criteria for the export houses. The note should also give 
information in regard to the number of supporting manufacturers of 
the applicant in the large and small scale sector; and 

(iii) The relevant Certificate from the public sector enterprise in respect of 
the exports made through them. 

Applications for recognition of trading houses and its renewal is considered 
by a committee headed by the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports. The 
Committee also monitors the working of the scheme. 

Application for renewal of trading house Certificate 

The same form prescribed in the Export Houses (Annexure 13.1) is to be 
used by the applicant for renewal of trading house Certifiacte. The application 
should be submitted to the Chief Controller of Imports 8- Exports. EP-III 
Section, New Delhi by 31st May of the year in which the renewal is 
sought, subject to the fulfilment of the following conditions- 

(a) The applicant satisfies the conditions stipulated in the preceding paras 
regarding grant of recognition as a trading house. 

<b) The applicant shows a minimum annual average export growth rate of 
20% in the base period as against the preceding three financial years 
of the pre-base period. This annual average growth rate will be calculated 
on the net foreign exchange realisation in the prescribed base period as 
compared to the immediately preceding three years of the pre-base 
period and for this purpose the net foreign exchange realisation would 
be the total fob value of admissible exports minus the cif value of all 
categories of Imprest, Advance, Special Imprest and REP licences and 
Import-Export Pass Books, if any, issued during the relevant years or 
their eligibilities for these in these years. 

(c) The applicant furnishes a detailed account of its performance as a trading 
house, the type of assistance it has rendered to supporting manufacturers, 
full justification for import and utilisation of items particularly those 
appearing in Appendices 3 and 5 Part-A of the Import and Export 
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Policy 1985-88 permitted to trading houses against Additional Licences 
provided in the Policy. 

The applications which do not fulfil the prescribed requirements are liable 
to be rejected. However, in respect of an applicant which has been a 
trading house continuosly for preceding 3 financial years, the trading house 
committee may consider the request for renewal in the following type of 
cases : 

(a) The shortfall In minimum percentage of exports from SSI/Cottage Sectors 
is not more than 25% of the prescribed percentage i.e. not less than 
7.5% for direct exports and not less than 15% for Indirect exports. 

(b) The shortfall in the prescribed growth rate is not more than 25% i.e. 
the growth rate achieved is not less than 15%. 

(c) The shortfall in the minimum export performance level for each product 
group is not more than 25% of the prescribed export performance level 
achieved. 

The renewal is subject to the following conditions : 

The renewal of the trading house certificate in all type of cases referred 
above shall be subject to the following conditions : 

(i) The renewal will be valid only till the end of the financial year in which 
it is granted; 

(ii) The shortfall is only in respect of two of the three categories referred 
to in para above; 

(iii) The shortfall will be made good over and above the minimum level of 
performance prescribed during the period for which renewal is granted; 

(iv) If the shortfall is only in one of the types of cases referred at (a), (b) 
and (c) above, a minimum cut of one-third shall be imposed on 

a) the value of the additional licences due, 

b) the value of spares permissible for import; 

under the prevailing policy from time to time; and 

c) the value of items in Appendices 3 and 5 Part-A as prescribed by 
the policy from time to time and also subject to the terms and 
conditions related to such houses as per the provisions for additional 
licences being prescribed later in this chapter. 

(V) If the shortfalls referred similarly are in two categories, a minimum cut 
of two-third shall be imposed on- 

a) the value of additional licences due; 

b) the value of spares permissible for import; 

c) the value of items in Appendices 3 and 5 Part-Ai duly taking care 
of the conditions prescribed for additional licences. 


Period of validity: 

The recognition certificate issued to trading house is generally valid for a 
period of three years, the export house which get the recognition as a trading 
house will have to surrender their export house certificate. 

Facilities available to Trading Houses : 

The Trading Houses will have the following facilities under this policy : 

(i) Import replenishment (REP) licences admissible to them as Registered 
Exporters; 

(li) Import replenishment (REP) licences transferred to them by others; 

(iii) Import of items placed on Open Genera) Licence in the manner set 
down hereunder; 

(iv) Additional licences as provided hereunder; 

(v) Imprest licence to the extent of 100% of the value of REP licences 
earned against their own exports made during the previous year; 

(vi) Trading Houses may be allowed as per para 51 of the Import Export 
Policy 1985-88 Volume-1 to import capital goods against REP licences/ 
Additional licences to enable them to set up common servicing centres 
for the benefit of their supporting manufacturers and other exporting units. 
Applications for such import will be considered by the regional licensing 
authorities in consultation with the technical authority concerned. 

(vii) Trading Houses may also be allowed to Import non-OGL Capital Goods 
(other than those in Appendix 1 Part-A) upto Rs. 20 lakhs (cif) during 
the licensing year as per the provisions made vide para 51 of the 
Import and Export Policy 1985-88. 

(viii) Import of technical designs, drawings and other documentations for a 
value not exceeding Rs. 25 lakhs c.I.f. for supplies against REP/ 
additional licences issued in favour of the Trading House. 

(ix) Import of one electronic Telephone Exchange for use in its own office(s) 
against REP/additional licences issued in its own name. 

Import of Items placed on OGL 

Trading Houses will be allowed to import OGL items against REP licences 
issued in their own name or transferred to them by others. This facility will 
be available to them for the import of 

(a) Capital Goods listed in Appendix I Part B of Import and Export Policy 
1985-88 Volume-I. 

(b) Raw materials, components and consumables, which have been placed 

on OGL for Actual Users (Industrial) in Part II of List No. 8 in Appendix 

6 of the Import Export Policy 1985-88 Volume-1 as per the conditions 
laid down. 
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REP licences against which Trading Houses wish to take advantage of the 
facility provided in para above shall be non-transferable. 

Trading Houses who wish to take advantage of this facility of import of 

OGL items should get the licences concerned endorsed by the licensing 
authority as under : 

"This licence will also be valid for import of OGL items under para 279 of 
Import Export Policy 1985—88 (Vol.l), subject to the conditions laid down, 
and shall be non-transferable". 

Goods imported by Trading Houses under this facility will be disposed off by 
them in the same manner as laid down for Export Houses in this chapter. 
Further, the procedure for import and disposal of componenets laid down 
for Export Houses will equally apply to the import and disposal of components 
by Trading Houses under OGL or therwise. 

Import of OGL items by Trading Houses under these provisions shall be 
subject to the condition, inter-aiia, that the shipment of goods shall take 
place within the validity of OGL i.e. 31st March of the licensing year or 
within the validity period of the import licence itself (without any grace 
period) whichever date is earlier. This restriction will also apply to licences 
issued before 1 st April of the licensing year in respect of items which continue 
to be on OGL in 1985-88 Import Export Policy. The condition for registration of 
contracts as applicable to the import of items under OGL in Appendix 6 will 
also apply for import of such OGL Items by Trading Houses under these 
provisions. 

Goods obtained by Actual Users (Industrial) from Trading Houses under this 
provision shall be subject to 'Actual User' condition. 

Additional Licences 

Applications for Additional licences in the prescribed form may be made upto 
30th June, of the licensing year by Trading Houses holding Recognition 
Certificates valid beyond 31st March of the preceding year. Fresh applicants 
or those whose certificates expired on 31st March of the preceding year may 
apply for Additional Licence within two months after securing the Trading 
House Certificate concerned. The provisions relating to submission of applica¬ 
tions for addition/REP licence will also apply to Trading Houses. 

The value of Additional Licences for the licensing year to be granted under 
this policy will be calculated at 10% of the net foreign exchar»ge earned on 
total exports of Select Products plus 10% of the fob value of exports of 
select products manufactured by small scale and cottage industries, made in 
the preceding financial year. Such Additional licences shall be non-transferable. 
While calculating the value of Additional licence, net foreign exchange earned 
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would be arrived at by deducting the value of licenses issued or eligibility 
for grant of Advance/Special Imprest/Imprest/REP licences and Import-Export 
Pass Books for the preceding finacial year from the gross value of export of 
select products. 

For the purpose of calculating the entitlement for Additional licence, the 
value of exports of Select Products carrying import replenishment rate of 
more than 50% as per the import policy of the preceding year shall not be 
taken into account. Also, exports made in discharge of the export obligation 
against Advance/Special Imprest/Imprest licences and Import-Export Pass 
Books carrying more than 50?' of import content will not be taken into 
account. The Trading Houses should not therefore include the value of such 
exports while applying for Additional licences. 

In respect of the export products like Agarbatti, Khadi, Sports Goods etc. 
mentioned in this chapter (See "Additional Licences ' for Export House), if 
the trading house is unable to give the names of manufacturers concerned, 
his declaration to the effect that the goods exported were manufactured by 
SSI/Cottage sector units, may be accepted for the purpose of determining the 
entitlement for Additional Licence. 

Additional licences so granted will be valid for import of items appearing in 
Part II, List No. 8 of Appendix 6 of Import and Export Policy Volume-1 
(Items for Actual Users). 

Additional licences issued to Trading Houses will also be valid for import of 
items appearing in Appendices 3 (Limited permissible items) and 5 Part A 
(Items canalised through public sector) upto a maximum of 5% of the value 
of the licence subject to a single item not exceeding Rs. 5 lakhs in value. 

The limit of 5% for import of items in Appendices 3 and 5 Part-A referred 
to in para above will be 7.5% in the case of Trading Houses which show in 
the licensing year a minimum growth of 30?^ (i.e. 50% more than the normal 
growth rate of 20%) in their exports of select products over the preceding 
financial year. Within this 7.5%. import of items appearing in Appendix-3 
shall not exceed 5% of the licence value. The upper value limit for single 
item will remain unchanged at Rs. 5 lakhs. 

Trading Houses which have effected exports in at least 5 product groups 
during the preceding financial year and exports in each product groups are 
not less than 15% of the total fob value of their exports, will be allowed to 
import items appearing in Appendices 3 and 5 Part-A, upto 7.5°^ of the 
value of the Additional licences, instead of only upto 5%. 

Items imported under the above provision shall be those which are related 
to the products exported by the Trading House. At the end of each year, the 
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Trading House shall furnish an account of the items imported and the products 
exported, with their values, to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi, for ex-post-facto scrutiny from the point of view of relationship 
between the imports and exports. 

Additional licences Issued to Trading Houses will also be valid for import of 
spares of certain items mentioned in this chapter subject to the same restric¬ 
tions as laid down therein, except that the overall value limit for import per 
Trading House will be Rs. 5 lakhs, instead of Rs. 2 lakhs for export houses. 

Additional licences issued to Trading Houses will also be valid for import of 
Capital Goods listed in Appendix I Part-B which have been placed on Open 
General Licence for Actual Users (Industrial). This facility will be subject to 
the same conditions as laid down in case of Export Houses earlier in this 
chapter except that the endorsement rferred to will not be required in the 
case of Additional licences, which are already non-transferable. 

Goods imported by the Trading Houses against Additional licences will be 
disposed off by them in the same manner and subject to the same conditions 
as laid down in case of Export Houses. 

Associate Manufacturers-Sustained relationship efforts better facili¬ 
ties to the trading proceeds. 

A Trading House which enters into long term arrangements with its supporting 

manufacturers for a period of not less than 5 years to export select products, 
manufactured by such supporting manufacturers will be allowed higher value 
of Additional Licence on exports of products of such supporting manufacturers. 
(Such supporting manufacturers with whom a Trading House has esta¬ 
blished long term arrangements of 5 years or more will under this Scheme 
henceforth be referred to as "Associate Manufacturers"). The value of 
Additional Licence to be granted for the licensing year under the scheme to 
such Trading Houses will be calculated at 12^% of the net foreign exchange 
earned on exports made during the preceding year of select products manu¬ 
factured by Associate Manufacturers plus 12i% of the fob value of exports 
of select products manufactured by those Associate Manufacturers who are in 
the small scale/cottage industry sector. Separate additional licences shall be 
issued under this provision and no other exports by the Trading House should 
be taken into account while calculating the value of such additional licences. 
A separate record of such additional licences should be maintained by the 
licensing authorities. Such Additional licences shall be non-transferable and 
sf.all be granted subject to the following conditions : 

(a) The Associate Manufacturer is himself not in the export field and has 
not exported any of his products either himself or through any other 
Registered exporter during the last two financial years. 
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(b) The Trading House undertakes to export 50% or more of the production 
of Select products of the Associate Manufacturer for a period of five 
years commencing from 1st April of the licensing year, 

(c) The list of such Associate Manufacturers shall not exceed 25 in number 
(in a year) and will not be allowed to be changed during the period of 
five years. 

(d) Such Additional licences will be valid for import of items as will be 
admissible to Trading Houses against their additional licences under the 
policy. It may, however, be clarified that import of items appearing in 
Appendices 3 and 5 Part-A would be allowed to an extent of only 5% 
of the value of such Additional licences. The items Imported will be 
those which go into the production of select products manufactured by 
the Associate Manufacturers and which are to be exported through the 
Trading House. The materials imported against such Additional licences 
will be disposed off to the Associate Manufacturers only. 

(e) The items supplied to such Associate Manufacturers will be non-trans- 
ferable and will be subject to Actual User condition. 

(f) The Trading House shall furnish quarterly returns to CCI 8r E, Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi giving details of items imported and supplied to its 
Associate Manufacturers giving their names and addresses. Copies of 
such statements will also be sent by the Trading House to the Sponso¬ 
ring authorities of the Associate Manufacturers. The Sponsoring authorities 
will be expected to inspect the premises of the Associate Manufacturers 
to whom imported goods have been disposed off by the Trading House 
and check the utilisation of the imported items. The result of such 
inspection will be reported by the Sponsoring authorities to the Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi. 

(g) The Trading House shall furnish a legal undertaking to fulfil the conditions 
mentioned above. 

(h) Violation of the conditions will attract action under Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act and Imports (Control) Order. 

foreign exchange for promotional activities 

Trading House is eligible to the foreign exchange facilities for the business 

promotion activities abroad. These facilities are provided, inter-a/ia, on the 
following lines : 

The Reserve Bank of India may allow a Trading House to utilise foreign 
exchange upto 2.5 per cent of the fob value of its total exports in the 
preceding year for the following purposes : 

(a) Foreign exchange expenditure on promotional activities permitted under 
the Code of Grants-in-Aid for export efforts; 
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(b) Import of testing instrumets and equipments for packing and tagging 
and their spares, duly cleared from indigenous angle, and required for 
setting up Common Service Centres. 

(c) Setting up warehouses and offices abroad without obtaning prior approval 
of the RBI (post-facto intimation shall be sent to RBI immediately after 
setting up the warehouses/offices abroad). 

The permit issued by the Reserve Bank of India in regard to above will be 
valid for a period of one year from the date of its issue. 

The above limit of 2.5% by the RBI in regard to above will be valid for a 
period of one year from the date of its issue. 

The procedure to be followed in this regard is similar to the one described 
in case of availing foreign exchange released by an export house covered 
earlier in this chapter. 

IRMAC Facilities to the Trading Houses 

Trading Houses are allowed to provide IRMAC facilities for supply of goods 
(non-canalised items only) against Actual User Licences, REP Licences and 
Additional Licences. The Trading Houses are supposed to be playing a role 
of an export promotion agency in promoting the exports of goods/services 
they are dealing with. For this purpose, they may be provided certain 
infrastructure facilities and such other facilities which may help them 
expanding their role in foreign trade. 

The Trading Houses may be allowed to certify the quality of their own 
products for exports. However, such permission/facility should be given only 
to those trading houses which have adequate testing facilities to eusure 
proper quality control and certification to the satisfaction of the export 

inspection council. 

Monitoring the Trading House- Reporting and Control 

Every trading house is required to maintain true and proper accounts of its 
exports, imports and disposal of imported items. These reports shall be 
open for inspection by any authority nominated by the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, New Delhi. The information based upon these reports 
is to be furnished by way of quarterly statements in the prescribed form 
given at Annexure 13.3 as in case of the statements furnished by an export 
Luse discussed earlier in this chapter. This form, inter-aha. provides the 
information pertaining to receipt and disposal of imported items against 

(i) their own licence; 

(ii) licences transferred by others; and 

(iii) additional licences.

Detailed schemes and programmes to be intimated to CCI&E 

The Trading Houses should also send to the CCI&E (EP-III Section), New 
Delhi, copies of their detailed schemes and action programmes for export 
and annual returns of exports effected, commoditywise and countrywise, sent 
by them to the Federation of Indian Export Organisation. 

The separate statement shall also be sent to the CCI&E, New Delhi . 

(i) Annual statement regarding imports of items appearing in Appendices 3 
and 5 Part-A against Additional licences, giving description and value, 
itemwise, and the products exported, their names and FOB value product- 
wise, for ex-post-facto scrutiny from the point of view of relationship 
between imports and exports. 

(ii) Quarterly statement of imports and disposal of goods imported under 
para 204 of the Import & Export Policy 1985-88 Volume I. as laid down. 

(iii) Quarterly statement of imports and disposal of Components, as laid down. 

Any change in the constitution, name or ownership of a Trading House shall 
be forthwith reported to the CCI&E, New Delhi and the licensing authority 
concerned. In such an event, the trading house shall cease to enjoy the 
facilities provided under the policy until and unless the connected trading 
house status has been got approved by the CCI&E, New Delhi in favour of 
the new or reconstituted body. 

Refusal to grant/renew Trading House Certificate and Cancellation 
suspension of Trading House Certificate 

If the applicant has on any occasion during the previous 3 years, tampered 
with the import/export licence; or has been a parly to any corrupt or fraudulent 
practice In its commercial dealings or in obtaining any licence; or if any agent 
or employee of the applicant has been a party to any corrupt or fraudulent 
practice in obtaining the licence under the Import and Export (Control) 
Act or any condition of licence granted under Import-Export Control Order or 
commits a breach of Import and Export Trade Regulations, the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports may refuse to grant/renew Trading House Certificate 
for a period to be specified after giving a Show Cause Notice. 
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An applicant who is not satisfied with the decision taken on his application 
for the grant or renewal of Trading House Certificate, or for cancellation/ 
amendment/suspension of the Trading House Certificate can file an appeal 
for review to the Ministry of Commerce, Appeal Section, within 45 days of 
the date of the said decision. 

Entrepreneur Merchant Exporters-Special Scheme for SSI/Cottage 
Sector 

This scheme was introduced in the Import and Export Policy 1984-85. The 
scheme aims at providing the linkage between domestic production and export 
marketing and also supporting entrepreneurial initiative in exports from SSI/ 
Cottage sectors. Certain special facilities were introduced under the scheme 
according to which Entrepreneur Merchant Exporters are eligible for additional 
licences on the basis of 5% of the FOB value of their exports of select 
products manufactured by SSI/Cottage Sector units subject to the following 
conditions : 

(i) The Entrepreneur Merchant Exporter will not be an Actual User 
(Industrial). 

(ii) The minimum fob value of eligible exports of select products manufactured 
by SSI/Cottage Sector Units should not be less than Rs. 20 lakhs in the 
year before the preceding year and a minimum increase of 20% is 
achieved in fob value of such exports in the preceding year over the 
exports in the year before the preceding year. For example, for additional 
licensing in 1986-87 (licensing year), the fob value of exports of eligible 
select products effected in 1985-86 (preceding year) should be at least 
20% more than the FOB value of exports effected in 1984-85 (year 
before the preceding year). 

(iii) Only such exports of select products manufactured by SSI/Cottage 
Sector Units will qualify for issue of additional licence for EMEs which 
carry an import replenishment rate of 20% or less during the preceding 
two financial years. 

(iv) All such Additional licences shall be non-transferable. 

(v) For the purpose of calculating the entitlement for additional licence for 
EME, the value of exports, of high value products e.g. freight containers; 
air-conditioning and refrigeration equipment; electrical machinery, equip¬ 
ment and apparatus; machine tools; internal combustion engines; pumps 
and compressors; industrial machinery and components thereof; boilers; 
motor vehicles and automobile ancillaries; railway equipment; water 
transport equipment; machine made woollen carpets/silk carpets shall 

not be taken into account. 

(Vi) The Entrepreneur Merchant Exporter shall be required to give a declaration 
to the effect that the products exported were actually manufactured by 
SSI/Cottage Sector units, whose names, addresses with Registration 
numbers, wherever applicable, will also be furnished. Another declaration

will also be required to be given to the effect that the EME is exclusively 
exporting products manufactured by SSI/Cottage Sector Units. 

(vii) Additional licence so granted will be valid for import of items appearing 
in part-11 List 8 of Appendix-6 of the Import and Export Policy 1985-88. 
Volume-1 (items allowed for import by actual users-industrial-subject to 
the actual user condition and export house/trading houses against REP/ 
additional licence as per policy for sale to eligible actual users (industrial) 
subject to actual user condition) subject to the condition that import of 
single item shall not exceed Rs. 4 lakhs in value. 

(viii) Additional licences will also be valid for import of capital goods listed 
under Appendix-1 Part-B of the Import and Export Policy 1985-88 (capital 
goods allowed under Open General Licence) and raw materials, com¬ 
ponents, consumables and spares which have been placed under OGL 
for Actual User (Industrial) in the policy in force from time to time. 

(ix) The Items imported against the additional licence will be only those 
which go into the production of select products exported by the EME. 

(x) The goods imported against the Additional licence will be disposed off 
by the licensee to manufacturers whose goods have been exported by 
him and will be subject to Actual User condition. 

(xi) The EME shall be required to maintain proper account of their exports, 
imports and disposal of imported goods to their supporting manufacturers. 
These shall be open for inspection by 

1. Sponsoring authorities concerned; and 

2. Licensing authorities. 

They shall furnish quarterly statements in the form prescribed for export/ 
trading houses (within one month of the close of each quarter) pertaining 
to receipt and disposal of imported items against such Addition allicences 
to the concerned sponsoring authorities of the supporting manufacturers 
to whom the imported goods have been disposed off. 

(xii) The Entrepreneur Merchant Exporters should register themselves as EMEs 
with the Registering Authorities In accordance with the procedures laid 
down in this regard. 

In para 174(ii) of Import and Export Policy for 1984-85, the minimum growth 

rate prescribed for EMEs was 50%. Accordingly, in the licensing year 1985-86, 
Entrepreneur Merchant Exporters who have shown a growth rate of 50% in 
1984-85 as compared to 1983-84 will alone be eligible for grant of Additional 
licences provided in this Policy. However, from the year 1986-87 onwards, 
additional licences for EMEs under the provisions given above will be granted 
on the basis of a growth rate of 20% as prescribed in para (ii) above. 

Applications for Additional licences will be referred to the licensing authorities 

concerned in the form prescribed for export/trading houses as discussed 
earlier in this chapter.

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EXPORT INCENTIVES 


Some of the facilities provided to the Registered Exporters, Trading Houses 
or Entrepreneur Merchant Exporters have been discussed in the earlier chapter. 
Facilities like grant of foreign exchange for undertaking visits abroad for 
export promotion etc. have also been discussed during the discussion on 
the Reserve Bank of India formalities. As it has been indicated, the Govt of 
India is quite keen to promote the exports from India. However, higher 
prices of certain raw materials, increased cost because of the duties levied 
by way of excise duty or customs duty and non-availability of certain raw 
materials and spares affected the cost structure and quality of Indian products 
considerably. To compensate against these dis-advantages and make the 
products manufactured by India competitive In the International Market, 
various facilities and incentives are offered to the exporters. Some of these 
facilities like TDS package assistance etc. have already been discussed. 

Some of the important Ingradients of such assistance and package of 
incentives will be discussed in this chapter. 

This will include - 

(a) Cash Compensatory Support/Cash Subsidy; 

(b) Transport Assistance; 

(c) Customs and Central Excise Duty draw back. 

(d) Tax incentives for Exports; 

(e) Marketing Development Assistance (MDA) ; 

(f) Export Finance and credit risk insurance. 

Cash Compensatory Support/Cash Subsidy 

The cash compensatory support or the cash assistance popularly known as 
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cash subsidy is given against such exports which are made eligible by the 
Ministry of Commerce through such declarations by way of circulars from 
time to time. The basic principle for offering such assistance is to compensate 
the exporter against the higher prices of manufacture or transport incurred by 
them to facilitate them to compete In the international market. The products 
are classified in various groups for such assistance. The cash assistance is 
currently available against the following groups of items : 

(a) Engineering Goods 

(b) Chemicals & Allied Products 

(c) Plastic Manufacturers 

(d) Leather and Leather Goods 

(e) Sports Goods 

(f) Processed Foods and Fresh & Canned Fruits and Vegetables, Poultry 
and Animal Products, Bakery Products. 

(g) Handicrafts & Woollen Carpets 

(h) Cashew Kernels 

(i) Tobacco & Tobacco Products 

(j) Woollen Textiles, Hosiery & Mixed Fabrics 

(k) Cotton Textiles including Readymade Garments 

(l) Natural Silk Fabrics, Garments 

(m) Cellulosic Products & Mixed Blended Products 

(n) Coir Products 

(o) Miscellaneous Products like deoiled mango kernel extractions, jute goods, 
decorticated cotton extractions, expeller cakes, etc. 

The export of components, spare parts, ancillaries and accessories pertaining 
to engineering goods are also entitled to cash assistance, at a little lower 

rate than the parent products. 

The exports for chemical items which are banned, even if allowed to be 
exported in small quantities or otherwise as "laboratory chemicals" do not 
qualify for the cash assistance. Whereas the items qualifying under the head 
surgical dressings/cosmetics will be eligible for cash assistance against 
export of these items only if produced under the licence issued under the 
Drugs and Cosmetics Act. The exports of mango kernel, deoiled extractions 
effected under barter deals or link arrangements do not qualify for cash 
assistance. Otherwise also, the exports made under such arrangements qualify 
for export benefits only when the concerned arrangements provides for them. 

Who is eligible? 

The CCS is admissible to- 

(i) The Exporter himself; 

(ii) Nominees of the export houses i.e. manufacturers of the products exported 

(iii) The Bank of the exporter duly authorised/nominated by him in that behalf

{iv) Cotton/Hessian Bag manufacturers whose products are exported by 
others ; and 

(v) Registered exporter in case of third party claims. 

As mentioned above, the export houses can nominate their supporting manu¬ 
facturers whose products are being marketed by them. They should request 
the concerned disbursement authority for payment of such cash incentives 
to the supporting manufacturers. The manufacturers in whose favour such 
request is made should also request the concerned licensing ^disbursement 
authority through separate letter confirming that the cash assistance claimed 
in the said application relates to their (manufacturer's) product. 

The cash assistance can also be given to the bank. For this, the exporter 
concerned as well as the bank will have to sign the receipt, the party 
concerned should give an authority in the prescribed form for payment to 
the bank and the bank will stamp all the documents to be filed for claiming 
the cash assistance. The application for the cash assistance In this case will 
be submitted through bank and will be forwarded by the banker along with 
his forwarding letter to the concerned authority. Any way. in the case of the 
first application. CCS will be given through the applicant's bank only. 

In case of manufacture of hessian/cotton bagging, the cash assistance can 
be claimed by their manufacturers if the concerned shipper sent the relevant 
invoices to the JCCId-E. Calcutta. This invoice should be accompanied by a 
declaration from the shipper to the effect that - 

(a) Exports have not been made at a price lesser than floor price; and 

(b) That there has been no under invoicing/over invoicing in regard to the 
value of the exports. The concerned shipper will also indicate the amount 
of commission payable or already paid to the foreign agent. 

In case of third party claims, the documents should be prepared In the 
joint name of both the parties, the clalment should produce a certificate of 
"disclaimer" from the other party in his favour and he should be a registered 
exporter otherwise eligible for the CCS. The necessary shipping bill and the 
bill of ladding in support of the claim for the CCS should also be produced. 

Whom to apply ? 

The application is to be made to the Regional Licensing Authority (for the 
items other than cotton textiles). In case of exports of biscuits and decorti¬ 
cated cotton seed exports, the application should be routed through Processed 
Foods Export Promotion Council, New Delhi and All India Cotton Seed 
Crushers Association, Bombay Respectively.

The mcome tax declaration in the prescribed form and also a letter nominating 

the bank to receive the CCS in case of the first application should be 

submitted alongwith the application form. In case some special documents 

are required to be submitted in support of the claim or because of the 

peculiar nature of the export, the same should be submitted alongwith the 

application. This may be the information like declaration required for the 

utilisation of steel items in case of engineering products or RBI's approval 

letter in case of deffered payment arrangements or Government sanction 

permitting a certain trading promotion arrangements or a barter deal etc. It 

should be useful to make a referance to the prevailing policy and also to 

the concerned export promotion council for guidance in filling up the 

application form as well as preparing the necessary documents to go with- 
the same. 

Simplified Payment Scheme of CCS ; 

The scheme aims at paying the cash compensatory support/cash subsidy/air 
freight subsidy across the counter soon after the shipment. The payment 
under this scheme is made either daily or fortnightly within the overall 
framework and the application under any of this scheme either made daily 
payment or fortnightly payment should be made suitably. 

Duty Drawback 

The Customs and Central Excise Duty Drawback Rules defines "Drawback" 
In relation to any goods has the rebate of duty chargeable on any imported 
material or excisable material used for the manufacture of such goods in India. 
The duty drawback should be either 

(i) Drawback of duty paid on Imported goods Including passengers 
package which are being exported as such i.e. without indicating 
any change or transformation; or 

(ii) Drawback on products manufactured out of various imported and/or 
indigenous raw materials/components of which customs and/or central 
excise duty has been paid. 

The exporters, thus, would mostly be interested in the second kind of drawback. 

Duty Drawback availbale on what 7 

Looking to the above discussion, the duty drawback should be available on 
all items wherein such raw materials and/or components have been used on 
which either customs duty or excise duty has been paid. Such items as an 
essential condition should not have been taken in use after their manufacture. 
The customs and central excise duty drawback rules divide these items into 
59 broad categories appended to the customs and Central Excise Duty 
Drawback Rules, 1971. 
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These categories are mentioned below : 

1 Fruit preserved and fruit preparations, provision, canned, bottled or 
otherwise and all sort of foods not elsewhere specified. 

2. Instant coffee. 

3. Cocoa paste, butter, powder, chocolate and other food preparation 
containing cocoa. 

4. Sugar confectionery and other sugar preparations. 

5. Biscuits. 

6. Copra cake. 

7. Concentrate and base for non-alcoholic beverages. 

8. Alcoholic beverages. 

9. Tobacco manufactures. 

10. Petroleum products. 

11. Organic chemicals, inorganic chemicals, chemical products not otherwise 
specified. 

12. Drugs and Pharmaceutical products. 

13. Synthetic organic dyestuffs, dyes intermediates and colour flakes. 

14. Pigments, colours, paints, enamels, varnishes, lacquers, synthetic poly¬ 
esters, epoxy resins, printing ink and writing ink. 

15. Essential oils, hydrogenated castor oil, perfume materials, agarbattis, 
toiletries, polishing and cleaning preparations. 

16. Explosives, pyrotechnic products (fire works) safety matches and safety 
fuses. 

17. Photographic and cinematographic goods. 

18. Insecticides, pesticides, fungicides, weedicides and formulations thereof. 

19. Synthetic resins (including adhesive) plastic raw materials and articles 
made thereof. 

20. Synthetic rubber reclaimed rubber and articles of rubber. 

21. Hides, skins, leather, articles of leather or artificial leather, other leather 
goods and travel goods not otherwise specified. 

22. Veneers, plywood, improved or reconstituted wood products made 
thereof. 

23. Cork manufactures including crown corks. 

24. Paper pulp, paper boards, fibre board, other board of wood pulp or 
vegetable fibre, articles made thereof, printed matter, books and 
magazines. 

25. Synthetic and regenerated fibre, textile yarn, thread, twines, cords and 
ropes. 
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26. Textile fabrics and hosiery 

27. Made up articles, garments, chiefly made from textile materials. 

28. Floor coverings including carpets. 

29. Footwear and parts of footwear. 

30. Umbrellas and umbrella fittings 

31. Human hair and products thereof. 

32. Products made of asbestos, cement or both. 

33. Ceramic products, refractories and potteries. 

34. Glass and glassware including glass mirrors and vacuum flasks. 

35. Finished cultured pearls. 

36. Iron and steel except ingots and other primary forms (including blanks 
for tubes and pipes). 

37. Non-ferrous metals and metal alloys. 

38. Manufacture of metal not otherwise specified. 

39. Toools for use in the hand or machine. 

40. Power generating machinery, parts thereof. 

41. Agricultural machinery and implements, parts thereof. 

42. Office machines, parts thereof. 

43. Metal working machinery, parts thereof. 

44. Textile machinery, parts thereof. 

45. Machinery for other purposes and industries, equipment, appliances 
(other than electrical) not otherwise specified and parts thereof. 

46. Electrical power machinery, equipment for distributing electricity switch- 
gear parts thereof. 

47. Telecommunication equipment, and apparatus parts thereof. 

48. Domestic electric equipment, electrical apparatus for medical purposes, 
rediological apparatus, other electric machinery and apparatus, parts 

thereof. 

49. Railway locomotives, wagons, coaches, track fixtures and fittings, traffic 
signalling equipment of all kinds, parts thereof. 

50. Vehicles (other than railway), aircraft, ships, boats and floating structures, 
all sorts, parts and accessories thereof. 

51. Sanitary, plumbing, heating, lighting fixtures and fittings, parts thereof. 

52. Furniture. 

53. Optical, photographic, cinematographic, measuring, checking, precision, 
medical and surgical instruments, apparatus and equipment, parts 

thereof. 

54. Clocks and watches ; parts thereof. 
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55. Musical instruments, sound records and reproducers, parts and accessories 
thereof. 

56. Toys, games and sports requisites, parts thereof. 

57. Office and stationery supplies, not otherwise specified. 

58. Precious and semi-precious stones (including diamonds set or unset) 
and articles made wholly or partly of alabaster or gold or silver. 

59. Manufactured articles ; brushes all sorts, except carbon brushes: zip 
fastener, snap fastener; mechanical lighter, artificial hair, wig and the 
like and ivory products. 

These items have been further classified and drawback rates have been 
decided depending upon the customs and central excise allocation on 
various inputs their go into manufacture of such items. 

Drawback is payable in respect of supplies of materials made from India for 
turn-key projects also. Such projects may involve designing, civil construction 
and commissioning of plant or supervision thereof alongwith supply of 
equipment. Parts and accessories of the products falling under specified 
product groups will also be eligible as per the relevant provision under the 
classification for the drawback available to them and the exporters should 
make their claims accordingly. 

Duty drawback on the packaging materials used in export goods is selectively 
granted depending upon the various provisions and conditions for a parti¬ 
cular item mas ay be covered by relevant drawback public notice. 

Claiming the duty drawback : 

Unlike cash assistance or CCS and REP applications, the exporter Is not 
required to file any separate application for claiming the duty drawback. 
The claim for duty drawback is to be made at the time of exports of goods 
by sea. air. post etc. as the case may be. 

Exports by sea or air : 

The exporter, in case of exports made by sea or air, to all destinations other 
than Nepal will be required to file a drawback shipping bill (green colour) 
alongwith other customs documents. The drawback shipping bill in itself is 
the application for the duty drawback and no separate application is needed. 
Some additional documents required for submission alongwith such claim 
vary depending upon the number of exports and are required to be submit¬ 
ted alongwith the drawback shipping bill. These documents could be 
inter-alia listed as follows : 

(i) Annexure 'A' (at Calcutta Port only) in duplicate. 

(II) Drawback Payment Order (at Bombay Port only), in duplicate. 
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(iii) Document showing the nature of fibre i.e. (viscose, acetate or com- 
praminum in rayon fabrics and type of yarn i.e. spun or filament used 
in an export product (applicable to specified products only). These 
documents may be either a certificate of the textile committee report 
or a test laboratory report. 

(iv) A certificate from the Central Leather Research Institute in case of 
finished leather goods. 

(v) Quota Endorsement Certificate where items of export is under restriction. 

(vi) Export licence, if applicable. 

(vii) For claiming drawback on account of packing materials used in the 
export of textile products accompanied by AR4 Form, a certificate from 
the Central Excise authority, to the effect that- 

"the particulars of packing materials have been verified and found 
correct", 

(viii) Any other documents as specified against the sub-serial number of the 
product concerned in the Drawback Schedule. (Do take care of the 
notes given under sub-serial numbers in the Drawback Schedule). 

In case of export of goods by post, the claim should be presented to the 
nearest customs and central excise officer accompanied with Form-D/AR4 
or AR4A. 

In case of exports to Nepal effected by land or by air, the Bill of Export 
is to be presented to the Superintendent at the land customs station with 
the required documents. 

Deemed Export Assistance 

The exports covered under supplies to IBRD/IDA projects, multi-lateral/ 
bilateral agency projects, projects financed by Aid Programme of UN Organi¬ 
zation, supplies to 100% export oriented units or to units in free trade zones, 
supplies made by 100% export oriented units, supplies to ONGC, Oil India, 
GAIL etc. and sales at duty free shops etc. can fall under this category of 
-Deemed Exports". The essential conditions for being eligible to assistance 

against such suppliers are : 

(a) Payment against such suppliers should be received in free foreign 
exchange; 

(b) Supplies in India to the projects financed by different international 
agencies like world bank (IBRD/IDA Aided Projects) should be made 
under the procedure of international competitive bidding; 

(c) Supplies to UN Organizations or their aid programmes and other multi¬ 
national agencies made at international prices: 

(d) Supplies to the projects financed by multilateral or bilateral external 
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assistance either under international competitive bidding or under limited 
tender required according to the terms of such aid; 

(e) Exports to Bhutan. Nepal or Afghanisthan by Indian suppliers against 
payment in free foreign exchange by UN agencies in connection with 
their aid programmes or supplies made to IBRD/IDA aided projects etc. or 

<f) Supplies to indigenous products to actual users/REP licence holders etc. 
would classify under these schemes and are eligible for assistance as 
"Deemed Exports”. 

Tax Incentives for Exports 

There is no Central or State Sales Tax leviable on the goods manufactured 
for exports. The Section 80-HHC of the Income Tax Act also provides the 
tax relief on incremental turnover compared to the previous year and also the 
total exports. 

Marketing Development Assistance (MDA) 

Marketing Development Assistance is granted under "Code of Grant-in-aid 
for Export Effort” as promulgated by Government of India. Assistance under 
this however, is available to the institutions like Export Promotion Councils, 
Trade Development Authority, IIFT etc. generally. The list of approved 
organizations through which the assistance under MDA is chanalised for 
development and promotion of exports is available from the Ministry of 
Commerce (MDA Section), Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi or the Federation of 
Indian Export Organizations, PHD House, Siri Institutional Area, Hauz Khas, 
New Delhi 110 016. For ascertaining the requirements for qualifying under 
this as well as further details so as to know the eligibility of export houses/ 
export consortia or trading houses, it will be useful to contact either of 
these authorities. 

In this chapter, an attempt is made to describe some of the major incentives 
looking to the scope and coverage of this book. It is not possible to 
exhaustively deal with all the benefits and incentives available in great details. 
However, a brief mention about most of these incentives which were hitherto 
not discussed earlier should provide a very useful pointer to the readers in 
at least knowing about them and initiating further dialogue with the concerned 
authorities in case they feel interested in any particular information.

In terms of para 204(1) of Import and Export Policy 1985-88 (Vol.l), a 
manufacturer exporter holding a valid REP licence issued in his own name 
against exports of select products manufactured by him will be eligible to 
import with the overall value of REP licence, items of raw materials com¬ 
ponents, consumables, spares and packing materials, which are related to 
select products exported or manufactured by him either in the same factory 
as the one from which the goods were exported against the REP licence 
concerned or in some other factory of the same name of the manufacturer. 
A question has arisen whether the loan licencees as defined under the 
Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, who are permitted to get their drugs 
processed by other factories licensed under the said Act should also eligible 
for benefits under para 204(1). 

The matter has been examined with reference to the provision contained in 
para 90 of the current Import and Export Policy. In view of the fact that 
loan licensees are treated as actual users for all practical purposes, though 
they get the materials processed from others, it is clarified that they should 
be treated at par with manufacturers for facilities under para 204(1) of the 
Import and Export Policy, 1985-88 (vol.l). This will however apply to phar¬ 
maceutical units duly licensed under the Drugs and Cosmetics Act.
